UNIVERSITY  AWARDS  1,452  DEGREES  DURING  ACADEMIC  YEAR 

Clemson  University  awarded  360  degrees,  including  168  advanced  degrees,  at 
summer  sessions  commencement  Aug..  7.   President  Robert  C.  Edwards  conferred  191 
bachelor's  degrees,  one  associate  in  arts  degree,  151  master's  degrees  and  17 
doctorates.   Including  graduation  ceremonies  last  December  and  in  May,  the  Uni- 
versity awarded  1,452  degrees  during  academic  year  1970-71.

In  his  new  capacity,  Rochester  will  administer  one  of  the  largest  units  at 
the  University.   The  Physical  Plant  Division,  which  employs  about  310  full-time 
persons,  is  responsible  for  all  campus  utilities,  buildings,  planning  and  engineering, 
grounds,  security  (police  and  fire  departments),  as  well  as  new  construction. 


ANDERSON  NAMED  HEAD  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRONOMY  AND  SOILS 


Dr.  Luther  P.  Anderson  has  been  named  head  of  the  University's  Department 
of  Agronomy  and  Soils,  effective  August  16.  He  succeeds  Dr.  U.S.  Jones  who  is 
returning  to  full-time  teaching  and  research  in  that  department. 

Presently  State  Leader  of  Extension  Agricultural  Programs,  Dr.  Anderson  has 
been  prominent  in  state  educational  work  since  1958  when  he  came  from  Bishopville 
to  become  assistant  Extension  agronomist.  Agronomy  deals  primarily  with  the  soil 
and  plant  sciences  relating  to  field  crops  whose  farm  value  in  S.C.  exceeded  $230 
million  in  1970.  In  his  new  role.  Dr.  Anderson  will  coordinate  all  teaching,  re- 
search, and  extension  activities  for  the  agronomy  department. 

Dr.  G.R.  Craddock,  Professor  of  Agronomy  and  Soils,  has  been  named  acting 
head  until  Dr.  Anderson  assumes  his  new  duties. 


SCSEA  CREDIT  UNION  REDUCES  RATES  ON  AUTO  LOANS 


Members  of  the  State  Employees'  Association  may  join  the  Association's  Credit 
Union  by  paying  a  lifetime  registration  fee  of  $1  and  depositing  a  minimum  of  $5 
(one  share).   Loans  are  made  on  new  cars,  up  to  three-fourths  of  the  list  price  of 
the  car,  at  a  rate  of  3/4  of  1  per  cerjt^^gjj^m^pUi  on  the  unpaid  (continued  on  page  2)

balance,  and  may  be  arranged  from  12  to  36  months.   There  are  only  two  other  costs: 
(1)  an  investigation  fee  of  $1  on  the  initial  loan,  and  (2)  documentary  tax  stamps, 
at  4c  per  $100.   Adequate  insurance  must  be  purchased,  but  may  be  purchased  from  any 
licensed  company.   Personal  loans  are  also  made  to  members,  after  one  year,  at  1 
per  cent  per  month  of  unpaid  balance,  up  to  $500.   Minimum  monthly  installment  is

CREDIT  FOR  OUT-OF-STATE  SERVICE:   S.C.  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM 

Late  in  1970-71,  State  laws  affecting  credit  for  employment  with  a  State, 
county,  municipality,  or  school  district  outside  South  Carolina  were  liberalized  in 
two  important  respects:   (1)  No  longer  must  this  service  be  continuous;  and  (2) 
The  out-of-state  service  no  longer  must  include  employment  immediately  before  S.C. 
employment  began.   (To  illustrate:   If  you  were  in  graduate  school,  or  working  in 
private  business,  during  the  four  years  just  before  coming  to  work  with  Clemson, 
but  taught  in  a  public  school  in  Texas  for  three  years  earlier,  you  may  now  register 
those  three  years  for  full  credit  in  the  S.C.  Retirement  System,  provided  payment  is 
made  therefor,  and  other  requirements  are  met).   Federal  service  is  still  excluded 
and  service  as  a  State  (S.C.  employee,  by  the  date  of  retirement,  must  be  twice 
the  time  brought  in.   Time  while  a  student  in  another  state  is  excluded.   For  further 
details,  see  your  Department  Head,  and  ask  for  Personnel  Letter  31. 

TAX-SHELTERED  ANNUITIES 

Arrangements  may  be  made  for  the  University  to  divert  a  portion  of  your 
salary  to  a  "tax  deferred  annuity."  Arrangements  for  (a)  new  program,  (b)  transfers, 
and/or  (c)  changes  must  be  completed  on  or  before  August  31,  1971  if  they  are  to 
apply  to  1971-72  earnings.  (New  employees  may  complete  arrangements  within  first 
30  days  at  Clemson.)   Employees  on  year-round  salary  may  authorize  12  reductions, 
from  September  through  August;  academic  year  employees  may  authorize  eight,  from 
September  through  April.   Unless  completed  contracts  are  received  before  4:30  p.m., 
August  31,  1971,  by  Mr.  W.J.  Stamey,  in  the  Personnel  Office  (Ground  Floor,  Tillman) 
they  cannot  apply  in  1971-72.   If  you  plan  to  participate,  see  your  insurance 
company  representative  well  before  the  closing  date.

the  year  may  eliminate  withholding  for  Federal  income  tax  by  filing  a  special 
Form  W-4E,   and  (b)  that  employed  husband-and-wif e  teams  who  plan  to  make  joint 
returns  for  1971  may  wish  to  reduce  the  number  of  exemptions  claimed  to  avoid 
an  excessive  tax  payment  when  the  couple  files  a  Federal  income  tax  return  for  1971. 
Those  who  plan  to  make  such  adjustments  must  assume  complete  responsibility  for 
exemptions  claimed,  and  should  consult  IRS  agents  or  other  authorities.   Clemson 
University  will  continue  to  process  Form  W-4,  or  Form  W-4E,  as  filed  by  each 
employee.   These  forms  are  available  in  the  office  of  each  Department  Head. 

If  a  Form  W-4  claiming  zero  exemptions  does  not  produce  adequate  pre- 
payment through  withholding  to  avoid  an  excessive  payment  upon  filing  the  return 
for  1971,  the  employee  should  investigate  the  use  of  Form  1040-ES ,  Declaration  of 
Estimated  Tax,  which  is  required  by  law  of  many  employees.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE  PRESIDENT  TO  THE  GENERAL  FACULTY. 
MAY  6,   1971 

At  this  time  each  year  the  retiring  Faculty  Senate  President  is  required  to 
present  an  annual  report  of  the  activities  and  actions  of  the  Faculty  Senate.    The 
report  for  1970-71  will  be  in  several  parts:    General  Actions;  Activities  and  Actions 
Related  to  Admissions  and  Scholarship;  Policy;  Research;  and  Welfare;  and  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  Activities.     Most  of  the  report  will  consist  of  actions  and  the  status  of 
these  actions.    Lengthy  actions  will  be  presented  in  summary  form. 

General  Actions . 

1.  Resolved: 

It  is  recommended  by  the  Faculty  Senate  that  the  present  status  of  the  Curric- 
ulum Committee,  Graduate  Council,  and  other  such  committees  be  retained 
until  a  thorough  study  can  be  made  of  these  committees  by  the  Faculty  Senate. 
This  study  will  be  made  to  determine  the  purposes,  roles,  functions  and 
general  structure  of  the  committees  and  to  make  recommendations  concerning 
their  future.    The  Faculty  Senate  requests  the  participation  of  the  Administration 
in  this  study. 

Status:  This  action  resulted  in  the  formation  of  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  the 
Senate  in  which  the  Administration  did  participate .  The  findings  of  this  ad 
hoc  committee  will  be  discussed  later  in  this  report. 

2.  Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  endorses  and  supports  the  "Policy  Concerning  Conduct  of 
Students  and  Employees  of  Clemson  University"  as  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Clemson  University,  May  28,   1965.    It  is  further  resolved  that 
the  above  stated  policy  should  be  disseminated  to  all  students,  faculty,  and 
employees . 

Status:    The  Administration  responded  to  this  action  in  a  positive  manner.     In 
particular,  these  policies  were  distributed  to  all  incoming  freshmen  students 
and  these  policies  were  published  in  the  September  1 ,   1970  Clemson  News- 
letter. 

3.  Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  requests  the  Administration  to  reconsider  the  allocation 
of  the  entire  $6-million  provided  for  construction  of  a  University  Union 
Building . 

Status:    The  Administration  has  reviewed  all  aspects  of  the  University  Union 
project  during  the  past  year.    This  has  brought  about  a  new  concept  of  the 
Union  Building.    The  final  outcome  is  still  not  known,  since  no  contracts 
have  been  let. 
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4.  Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  resolves  that  the  minutes  of  the  Graduate  Council  should 
be  published  in  the  Newsletter. 

Status:    The  minutes  of  the  Graduate  Council  now  appear  in  the  Newsletter. 

5.  Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  supports  the  President  of  Clemson  University  in  his 
decision  that  the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  should  eliminate  the  requirement 
that  a  prospective  student-athlete  must  score  a  minimum  of  800  on  the  SAT 
as  a  prerequisite  for  eligibility  to  receive  a  grant-in-aid  and/or  participate 
in  intercollegiate  athletics. 

Status:    This  action  required  no  response  from  the  Administration,  but  the 
Administration  was  appreciative  of  this  support. 

6.  Resolved: 

The  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  is  empowered  and  directed  to  express  the 
appreciation  of  the  Senate  to  the  Clemson  Alumni  Association  for  the  Alumni 
Professorships,  a  stimulus  to  improve  teaching  at  Clemson  University. 

Status:    This  directive  was  complied  with.    The  action  required  no  response 
from  the  Administration. 

7.  Resolved: 

The  University  Library  Committee,  as  the  faculty's  representative,   should  be 
consulted  whenever  the  allocation  of  library  space  is  being  considered. 

Status:    This  action  required  no  response  from  the  Administration. 

8.  Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  to  the  General  Faculty  two  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Faculty  and  Faculty  Senate. 

Amendment  I.     (To  be  added  to  the  By-Laws  immediately  after  the  first  sentence 
of  Article  II,  Section  1.)    "For  purposes  of  allocation  of  Senate  seats  and  all 
other  provisions  of  this  Article,  the  professional  librarians  will  be  considered 
as  faculty  representing  a  school." 

Amendment  II,     (To  be  added  to  the  By-Laws  in  Article  II,  Section  1  by  insertion 
between  paragraph  six  (6)  and  paragraph  seven  (7).     "Colleges  or  schools  with 
only  one  regular  Senate  member  shall  elect  an  alternate    on  a  yearly  basis. 
The  alternate  shall  have  the  status  of  a  full  member  at  any  Senate  meeting 
attended  in  the  stead  of  the  regular  member." 
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Status:    These  amendments  do  not  require  Administrative  approval.  (They  will 
be  voted  on  later  at  this  meeting.) 

9.         Resolved: 

In  view  of  the  short  publishing  life  of  many  books  and  periodicals  and  the 
necessity  of  having  current  material  for  adequate  teaching  and  research, 
the  Faculty  Senate  expresses  its  deep  concern  over  the  complete  freeze  on 
funds  for  new  book  and  periodical  purchases  for  the  Library  as  part  of  the 
University's  general  cut  in  the  acquisition  of  new  equipment.    The  Senate, 
therefore,    recommends  that  the  Administration  authorizes  the  release  of 
part  of  these  funds  for  urgently  needed  materials  on  a  priority  scale  to  be 
determined  by  the  Director  of  the  Library. 

Status:    The  Administration  is  presently  making  every  effort  to  provide 
sufficient  funding  of  the  Library  under  the  constraint  of  the  6%  budget  cut 
imposed  by  the  State  Budget  and  Control  Board. 

Activities  and  Actions  Related  to  Admissions  and  Scholarship 

) 

1 .  Follow-up  Activity: 

In  1969-70  the  Faculty  Senate  recommended  deletion  of  the  student  policy 
which  allows  re-examination  for  students  who  fail  to  meet  graduation 
requirements  by  six  or  fewer  points.    At  the  request  of  the  Administration, 
the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  polled  the  Faculty  to  determine 
if  this  was  the  consensus  of  the  entire  Faculty.     It  was. 

Status:    The  Administration  has  decided  not  to  delete  this  academic  policy 
at  this  time . 

2.  Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  declares  the  current  system  of  the  "Forgivable  F"  for 
first  semester  freshmen  totally  unacceptable  and  requests  the  Administration 
to  implement  the  Faculty  Senate's  original  resolution  beginning  with  the  class 
which  enters  in  the  summer  of  1971. 

Status:    The  Administration  has  decided  not  to  alter  the  present  academic 
policy  at  this  time. 

3.  Summary  of  a  resolution: 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommended  deletion  of  the  scholastic  regulation  on 
pages  120-121  of  the  Clemson  University  Announcements  regarding  re- 
examination  for  degree  candidates  who  fail  a  course  in  their  last  semester. 

Status:    The  Administration  has  agreed  to  delete  this  scholastic  regulation. 
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4.  Resolved: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Faculty  Senate,  which  has  no  intent  of  limiting  the 
perogatives  of  any  faculty  member  or  department,  encourages  all  faculty 
members  and/or  departments  not  to  schedule  examination  or  quizzes  at 
other  than  normally  scheduled  class  times. 

Status:    The  Administration  agrees  with  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this 
resolution  and  encourages  adherence. 

5.  Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  requests  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Registration  to 
publish  final  examination  schedules  as  early  as  is  feasible. 

Status:    Final  examination  schedules  were  published  as  early  as  feasible  this 
semester  and  much  earlier  than  last  semester. 

6.  Resolved: 

The  period  in  which  a  student  may  drop  a  course  without  record  of  the  grade 
shall  be  reduced  from  four  (4)  to  two  (2)  weeks:  and  the  period  in  which  a 
student  may  drop  a  course  with  a  grade  of  Withdrew  Passing  shall  be  no 
more  than  one  week  after  mid-term  grades  are  due  in  the  Registrar's  Office. 

Status:    There  is  no  Administrative  response  available  at  this  time. 

Activities  and  Actions  Related  to  Policy. 

1.  Resolved: 

The  awarding  of  honorary  degrees  should  be  limited  to  occasions  of  special 
significance  to  the  University  when  awarding  would  clearly  express  the  ideals 
of  the  University  or  recognize  exceptional  attainment. 

Status:    At  the  February  3,  19  71  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  revised 
policy  for  honorary  degrees  was  adopted.    This  new  policy,  which  reflects 
this  recommendation,  appeared  in  the  February  15,  1971  issue  of  the 
Newsletter. 

2.  Activity  and  Resolution: 

At  the  request  of  a  university  self-study  committee,  the  Faculty  Senate 
Policy  Committee  drafted  a  working  statement  of  University  purpose  from  the 
Faculty  viewpoint.    After  amendment,  this  six  paragraph  document  was 
adopted.    It  appeared  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Senate  of  October  13,  1971. 

Status:    The  appropriate  self-study  committee  has  used  it  in  its  deliberations. 
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Activities  and  Actions  Related  to  Research. 

1.  Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  information  and  data  be  assembled  to 
determine  the  needs  of  various  research  interests.     It  is  further  recommended 
that  future  building  and  development  plans  incorporate  items,  services, 
equipment  and  facilities  which  are  essential  to  research  progress. 

Status:    The  Administration  requested  further  specific  information.     In  response, 
the  Research  Committee  surveyed  the  Research  Faculty  and,  in  particular, 
solicited  opinions  on  the  need  for  a  centralized  physical  research  facility. 
The  results  of  this  survey  appeared  in  the  December  15,   1970  Newsletter. 

2.  Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  due  notice  be  taken  of  publication 
charges  and  their  growing  importance  in  research  budgets,  and  that  appropriate 
budgetary  plans  be  made  for  them  by  the  University  Administration. 

Status:.  The  Administration  pledged  its  continued  support  of  research,  as  well 
as  other  University  activities,  with  a  special  note  of  the  rising  cost  of  research 
publications. 

3.  Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  careful  consideration  be  made  before  the 
Clemson  bottom  land  or  any  other  area  is  removed  from  academic  or  research 
use.    In  order  to  implement  this  recommendation  it  is  requested  that  faculty 
representatives  of  the  departments  affected  participate  in  any  decision 
pertaining  to  contemplated  changes  in  use  of  University  land  and  facilities. 

Status:    The  Administration  assured  the  Senate  that    the  allocation  of  the 
Clemson  "bottom  lands"  was  part  of  the  overall  master  plan  for  development 
of  the  University.    Furthermore,  whenever  land  or  other  facilities  concerned 
with  academic  matters  are  to  be  reallocated,  the  faculty  would  be  consulted 
through  the  normal  channels . 

Activities  and  Actions  Related  to  Welfare. 

1 .        Resolved: 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  the  University  Retirement  Policy  of 
October  18,   1965  be  amended  to  include  the  same  rights  and  privileges 
for  those  employees  who  may  elect  to  retire  before  reaching  mandatory 
retirement  age  as  for  those  who  retire  at  mandatory  age. 

Status:    The  Senate  was  unsuccessful  in  its  attempts  to  remove  the  discrim- 
inatory aspects  of  the  policy. 
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2.  Resolved: 

The  Senate  recommends  that  Section  1,  Article  2,  paragraph  1  of  the  1970-71 
Student  Regulations  not  be  deleted  and  that  the  student  bill  requesting  deletion 
(B-71-01)  be  returned  to  the  Student  Senate  for    consideration  of  a  possible 
revision  of  the  above  mentioned  "dress  code." 

Status:    At  present,  the  above  mentioned  student  regulation  still  exists. 

3.  Summary  of  a  Resolution: 

The  Faculty  Senate  has  recommended  the  establishment  of  a  Faculty-Student 
Relations  Committee,  consisting  of  students,  faculty,  and  administrators, 
which  would  hear  selected  grievances  by  students  against  faculty  members 
or  other  University  employees.    This  committee  is  being  recommended  for  a 
trial  period  of  two  years. 

Status:    The  Administration-Faculty-Student  Council  has  agreed  with  the 
recommendation  in  principle.    The  proposal  is  still  under  study  by  the 
Administration . 

4.  Resolved: 

That  the  Faculty  Senate  support  the  proposed  amendment  to  section  61-114.1 
of  the  S.   C.  Retirement  Law  by  deleting  the  words  "thirty-five  years  of 
creditable  service,  or  after  the  attainment  age  sixty  with  .  .  ."  .    That  the 
Administration  render  its  support  by  contacting  appropriate  persons  in  the 
S.  C.  State  Legislature  and  presenting  to  them  reasons  for  the  amendment. 

Status:    This  resolution  was  in  support  of  Administrative  attempts  to  improve 
certain  aspects  of  the  retirement  policy.     It  is  still  under  study. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  Activities. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  the  Student  Union 

This  committee  studied  the  union  building  with  respect  to  the  plans  that 
existed  at  that  time.    The  main  objective  was  to  determine  what  faculty 
facilities,  if  any,  were  desired  by  the  faculty  in  that  building.    The  committee 
solicited  suggestions  from  the  faculty  via  a  letter  sent  to  each  faculty  member. 
Approximately  seventeen  percent  of  the  faculty  members  replied  in  writing. 
There  appeared  to  be  little  interest  in  having  faculty  facilities  in  the  union 
building,  but  the  information  obtained  through  the  survey  was  turned  over  to 
the  Administration.    The  committee  was  then  dissolved. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  on  the  Revision  of  the  Faculty  Manual 

This  committee  met  numerous  times  to  recommend  much  needed  revisions  of 
the  faculty  manual.    The  Administration  was  invited  and  did  participate  in 
the  deliberations  of  the  committee.    The  recommendations  of  the  committee 
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were  presented  to  the  Faculty  Senate  at  two  special  meetings  of  the  Senate. 
With  minor  changes  these  recommendations,  which  consist  of  thirty-eight 
pages,  were  overwhelmingly  approved  by  the  Senate.    The  Administration 
has  formed  a  special  committee  of  administrators  to  study  these  recommen- 
dations.   A  member  of  the  faculty  is  serving  on  this  committee  in  an  ex 
officio  capacity.    Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  was  dissolved. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  on  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  University 

This  committee  was  created  to  study  the  formal  organization  of  the  graduate 
faculty  and  the  standing  committees  of  the  university.     It  was  determined 
that  there  was  no  need  to  formally  organize  the  graduate  faculty.    With 
respect  to  the  standing  councils  and  committees  of  the  university,  each 
such  body  was  thoroughly  studied.     One  of  the  major  recommendations  is 
the  creation  of  policy  making  councils  for  the  Dean  of  Undergraduate 
Studies  and  the  Dean  of  Extension  to  parallel  the  structure  of  the  Graduate 
Council.    These  recommendations,  which  total  approximately  ten  pages, 
are  be;ing  studied  by  the  committee  of  administrators  reviewing  the  suggested 
revision  of  the  Faculty  Manual.    Two  additional  recommendations  also 
resulted  from  the  activities  of  this  committee:     (l)  that  a  development 
council  with  faculty  representatives  be  instituted;  and  (2)  that  the  1971- 
1972  Faculty  Senate  study  the  need  for  a  master  planning  committee. 
Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  has  now  been  dissolved. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  C  on  Graduation  Exercises 

The  Senate  created  this  committee  to  study  and  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning the  graduation  exercises.    The  committee  studied  many  recent 
attempts  to  reform  the  graduation  exercises.    There  were  no  formally 
recommended  changes  from  this  committee,  primarily  because  the  entire 
graduation  exercise  will  have  to  be  reexamined  in  a  few  years  when  the 
number  of  graduates  prohibit  the  present  format.    However,  the  Senate 
did  recommend  publication  of  the  present  policies  on  graduation.    These 
appeared  in  the  Clemson  Newsletter.  This  ad  hoc  committee  was  also 
dissolved. 

In  closing,  I,  in  behalf    of  the  Faculty,  would  like  to  express  appreciation 
to  the  Administration  for  the  open  door    policy  that  I  found  in  representing  the 
Faculty.     I  found  that  we  were  always  able  to  honestly  discuss  our  problems  of 
mutual  interest. 

We  are  all  aware  of  the  tremendous,  but  not  insurmountable,  problems  facing 
higher  education  in  this  nation.    The  survival  of  many  colleges  and  universities 
will  be  determined  by  the  quality  of  the  students  that  they  produce. 
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On  numerous  occasions,  the  Faculty  has  been  assured  by  President  Edwards 
that  Clemson  University  is  not  in  the  student  numbers  game.    With  this  strong 
Administrative  support,  the  Faculty  of  Clemson  University  has  an  opportunity 
and  an  obligation  to  develop  and  maintain  quality  academic  programs.    It  is  the 
responsibility  and  duty  of  the  Faculty  to  determine  and  maintain  these  academic 
standards.

GRADUATE  COUNCIL  MINUTES,   JULY  28,   1971 

The  Graduate  Council  met  in  Tillman  Hall,  Room  21,  on  July  28,   1971,  at 
3:00  p.m.     Members  of  the  Council  present  for  this  meeting  were:    Dean  A.  E.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  JULY  13,   1971 

President  Sawyer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:15  p.m.    The  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  June  8,  1971  were  approved  with  the  correction  of  the  spelling  of  the 
word  acclamation  on  page  2,  paragraph  3. 

President  Sawyer  reported  on  her  recent  visits  to  the  University  Experiment 
Stations;  she  described  the  visits  as  informative  and  profitable.    Meetings  attended 
by  President  Sawyer  were  the  Vending  Machine  Committee,  the  Educational  Policy 
and  Student  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  where  a  limited  visitation  program  in  dormitories  was  approved  in 
principle . 

With  regard  to  printing  Ex-President  Prochaska's  1970-1971  report  of  Faculty 
Senate  activities  in  the  Clemson  Newsletter,  President  Sawyer  requested  the  Senate 
to  express  its  preference  for  printing  the  report  in  its  entirety  or  perhaps  printing 
a  digest  of  the  report.    The  consensus  was  a  preference  for  the  entire  report  to  be 
printed,  with  only  two  Senate  members  favoring  a  digest. 

President  Sawyer  had  spoken  with  Mr.  M.  B.  Farrar  of  the  Office  of  Development 
and  reported  the  action  in  response  to  the  June  8  Senate  resolutions  concerning 
traffic  control  devices  on  campus:  a  recommendation  to  place  a  stop  light  at  the 
intersection  of  Perimeter  Road  and  Cherry  Road,  with  right  of  way  to  Cherry  Road

and  a  trip  switch  on  Perimeter  Road,  will  be  made  by  that  Office  to  the  Physical 
Plant;  and  Paragraphs  4-7  of  the  University  Traffic  Code,  dealing  with  the  right  of 
way  of  pedestrians  on  crosswalks,  will  be  printed  in  the  Clem  son  Newsletter  and 
given  to  the  Tiger.     The  Senate  expressed  the  desire  that  the  Office  of  Development 
reconsider  other  portions  of  the  resolution  and  moved  and  seconded  as  follows: 

That  the  installation  of  some  traffic  control  devices  to  break  the  flow  of 
traffic  on  South  Palmetto  Boulevard  during  rush  hours,  thus  allowing  access 
to  that  road,  be  reconsidered.    This  was  passed  unanimously; 

That  the  placing  of  a  traffic  control  device,  for  example,  a  traffic  light  with 
a  pedestrian  push  button,  at  the  intersection  of  Calhoun  Drive  and  Highway 
93  be  reconsidered.    This  was  passed  unanimously; 

That  the  placing  of  a  traffic  light  at  the  intersection  of  Fort  Hill  Street  and 
Williamson  Road  to  break  traffic  on  Williamson  at  rush  hours  be  recon- 
sidered.   This  was  passed  with  three  dissenting  votes. 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded  as  follows: 

That  a  three-phase  traffic  signal  to  replace  the  present  light  at  the  inter- 
section of  Highway  93  with  South  Palmetto  Boulevard,  with  a  left-turn 
phase  facing  westbound  traffic  to  facilitate  entrance  to  the  campus  during 
rush  hours,  be  considered  for  installation  at  least  until  such  time  as  the 
relocation  of  Daniel  Drive  and  Seneca  Road  be  accomplished.    This  motion 
passed  unanimously. 

President  Sawyer  presented  a  report  to  the  Senate  from  Professor  M.  W.  Jutras, 
the  Senate's  representative  on  the  Committee  of  Administrators  which  has  been  con- 
sidering the  Senate's  suggested  revision  of  the  faculty  manual.    Professor  Jutras 
reported  that  Committee's  work  to  be  nearing  completion,  and  a  satisfactory  resolution 
of  all  but  a  few  disagreements  on  content.    Professor  J.  A.  Hash,  at  the  request  of 
Professor-Emeritus  K.  Lehotsky,  requested  that  President  Sawyer  inquire  into  the 
status  of  the  new  manual's  provision  that  faculty  members  be  given  a  copy  of  their 
yearly  evaluations  by  the  administration. 

President  Sawyer  announced  the  appointment  of  Professor  Hewitt  Adams  to 
the  Speakers  Bureau  and  called  for  volunteers  to  serve  as  guides  and  drivers  during 
new  faculty  orientation  in  the  fall. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Policy  Committee.

The  official  opening  of  the  1972-73  competition  for  grants  for  graduate  study 
or  research  abroad,  and  for    professional  training  in  the  creative  and  performing 
arts  was  announced  today  by  the  Institute  of  International  Education. 

Annually,  HE  is  responsible  for  the  recruitment  and  screening  of  candidates 
for  U.S.  Government  Full  and  Travel  Grants  authorized  under  the  Fulbright-Hays 
Act.    For  1972-73,  full  grants  are  available  to  29    countries  and  travel  grants  are 
available  to    12  countries.    Grants  offered  by  governments,  universities  and  private 
donors  of  14  countries  are  also  administered  by  HE.    Grants  are  available  to  every 
region  of  the  world . 

These  awards  are  designed  to  promote  mutual  understanding  between  the 
people  of  the  U.S.  and  other  countries  through  the  exchange  of  persons,  knowledge 
and  skills.     It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  at  least  600  awards  available  for

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ANNUAL  COMPETITION  FOR  OVERSEAS  STUDY  OPENS  Continued 

Candidates  must  be  U.S.  citizens  at  the  time  of  application,  have  a  bachelor's 
degree  or  its  equivalent  before  the  beginning  date  of  the  grant  and,  in  most  cases, 
be  proficient  in  the  language  of  the  host  country.    Except  for  certain  specific  awards, 
applicants  may  not  hold  or  expect  to  receive  the  Ph.D.  before  the  beginning  of  the 
grant . 

Selection  is  based  on  the  academic  and/or  professional  record  of  the  applicant, 
the  feasibility  of  his  proposed  study  plan,  his  language  preparation  and  personal 
qualifications . 

Preference  is  given  to  candidates  between  the  ages  of  20  and  35  and  to  those 
who  have  not  had  prior  opportunity  for  extended  study  or  residence  abroad,  with 
the  exception  of  those  who  have  served  in  the  armed  forces. 

Creative  and  performing  artists  are  not  required  to  have  a  bachelor's  degree, 
but  they  must  have  four  years  of  professional  study  or  equivalent  experience. 
Applicants  in  social  work  must  have  at  least  two  years  of  professional  experience 
after  the  Master  of  Social  Work  degree.    Applicants  in  the  field  of  medicine  must 
have  an  M.D.  at  the  time  of  application.

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INFORMATION  FROM  STATE  BUDGET  AND  CONTROL  BOARD  ON  SALARY  FREEZE 

Clemson  University  has  received  the  following  memorandum,  dated  September  9, 
1971,  from  the  South  Carolina  State  Personnel  Division: 

TO:   All  Agencies,  Departments  and  Institutions 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  salary  freeze  ordered  by  the  President,  the  State 

Budget  and  Control  Board  has  approved  the  following  practices  under  the  Classification 

and  Compensation  Plan  for  the  duration  of  the  freeze  order,  i.e.  August  15  through 
November  13,  1971. 

1.  Normal  increments  will  not  be  authorized  (That  is,  no  "in-grade"  or 
"merit"  increases) . 

2.  No  upward  reallocation  of  positions  will  be  approved,  whether  a  single 
position  or  a  class  of  positions.   (That  is,  no  reclassification  that 
results  in  the  assignment  of  a  position  or  positions  to  a  salary  grade 
higher  than  the  one  presently  assigned) . 


3.  No  salary  increases  will  be  approved  that  are  predicated  upon  a 
reallocation  of  an  individual  position  or  a  class  of  positions  to  a 
higher  grade,  even  though  such  reallocation  was  effected  prior  to 
August  15,  1971. 

4.  Bona  fide  promotions  that  constitute  an  advancement  to  an  established 
position  in  a  higher  salary  grade  are  allowed.   ("Established  position" 
is  defined  as  (a)  one  that  existed  and  was  classified  prior  to  the 
freeze  and  in  which  there  has  been  a  previous  incumbent  or  (b)  one  that 
has  been  established  due  to  a  new  or  expanded  program  that  did  not 
previously  require  such  a  position,  has  been  properly  classified,  and 
for  which  approval  is  obtained  by  the  agency  from  the  Personnel 
Division  prior  to  promotion.) 

5.  New  positions  may  be  established  and  filled  as  herein  stated  with  prior 
classification  and  compensation  approval  by  the  Personnel  Division. 

6.  New  employees  may  be  hired  in  properly  classified  positions  in  accordance 
with  established  guidelines. 
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INFORMATION  FROM  STATE  BUDGET  AND  CONTROL  BOARD  ON  SALARY  FREEZE  Continued 

All  increments  approved  and  made  effective  prior  to  August  15,  1971,  are  unaffected. 
Any  Personnel  Actions  approved  by  this  office  prior  to  August  15,  1971,  with  in- 
dicated effective  dates  after  August  15,  are  cancelled  and  rescinded,  except  for 
bona  fide  promotions.

Chairman  Joseph  Hutchinson  called  to  order  the  regular  meeting  of  the  AFSC  a 
1:10  p.m.,  Friday  afternoon,  September  10  in  the  Student  Governement  board  room.

Dr.  Hodges  asked  the  Council  to  consider  possible  expansion  of  the  distribution.

by  the  previous  AFSC  and  forward  approved  minutes  of  AFSC  meetings 
to  the  University  Publications  Office  for  use  in  the  Newsletter, 
was  seconded  and  passed. 

Chairman  Hutchinson  opened  discussion  on  the  forgivable  "F"  subject.   Dr.  Hodges 
reviewed  briefly  the  history  and  background  of  the  current  system,  how  it  developed, 
etc.,  and  then  all  representatives  shared  in  a  discussion  on  present  proposals  and 
thinking  on  the  subject.

Dr.  Hodges'  motion  calling  for  adoption  of  the  Forgivable  "F"  proposal  as 
it  was  resolved  by  the  Faculty  Senate  last  year  was  not  seconded.   Mr.  Lomax 
suggested  that  the  Council  might  invite  a  representative  of  the  Administration  to 
visit  with  the  Council  and  discuss  the  subject. 

ACTION:  A  motion  by  Mr.  Lomax  that  the  Chairman  issue  an  invitation 

to  Dean  Kenneth  Vickery  to  visit  with  the  Council  on  September 
17  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Chairman  Hutchinson  called  for  discussion  on  the  Pass-Fail  agenda  item. 

Dr.  Keller  noted  that  a  Faculty  Senate  Committee  (the  Admissions  and  Scholarships 
Committee)  was  going  to  initiate  a  study  of  the  system.   Other  faculty  representatives 
pointed  out  that  any  study  of  the  Pass-Fail  system  should  give  careful  attention  to 
resolution  of  questions  that  could  arise  as  a  result  of  the  initiation  of  such  a 
system  (i.e.  determining  participation  in  national  societies,  honor  organizations, 
intercollegiate  athletics) .   The  Council  deferred  further  discussion  on  the  question 
and  suggested  that  this,  too,  would  be  a  subject  to  consider  with  Dean  Vickery.

MORE  ABOUT  1972  AUTO  LICENSE  PLATES 

South  Carolina  automobile  license  plates  went  on  sale  Monday,  September  20, 
in  every  county.   They  must  be  on  cars  by  November  16,  1971,  to  avoid  a  fine  and 
a  penalty.   Before  any  plates  can  be  purchased,  one  Form  406  must  be  secured  from 
a  County  Treasurer  after  pajmient  of  1971  taxes  due  on  all  automobiles  owned  by  the 
taxpayer.   Each  owner  living  within  a  city  (or  incorporated  town)  should  secure 
a  tax  receipt  to  certify  that  1971  municipal  taxes  due  on  his  automobile(s)  also 
have  been  paid. 

After  Form  406  has  been  received,  1972  plates  may  be  purchased  at  any  SCHD 
office.   Offices  nearest  to  Clemson  are  open  Monday  through  Friday,  (8:30  to  5:00), 
and  are  located  in  Seneca  (S.  4th  St.),  Pickens  (Ann  St.,  U.S.  178),  and  Anderson 
(1206  Gadsden  St.).   Mail  orders  are  accpeted  only  at  the  South  Carolina  Highway 
Department;  Motor  Vehicle  Division,  P.O.  Box  1498,  Columbia,  S.C.   29202.   Include 
Form  406,  plus  50c  extra  for  shipping  each  set  of  plates.   Personal  checks  accepted, 
Allow  4  weeks  for  delivery  by  mail. 

County  and  city  taxes  on  real  property  may  be  paid  without  penalty  at  any 
time  before  December  31.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  AUGUST  17,   1971 

President  Sawyer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:15  p.m.    The  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  July  13,   1971  were  approved  as  circulated  with  the  change  in  the  last 
paragraph  of  "Article  I  of  the  By-Laws"  to  "Article  II."    President  Sawyer  extended 
a  welcome  back  to  Senators  who  had  been  away  for  the  summer,  and  introduced 
Professor  T.  E.  Skelton,  who  will  fill  the  Senate  seat  vacated  by  Professor  C.  E. 
Rieck  of  the  College  of  Agricultural  Sciences. 

President  Sawyer  reported  that,  on  behalf  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  she  had 
participated  in  the  orientation  program  for  new  faculty;  she  expressed  her  appre- 
ciation to  Professors  J.  A.  Hash  and  B.J.  Skelton  for  serving  as  drivers  and 
guides  during  orientation.     President  Sawyer  also  reported  that  she  had  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  Athletic  Council. 

Concerning  the  institutional  self-study  reports,  word  has  come  from  Professor 
W.  C.  Godley,  Chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee,  that  the  individual  college 
reports  and  university-wide  standards  are  now  available  in  the  Library.     Completed 
reports  will  be  delivered  to  each  collegiate  Dean  and  will  be  readily  available  for 
reading  by  Senators. 

Certain  problems  concerning  reserved  parking  spaces  on  campus  h've  been 
called  to  the  attention  of  President  Sawyer.    The  general  complaint  is  that  the 
number  of  reserved  parking  spaces  is  becoming  too  great  and  there  is  some  question 
as  to  who  should  qualify  for  a  reserved  space.    At  the  request  of  the  Senate,  the 
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University  Traffic  and  Parking  Committee  will  be  asked  to  look  into  the  problem. 

No  report  on  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  Senate  concerning  traffic  control 
devices  on  campus  was  available:  this  will  be  given  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Faculty  Senate. 

With  regard  to  the  proposed  faculty  manual,  President  Sawyer  informed  the 
Senate  that  the  manual  should  be  back  in  the  hands  of  the  Senate  for  final  approval 
by  September.    At  the  request  of  the  Senate,  Professor  M.  W.  Jutras,  the  Senate's 
representative  on  the  committee  studying  the  proposed  revisions,  will  be  invited 
to  attend  the  September  meeting. 

Professor  J.  W.  Hubbard,  Chairman  of  the  Policy  Committee,  presented 
an  informational  item  containing  the  following  recommendations  relating  to  Faculty 
Senate  meetings: 

1.  That  the  Faculty  Senate  continue  to  meet  regularly  (at  least  once  each 
month)  during  the  summer; 

2.  That  the  quorum  required  for  conducting  Faculty  Senate  business  be 
reduced  to  18  members; 

3.  That  the  standing  committees  of  the  Faculty  Senate  be  urged  to  become 
more  active  during  the  summer  to  avoid  expending  unnecessary  time 
later  getting  acquainted  and  generating  agenda. 

Other  concerns  of  the  Policy  Committee  will  be  the  general  area  of  promotion 
policies,  procedures  for  granting  tenure,  and  procedures  for  selecting  department 
heads  and  other  administrators. 

Professor  J.  C.  Fanning  reported  for  the  Welfare  Committee.    The  committee 
has  been  looking  into  the  possibility  of  obtaining  faculty  meal  tickets,  but  obtain- 
ing such  tickets  does  not  now  appear  to  be  feasible.    Other  items  under  consider- 
ation are  the  use  of  university  medical  facilities  by  the  faculty;  the  present 
retirement  system;  and  possible  formulation  of  a  third  option  for  salary  payments 
to  ninennonth  personnel.    There  are  currently  two  options  for  receiving  salary 
payments  open  to  nine-month  personnel,  one  based  on  eight-full  month  and  two 
half-month  payments,  and  one  based  on  extension  of  total  salary  over  a  period  of 
twelve  months.     Certain  statements  made  by  Senators  indicated  that  these  options 
for  payment  are  not  well  understood  among  the  faculty.    It  was  pointed  out  that  an 
effort  was  made  to  explain  the  options  to  new  faculty  during  orientation.    Also, 
the  committee  has  inquired  as  to  why  certain  summer  salary  payments  such  as 
from  grants  are  made  on  the  tenth  of  the  month  rather  than  on  the  first.     It     appears 
that  computer  processing  operations  make  this  necessary,  but  it  is  hoped  that  new 
computer  facilities  will  allow  payment  to  be  made  earlier  in  the  month  in  the 
future .

There  were  no  reports  from  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee, 
from  the  Research  Committee  or  from  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A. 

Concerning  the  recommendation  by  the  Policy  Committee  relating  to  the 
quorum  required  for  conducting  Faculty  Senate  business,  it  was  pointed  out  by 
Professor  D.  R.  Latorre  that  to  make  this  change  would  require  amending  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Faculty  and  Faculty  Senate.    Professor  J.  C.  Mullins  suggested  that  the 
wording  of  the  recommendation  be  changed  to  call  for  attendance  of  a  simple 
majority  at  meetings  rather  than  18  or  a  2/3  majority  as  the  requirement  now  reads. 
There    was  some  question    as  to  whether  or  not  18  members  would  be  an  adequate 
number  for  major  Senate  decisions.    This  recommendation  was  passed  back  to  the 
Policy  Committee  who  will  consider  the  possible  formulation  of  an  amendment  calling 
for  a  simple  majority  as  a  quorum  for  conducting  Senate  business. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:50  p.m.

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PHASE  I  OF  UNIVERSITY'S  STUDENT  UNION  PROGRAM  INITIATED 

Construction  on  Phase  I  of  the  University's  Student  Union  Program  was 
launched  Oct.  26  with  ground-breaking  ceremonies  at  Fike  Recreation  Center.   Phase 
I,  the  student  recreation-physical  development-intramural  portion  of  the  union 
program,  includes  construction  of  an  eight-lane,  75-ft.-long  swimming  pool  with 
tartan  deck,  a  diving  pool,  and  renovation  of  the  present  large  gymnasium  which 
will  have  a  tartan  floor. 

The  $2,921,494  construction  contract  (with  Gillespie  Construction  Co.  of 
Anderson)  signed  by  the  University,  gives  Clemson  a  six  month  option  to  include 
construction  of  10  indoor  handball  courts  should  additional  funds  ($192,381)  be- 
come available. 

The  Fike  Center  renovation  and  additions  also  include  new  locker  room 
facilities;  activity  rooms  for  gymnastics,  fencing,  dancing,  wrestling,  golf  and 
boxing;  areas  for  basketball,  volleyball,  badminton  and  related  sports;  a  large 
terrace  with  doors  opening  onto  the  main  pool;  intramural  program  offices;  and 
equipment  storage  rooms.   Completion  of  Phase  I  is  expected  in  early  1973. 

ALUMNI  CENTER  BIDS  ARE  OPENED 

Threatt-Maxwell  Construction  Company  of  Greenville  submitted  the  apparent  low 
bid  of  $356,580  for  construction  of  the  University's  new  Alumni  Center.   Calif f 
and  Player,  Columbia  architectural  firm,  designed  the  one-story  building  which 
will  have  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  for  conducting  programs  of  the  Alumni 
Association. 

Preliminary  work  on  the  Alumni  Center  will  begin  following  final  acceptance 
of  the  bid  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Alumni  Association's  National  Council, 
and  the  State  Budget  and  Control  Board.   The  building  will  house  an  alumni  lounge 
and  office  space,  and  will  be  financed  entirely  through  special  gifts  from,  alumni. 
Completion  of  the  project  is  expected  by  next  summer.

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MINUTES  OF  MEETING  OF  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE,   OCTOBER  5,   1971 

Present:    M.  W.  Jutras  (Chairman),  W.  E.  Bachop,  R.  J.   Calhoun,  OpalHipps,

Minutes    of  the  meeting  of  September  7  were  approved. 

Dr.  Jutras  stressed  the  importance  of  the  library  in  the  University  and  in- 
dicated that  he  had  discussed  with  some  administrative  personnel  the  serious 
shortage  of  funds  available  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  the  need  for  expanding 
the  physical  facilities  of  the  library  building . 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  Investigate  the  Feasibility  of  Acquiring,  Cataloging, 
and  Storing  Audio-visual  Materials  in  the  Main  Library. 

Ralph  Knowland,  Chairman,  presented  the  attached  report  and  recommendations. 
After  discussion,  the  recommendations  in  the  report  were  accepted  by  the  University 
Library  Committee. 

Mr.  Gourlay  distributed  for  information  and  discussion: 

A.  Standards  for  University  Libraries  -  a  paper  by  Dr.  Robert  B.  Downs  and 
Mr.  John  W.  Hussman  which  appeared  in  College  and  Research  Libraries  - 
January,   1970,  which  presented  for  comparison,   statistics  of  fifty  of 

the  largest  research  libraries  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,   1965- 
1968. 

B.  Recommendations  of  the  Self- Study  Committee  of  the  Library,   Clemson 
University  Self-Study  Report,  VI-91  -  VI-95.     Mr.  Gourlay  noted  that 
some  of  the  recommendations  had  already  been  implemented  through  funds 
approved  in  the  1971-72  budget  but  that  his  more  serious  concern  was 

for  sufficient  funds  to  purchase  the  requests  for  books  that  were  flooding 
into  the  library  from  the  various  departments.  He  regarded  the  following 
recommendations  as  the  most  important  in  the  self- study  report: 

"The  University  should  expand  library  holdings  from  the  current  427,000 
volumes  to  800,000  volumes  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  bearing  in  mind 
that  all  additions  to  the  holdings  should  be  carefully  selected  and 
chosen  to  support  the  curriculums  now  offered." 

"The  completion  of  the  physical  expansion  of  the  library  as  recommended 
in  the  report  dated  October  9,    19  70." 
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MINUTES  OF  MEETING  OF  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE,   OCTOBER  5,   1971     (Continued) 

Resolution  by  Donald  B.  Stafford: 

After  discussion  of  the  limited  resources  available  to  purchase  books. 
Dr.  Stafford  introduced  the  following  resolution  to  be  included  in  the  minutes: 

"The  University  Library  Committee  is  extremely  concerned  that  the  library 
is  not  receiving  sufficient  funds  for  new  book  acquisitions  and  personnel 
to  adequately  support  the  needed  growth  of  the  library  in  relation  to  the 
increasing  student  enrollment  and  expansion  of  graduate  programs  and 
professional  education.    This  problem  is  particularly  acute  in  view  of 
the  very  low  ranking  of  Clemson  University  as  compared  with  other 
universities  on  the  basis  of  the  size  of  the  book  collection." 

Dr.  Jutras  was  requested  to  appoint  a  subcommittee  to  contact  appropriate 
administrators  and  emphasize  the  need  to  improve  the  library.    Dr.  Jutras  indicated 
that  this  subcommittee  would  be  appointed  in  the  near  future. 

Appointment  of  two  subcommittees:    Dr.  Galloway  and  Mr.  Watts  were 
appointed  to  study  the  reasons  why  so  many  faculty  and  students  fail  to  use  the 
library.     Dr.  Calhoun  and  Mr.  Rowe    were  appointed  to  study  the  way  in  which 
all  students  could  be  oriented  to  the  use  of  the  library.

Report  and  Recommendations  from  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee 

This  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  to  investigate  the  feasibility 
of  acquiring,  cataloging,  and  storing  audio-visual  materials  in  the  main  library. 

Recognizing  the  complexity  of  a  study  dealing  with  the  physical  facilities  and 
services  implied  by  the  proposal  of  the  Communications  Resources  Committee,  this 
committee  has  confirmed  its  consideration  to  the  question  of  the  desirability  of 
implementing  this  proposal,  and  reports  its   reconimendations  herewith: 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that: 

1.  The  administration  of  audio-visual  equipment  and  resources  is  not  just- 
ifiably a  part  of  the  library  function. 

2.  College  and  department  needs  are  sufficiently  unique  that  no  advantage 
would  accrue  from  the  implementation  of  a  central  audio-visual  resource 
center. 

3.  The  probable  cost  for  capital  investment  and  annual  expense  would  greatly 
exceed  the  cost  of  inefficiency    which  is  inherent  to  the  present  decen- 
tralized system . 

4.  User  needs  cannot  always  be  anticipated  sufficiently  in  advance  to  permit 
pre- scheduling  of  equipment  and  resources. 
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REPORT  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  UNIVERSITY  AD  HOC  COMMITTEE    (Continued) 

The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  recommends,  therefore: 

(a)  The  present  decentralized  system  should  be  maintained. 

(b)  Regardless  of  location,  all  equipment  and  resources  should  be  available 
on  a  loan  basis  to  any  dept.  or  college.    To  facilitate  this,  a  catalog 
should  be  prepared  immediately.    This  catalog  should  list  all  equipment 
and  resources,  location  and  names  of  responsible  person  in  charge.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  SEPTEMBER  14,   1971 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:16  p.m.  by  President  Sawyer.    The 
minutes  of  the  meeting  of  August  17,   19  71  were  approved  as  circulated. 

President  Sawyer  amended  a  list  of  announcements  which  had  previously  been 
distributed  to  Senators.    A  tentative  date  for  a  special  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate 
to  discuss  the  proposed  revision  of  the  faculty  manual  was  set  for  September  28. 
Copies  of  the  proposed  revision  will  be  distributed  to  Senators  prior  to  that  meeting. 
Appointments  of  Faculty  Senate  representatives  to  University  committees  have  been 
made  as  follows:    Professor  E.  A.  Vaughn,  Discipline  Committee;  Professor  M.  D. 
Sherrill,  Library  Committee;  and  Professor  E.  P.  Willey,  Improvement  of  Under- 
graduate Teaching. 

Particular  attention  was  called  to  the  announcement  concerning  the  request 
of  the  Student  Senate  for  Faculty  Senate  opinion  on  the  matters  of  "dead  days" 
and  student  evaluation  of  professors.     Senators  were  urged  to  think  particularly 
about  possible  modifications  in  the  present  evaluation  system.    This  item  was 
passed  to  the  Welfare  Committee  and  will  be  discussed  further  in  the  October 
Senate  meeting. 

President  Sawyer  reported  that  the  University  Traffic  and  Parking  Committee 
had  looked  into  questions  which  have  been  raised  by  Senators  concerning  reserved 
parking  spaces.     It  was  pointed  out  that  the  owner  of  such  a  space,  if  off  campus, 
could  release  that  space  thus  freeing  it  for  use  by  other  individuals,  and  that  no 
vehicle  in  a    reserved  parking  space  would  be  given  a  parking  violation  ticket 
unless  reported    by  the  owner  of  the  reserved  space.     Questions  and  problems 
relating  to  parking  in  general  were  raised  and  will  be  passed  to  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Committee  for  their  consideration,  particularly  the  possible  use  of  excess 
parking  spaces  in  one  zone  by  faculty  members  located  in  other  zones.

President  Sawyer  reported  on  the  status  of  the  motions  passed  by  the  Senate 
concerning  traffic  control  devices  on  campus.    Recommendations  from  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Committee  relating  to  those  requests  are  presently  being  prepared  to 
be  sent  to  President  Edwards  and  it  is  hoped  that  traffic  devices  to  break  the  flow 
of  traffic  on  S.  Palmetto  Blvd.  will  also  be  installed.    The  request  for  a  traffic 
light  at  the  intersection  of  Fort  Hill  Street  and  \A/'illiamson  Road  will  not  be  met. 
However,  other  requests  are  being  considered. 

Concerning  Senate  activities  of  the  previous  year  as  they  appeared  in  Ex- 
President  Prochaska's  annual  report,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  President 
Sawyer  follow  up  the  status  of  three  items:    the  administration's  decision  not  to 
delete  the  academic  policy  pertaining  to  the  re-examination  of    students  who  fail 
to  meet  graduation  requirements  by  six  or  fewer  grade  points;  the  decision  not  to 
alter  at  this  time  the  present  policy  on  the  "Forgiveable  F,"  and  the  lack  of  an 
administrative  response  to  the  requests  that  the  time  period  allowed  for  dropping 
a  course  with  a  Withdraw  Passing  be  reduced  and  that  the  time  period  allowed  for 
dropping  a  course  be  no  longer  than  one  week  after  mid-term  grades  are  due  at  the 
Registrar's  Office.

Professor  J.  W.  Hubbard  reported  for  the  Policy  Committee.    With  regard  to 
reduction  of  the  quorum  at  Faculty  Senate  meetings,  Professor  Hubbard  stated  that 
it  is  the  feeling  of  that  committee  that  since  the  entire  faculty  rather  than  the 
Faculty  Senate  must  approve  of  such  a  change,  and  since  there  are  reservations 
on  the  part  of  some  Senators  about  reducing  the  number,  the  matter  should  be 
dropped  for  the  time  being.     Concern  on  the  part  of  some  Senators  was  noted  in 
that  they  did  not  wish  to  see  the  matter  dropped.    The  Policy  Committee  requested 
President  Sawyer  to  appoint  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  study  the  University  Book  Store 
operations  in  order  to  improve  services  rendered.     For  the  benefit  of  Senators, 
President  Sawyer  gave  a  brief  review  of  previous  Senate  concern  on  this  matter. 

Professor  F.  J.  Keller,   Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship 
Committee,  enumerated  items  which  are  presently  being  considered  by  that 
committee:  graduate  student  placement;  credit  for  courses  by  examination;  the 
pass-fail  system;  the  request  of  the  Student  Senate  for  consideration  of  two  or 
three  "dead  days"  in  addition  to  Saturday  and  Sunday,  between  the  end  of  classes 
and  the   beginning  of  exams;  investigation  of  the    practice  in  some  departments  of 
not  giving  full    credit  for  the  number  of  hours  that  students  are  required  to  meet  for 
a  lecture  course;  and  present  criteria  for  continuing  enrollment  of  students. 

Professor  W.  E.  Castro,  reporting  for  the  Welfare  Committee,   stated  that 
in  the  future  the  committee  will  plan  to  meet  twice  monthly.     Items  under  consid- 
eration are  health  care  for  faculty,  at  least  to  the  extent  of  a  yearly  physical 
examination;  possibilities  for  a  professional  standards  committee  which  would 
provide  a  mechanism  for  the  faculty  to  evaluate  and  police  itself;  student 
evaluation  of  faculty;  and  problems    relating  to  the  retirement  system. 

Professor  N.  D.   Camper,   Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee,  passed  to 
Senators  a  report  containing  information  from  the  following  sources:  a  meeting 
of  the  Research  Committee  with  Dr.  R.  W.  Henningson,  Assistant  Dean  of 
University  Research,  concerning  University  indirect  costs;  a  report  entitled 
"Direct  and  Indirect  Costs  of  Research  at  Colleges  and  Universities,"  and  a 
memorandum  on  the  breakdown  of  University  indirect  cost  rates  from  the  Office 
of  University  Research.    Professor  Camper  pointed  out  that  as  the  report  is  read 
it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  difficulties  arise  in  comparing  indirect  costs  at 
Clemson  with  those  of  other  institutions,  in  that  all  components  of  the  indirect 
costs  must  be  known.    Another  item  which  the  Research  Committee  is  considering 
concerns  delays  encountered  in  getting  proposals  in  the  proper  format  to  meet 
deadlines. 

There  were  inquiries  from  the  floor  indicating  concern  as  to  whether  or 
not  indirect  costs  work  for  or  against  the  researcher.    Also,  in  response  to  a 
question  from  the  floor.  Professor  Camper  pointed  out  that  Dr.  Henningson  main- 
tains a  file,  available  for  faculty  use,  on  research  proposal  formats,  and  that 
a  faculty  member  may  go  directly  to  Dr.  Henningson  for  advice  on  writing  grant 
proposals  prior  to  actual  approval  of  the  proposal.

Professor  J.  D.  Fulton,   Chairman  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  on  faculty 
facilities  in  the  Clemson  House,  passed  to  Senators  a  report  containing 
information  on  current  activities  of  that  committee,  as  well  as  information 
resulting  from  a  meeting  with  Mr.  S.  G.  Nicholas,  Vice  President  for  Develop- 
ment.    Using  a  diagram  of  the  floor  plan  of  the  Clemson  House,  Professor  Fulton 
indicated  the  areas  which  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  University  has  allotted 
for  use  as  a  faculty  club  facility.    Professor  Fulton  requested  suggestions  from 
Senators  and  their  constituents. 

Professor  W.  F.  Steirer  moved  that  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  be  appointed 
to  investigate  Clemson' s  book  ordering  systems.    This  was -seconded  and  passed 
by  voice  vote . 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:47  p.m.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  present  draft  of  the  faculty  manual,  was  called  to  order  at  4:30  p.m.    The 
portion  of  the  manual  covered  was  that  concerning  Policy  Statements,  Academic 
Freedom,  Regulations,  and  Faculty  Ethics.     Of  thirty-nine  alterations  of  the 
Senate's  original  version,  twenty-eight  were  left  unchanged.     Following  is  a  list 
of  suggested  changes  approved  by  the  Senate. 

1.  Under  Academic  Freedom  -  Statement:    to  reinstate  the  Senate's  original 
wording  of    "and  shall  make  every  effort  to  indicate"  in  place  of  "and  shall 
indicate";    and  to  substitute  the  following  wording  for  that  in  the  existing 
paragraph:    "When  speaking  or  writing,  the  faculty  member  has  the  right 

to  identify  himself  by  his  academic  rank  and  institutional  affiliation;  how- 
ever, if  he  so  identifies  himself,  he  must  indicate  that  he  is  or  is  not  an 
institutional  spokesman,  whichever  is  appropriate.    The  faculty  member  is 
bound  by  the  strictures  in  the  preceding  paragraph." 

2.  Under  Academic  Freedom  -  Regulations  -  Appointments  for  Which  Tenure  is 
Attainable:    to  replace  the  portion  of  the  paragraph  between  the  first  and  last 
lines  with  the  following:    "Staff  with  the  rank  of  Instructor  or  higher,  and 
including  the  professional  librarians,  are  eligible  for  tenure.    A  minimum  of 
4  academic  years  of  service  at  Clemson  University  is  a  prerequisite  for 
tenure  in  any  rank,  except  that  of  full  professor.    The  total  period  of  full- 
time  service  at  Clemson  University  prior  to  the  acquisition  of  tenure  will  not 
exceed  7  years.     Previous  full-time  service  with  the  rank  of  Instructor  or 
higher  in  other  institutions  of  higher  learning  will  be  applied  up  to  3  years 
of  service  beyond  the  required  minimum  of  4  years."

3.  Under  Termination  of  Appointment  by  the  Faculty  Member:    to  reinsert  after 
"April  15"  the  following  original  wording:  "or  30  days  after  receiving 
notification  of  the  terms  of  his  appointment  for  the  coming  year,  whichever 
date  occurs  later." 

4.  Under  Dismissal  of  Appointment  by  the  University:    to  reinsert  the  Senate's 
original  item  which  read:     "The  burden  of  proof  that  adequate  cause  exists 
rests  with  the  University  and  shall  be    satisfied  only  by  clear  and  con- 
vincing evidence  in  the  record  considered  as  a  whole,"  and  to  reinsert 

the  Senate's  original  item  which  read:    "The  hearing  committee  will  grant 
adjournments  to  enable  either  party  to  investigate  evidence  concerning 
which  a  valid  claim  of  surprise  is  made,"  and  to  replace  the  last  sentence 
in  their  item  #6  of  the  present  draft  with  the  Senate's  original  statement 
which  read:    "Where  the  witness  cannot  or  will  not  appear,  but  the  committee 
determines  that  the  interests  of  justice  require  admission  of  his  statement, 
the  committee  will    identify  the  witness,  disclose  his  statement,  and  if 
possible  provide  for  interrogatories,"  and  to  reinsert  the  Senate's  original 
item  which  read:    "If  the  hearing  committee  concludes  that  adequate  cause 
for  dismissal  has  not  been  established  by  the  evidence  in  the  record,  it 
will  so  report  to  the  President.     If  the  President  rejects  this  report,  he 
will  state  his  reason  for  doing  so,  in  writing,  to  the  hearing  committee 
and  to  the  faculty  member,  and  provide  an  opportunity  for  response  before 
transmitting  the  case  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.     If  the  hearing  committee 
concludes  that  adequate  cause  for  a  dismissal  has  been  established,  but 
that  an  academic  penalty  less  than  dismissal  would  be  more  appropriate, 
it  will  so  recommend,  with  the  supporting  reasons." 

A  preference  for  order  of  the  items  was  given  as  follows: 
The  Senate's  first  addition  between  present  items  #4  and  5 
The  Senate's  second  addition  between  present  items  #5  and  6 
The  Senate's  third  addition  as  the  last  item. 

5.  Under  Suspensions:  to  change  the  wording  of  the  first  portion  of  the  first 
sentence  to  read  as  follows: 

"Until  the  final  decision  of  dismissal  from  appointment  from  the  University 
has  been  reached, "   ... 

6.  Under  Terminal  Salary  or  Notice:  to  eliminate  the  entire  item  which  reads  as 
follows: 

"If  the  appointment  is  terminated,  the  faculty  member  will  receive  his  salary 
for  12  months  after  the  date  of  the  notification  of  charges." 
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7.         Under  Faculty  Ethics:    to  reinsert  the  Senate's  original  introductory  state- 
ments which  read: 

"In  the  enforcement  of  ethical  standards,  the  academic  profession  differs 
from  those  of  law  and  medicine,  whose  associations  act  to  assure  the 
integrity  of  members  engaged  in  private  practice.     In  the  academic  pro- 
fession the  individual  institution  of  higher  learning  provides  this  assurance 
and  so  should  normally  handle  questions  concerning  propriety  of  conduct 
within  its  own  framework  by  reference  to  a  faculty  group." 

The  general  feeling  of  the  Senate  was  that  the  discussion  of  the  present 
draft  of  the  faculty  manual  should  be  continued  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Faculty  Senate  on  October  12. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  7:20  p.m.

The  Graduate  Council  met  in  Room  21  of    Tillman  Hall  on  October  8,   1971. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:07  p.m.  by  Dean  Schwartz.     Members 
present  during  the  course  of  this  meeting  were:    Dean  A.  E.  Schwartz,  Dr.  R.  M.

The  minutes  of  the  Graduate  Council  meeting  of  September  10,  1971  were 
approved  as  distributed. 

Dean  Schwartz  initiated  a  thirty-minute  discussion  concerning  present 
and  possible  future  policies  on  the  transfer  of  graduate  credits  earned  at  other 
institutions  to  Clemson  University.    A  committee  was  appointed  to  review  the 
overall  policy  on  transfer  of  credits,  including  the  associated  problem  of  time 
limitations  for  earning  graduate  degrees.    With  regard  to  this,  Dean  Schwartz 
indicated  that  he  would  supply  all  members  of  the  Council  with  one  copy  of 
Standard  X  of  the  Southern  Association.    The  committee  which  was  appointed  is 
composed  of:    Dr.  N.  D.  Camper  (Chairman),  Mr.  Paul  Mims,  and  Dr.  C.  R. 
Freeze. 

The  following  items  were  received  by  the  members  of  the  Graduate  Council 
as  information: 

1.      Clemson  University  Form:    "Request  for  Approval  of  New  Undergraduate/ 
Graduate  Course."     Dated  8-71. 
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2.  Clemson  University  Form:    "Application  for  Admission  to  the  Graduate 
School."     Dated  8-71. 

3.  Faculty  Senate  Proposal  (modified)  regarding  the  function  and  composition 
of  the  Graduate  Council. 


Dean  Schwartz  pointed  out  that  the  above  form  for  new  courses  has  been  mis- 
used in  some  instances.     Specifically,  where  one  course  is  designated  a  replace- 
ment for  a  second  course,  the  subject  matter  of  the  two  courses  should  be  similar. 
If  the  subject  matter  of  the  two  courses  is  not  clearly  related,  then  the  above 
form  should  be  used  to  establish  the  new  course  and  a  separate  memorandum  should 
be  employed  to  drop  from  the  catalog  the  second  course. 

Dean  Schwartz  reinstituted  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  revising  the  Thesis 
Manual.    Appointed  to  the  committee  were:    Dr.  J.  S.  Wolf  (chairman),  Dr.  H.  W. 
Graben,  Dr.  R.  M.  Allen,  and  Mr.  James  Bostic.    A  preliminary  conference  in- 
volving the  Graduate  Dean  and  the  committee  chairman  will  be  held  in  order  to 
establish  the  scope  of  this  committee's  activity.

Dr.  Camper  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  that  there  was  an  error 
in  the  information  concerning  Entomology  680.    This  course  does  not  replace 
Entomology  890  per  se  but  rather  Entomology  890  should  simply  be  deleted  from 
the  catalog. 

Dean  Schwartz  then  discussed  the  Agricultural  Mechanization  courses  on 
the  agenda.

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UNIVERSITY  ENROLLMENT  REACHES  RECORD  HIGH 

Fall  semester  enrollment  at  the  University  has  reached  a  record  high  of 

8,890,  up  over  10  per  cent  from  last  year.   The  total  includes  6,865  undergraduates, 

1,551  graduate  students  and  an  enrollment  of  474  at  the  University's  Greenville 
and  Sumter  campuses . 

The  2,181  undergraduates  attending  main  campus  classes  for  the  first  time 
include  the  largest  freshman  class  ever,  1,865,  and  316  transfer  students.   More 
women,  2,216,  are  enrolled  in  the  University's  10  colleges  and  schools  than  ever 
before.   Coeds  now  make  up  about  one- third  of  the  freshman  class  and  the  total 
enrollment . 

Undergraduate  enrollment  is  largestin  the  College  of  Engineering  (1,163) 
followed  by  the  new  College  of  Physical,  Mathematical  and  Biological  Sciences 
(1,142),  and  the  Colleges  of  Education  (1,091),  and  Industrial  Management  and  Textile 
Science  (1,039). 

The  Graduate  School  has  recorded  its  highest  enrollment  of  1,551,  a  14  per  cent 
increase  since  last  year.   The  College  of  Education  has  the  largest  number  of 
graduate  students  (370)  followed  by  the  Colleges  of  Physical,  Mathematical  and 
Biological  Sciences  (236),  Engineering (197)  ,  and  Agricultural  Sciences  (115).

The  Chairman  introduced  Dean  Kenneth  Vickery ,  Assistant  Vice  President  for 
Student  Affairs  and  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Registrations,  for  a  discussion  on  the 
Pass-Fail  system  and  the  "Forgivable  F." 

Dean  Vickery  reviewed  some  of  the  variations  of  the  Pass-Fail  system  as  it 
exists  at  other  institutions.   Some  of  the  points  made  included:   1)  there  is  no 
great  interest  in  the  system  on  the  part  of  students  at  Clemson;  2)  the  same  general 
lack  of  interest  exists  at  most  institutions  that  have  tried  it;  3)  the  original 
intent  of  the  program  to  encourage  students  to  experiment  with  electives  out  of  their 
field  has  not  been  realized.   The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  the  Association  of  Collegiate 
Registrars  and  Admissions  officers  established  to  survey  grading  policies  at  member 
institutions  generally  came  to  the  same  conclusions. 

Regarding  the  "Forgivable  F,"  the  concensus  of  the  faculty  representatives  is 
that  the  plan  as  it  is  now  being  administered  at  Clemson  is  unfair.   It  is  felt 
that  the  faculty  would  be  happier  with  the  grading  system  as  it  was  without  the 
"forgivable  F,"  or  with  it  as  originally  resolved  by  the  Faculty  Senate.   Dean 
Vickery  assured  the  Council  that  he  would  work  with  the  faculty  in  every  way  possible 
to  resolve  the  problems  that  now  exist  with  the  "forgivable  F"  rule.

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MINUTES  OF  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE  MEETING,  NOVEMBER  2.   1971 

Present:    M.  W.  Jutras  (Chairman),  William  E.  Bachop,  R.J.  Calhoun, 
Elizabeth  Galloway,  Julian  H.  Higgins  (for  Opal  Hipps) ,  Ralph  Knowland, 
David  Rowe  (Student  Senate),  R.  E.  Schoenike ,  D.  B.  Stafford,  J.  M.  Wanna- 
maker,  Patrick  Watts  (Student  Representative) ,  J.  W.  G.  Gourlay  (Secretary). 

Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  October  5  were  approved.    D.  B.  Stafford 
wished  to  have  inserted  that  his  resolution  at  the  meeting  of  October  5  had 
been  unanimously  approved. 

Dr.  Jutras  reported:    (1)  That  he  had  appointed  Dr.  Wannamaker,  Chair- 
man, H.  H.  Wilson,  W.  E.  Bachop,     D.  B.  Stafford,  and  W.  W.  Wilson  as  an 
Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  contact  appropriate  administrators  and  emphasize  the  need 
to  improve  the  library.    Dr.  Jutras  made  the  following  recommendation: 
(2)    1  strongly  recommend  that  the  Director  of  the  Library  (Mr.  Gourlay)  and  the 
Library's  Faculty  Senate  representative  (Miss  Sophia  Sullivan)  conduct  a  careful 
study  of  the  status  of  professional  librarians  at  Clemson  and  at  other  institutions; 
that  they  consult  with  Clemson  University's  own  professional  librarians  to 
ascertain  their  wishes  regarding  the  Library  Self-Study  Recommendations  (C.U. 
Self- Study  Rpt.  VI-p.  92)  pertaining  to  faculty  status,  ranks,  etc.;  and  that 
they  prepare  a  set  of  recommendations  for  this  Committee's  consideration. 

Dr.  Jerrold  Orne ,  University  Librarian,  University  of  North  Carolina,  and 
a  member  of  the  Visiting  Committee  from  the  Southern  Association  was  a  guest  of 
the  meeting  and  remarked  as  follows: 

(1)  He  commented  on  the  excellence  of  the  library  self-study  and  noted 
that  it  is  without  question  the  best  production  of  its  kind  that  he  has  had  to 
work  with  in  all  his  experience. 

(2)  He  regarded  the  report  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  charged  with  the 
responsibility  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  acquiring,  cataloging,  and  stor- 
ing audio-visual  materials  in  the  main  library  as  a  carefully  thought  out  report. 
From  his  own  experience  he  cited  the  unique  nature  of  audio-visual  facilities, 
the  professional  competence  needed,  the  expense  of  such  a    program,  and  the 
necessity  for  the  library  to  exert  its  efforts  in  concentrating  on  book  collections, 
rather  than  branch  out  into  an  audio- visual  area  where  the  competence  was  not 
presently  available  on  the  library  staff.    (Continued  on  page  2.) 
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(3)  He  remarked  on  the  smooth  working  of  the  circulation  system  (designed 
by  Mr.  Robert  Wiggins  of  the  Computer  Center)  which  had  been  extremely  well 
effected  but  advised  against  proceeding  further  at  this  time  with  automation 
because  (a)  the  bibliographical  records  of  libraries  are  still  not  yet  adequately 
standardized  and  (b)  the  equipment  has  not  been  developed  to  a  stage  which  is 
economically  sound.    He  noted  that  three  of  the  largest  libraries,  Columbia, 
Chicago,  and  Stanford,  are  experimenting  with  total  automated  systems  but  the 
approach  is  unique  and  tremendously  expensive.    He  indicated  that  it  should  be 
understood  that  these  three  systems,  after  many  years  and  much  expenditure, 
are  still  experimental  and  are  as  yet  not  operational. 

(4)  He  endorsed  the  plan  to  reach  a  minimum  library  collection  of  800,000 
volumes  as  quickly  as  is  practicable  but  commented  that  when  this  goal  had  been 
attained  we  could  take  pride  only  in  having  achieved  the  minimum  standard  for 
an  institution  of  the  nature  of  Clemson.    Primary  efforts  and  budget  expenditure 
should  be  aimed  at  this  goal. 

Following  his  remarks  there  was  a  question,  answer  and  discussion 
period .

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FACILITIES  TO  HONOR  GUNNIN  AND  BARRE 

The  University  Board  of  Trustees,  on  suggestions  from  the  Committee  on 
Names  for  Campus  Buildings  and  Roads,  has  approved  the  naming  of  an  existing 
campus  facility  and  a  proposed  new  building.  The  library  in  the  College  of 
Architecture  is  named  the  Emery  A.  Gunnin  Architectural  Library  in  honor  of  the 
late  Emery  A.  Gunnin,  former  Professor  of  Architecture  who  served  with  distinction 
on  Architectural  faculty  for  more  than  21  years.  He  died  in  May,  1971. 

The  proposed  Agricultural  Administration  Building  will  be  named  Barre  Hall 
in  honor  of  the  late  Henry  Walter  Barre,  former  member  of  the  faculty  and  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Agriculture  who  served  the  University  with  distinction  for  more 
than  27  years.  He  died  in  May,  1969. 

In  other  action  the  Board: 

(1)  Approved  the  Clemson  University  Progressive  Development  Program,  a 
continuing  development  program  specifying  a  requirement  of  $17,139,000  during 
the  next  10-year  period.   Funds  for  the  program  will  be  obtained  from  gifts, 
grants  and  other  sources. 

(2)  Endorsed  and  approved  the  action  taken  by  the  National  Council  of  the 
Clemson  Alumni  Association  and  the  Clemson  University  Foundation  to  accomplish 
the  construction  of  the  Alumni  Center. 


(3)  Approved,  effective  May 
the  College  of  Nursing. 


1,  1972,  the  School  of  Nursing  be  designated 


(4)  Authorized  the  Administration  to  take  such  steps  as  necessary  to  obtain 
approval  from  the  State  Budget  and  Control  Board  to  finance  and  construct 
additional  housing  facilities  for  single  and  married  students,  with  a  planned 
completion  date  of  August,  1973. 

(5)  Approved  the  policy  relating  to  terminal  leave  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 


"A  regular  employee  who  is  separated,  regardless  of  the  reason 
therefore,  after  completing  six  months  of  continuous  employment,  shall 
be  paid  in  a  lump  sum  supplement  to  his  final  regular  payment,  the  value 
of  annual  leave  accrued  but  not  taken  as  of  his  final  day  at  work; 
provided,  that  no  such  payment  for  unused  annual  leave  shall  exceed  the 
value  of  the  maximum  number  of  days  permitted  by  State  Law;  and  provided 
further,  that  if  payment  to  an  employee  for  the  total  value  of  terminal 
leave  in  one  fiscal  year  would  result  in  total  compensation  in  excess 
of  the  amount  budgeted  for  him  for  that  fiscal  year,  payment  of  the 
excess  amount  shall  be  deferred  until  the  next  fiscal  year." 
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GROUP   INSURANCE   PREMIUM  INCREASE  ANNOUNCED  BY   SCSEA 

The  University  Personnel  Office  has  been  notified   that  premium  rates    for 
group  hospital-and-surgical   insurance  underwritten  by  Pilot  Life  Insurance 
Company  for  participating  members   of   the  S.C.    State  Employees'   Association  will 
be   increased,    effective  February   1,    1972,    as   follows: 

(a)  The  "Basic  Package"   (80  hospital  days   at   $27   per  day;    surgical  expense 
up   to   $320;    supplementary   accident  expense;    $1000  life  insurance)   will   cost 
$10.76  per  month   (now  $8.10)    for  an  individual,   or  $24,70   (now  $18.24)    for  a 
family. 

(b)  The   Hospital   Indemnity  Plan,   an  elective  supplement  whicn  some 
employees  have  added   to   the  "Basic  Package"  will   cost  $2.07  per  month   (now  $1.50) 
for  an  individual  under   age  50,   or   $3.45   (now  $2.50)    for  an  individual  over  age 
49,    or  $6.21   (now  $4.50)    for  a  family. 

(Note:     The  increases   described  above  have  no  effect  on  the  "State  Service 
Group  Life  Insurance  Plan"   nor   the  "Supplemental  Life  Insurance"  offered  earlier; 
nor  do   they  affect   any  other  group  insurance  plan  for  Clemson  University  employees.) 

On  similar  occasions,    in  past  years,    an  option  was  offered  to   SCSEA  members 
to  subscribe  to  a  new  program  or   to  decline  and  keep  an  established  program. 
According  to  SCSEA  Headquarters,   no  option  will  be  possible  on  Febrary  1,    1972. 
The  Association  plans   to  write  each  insured  member,    individually,   before  that 
date,   and  explain  the  changes   in  detail.      Individual  members   should  wait   for   that 
letter  before  making  decisions.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  NOVEMBER  9,   1971 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Sawyer  at  4:15  P.M.    The 
minutes  of  the  previous  regular  and  special  meetings  were  approved  with  the 
following  changes:    addition  of  the  word  "to"  to  precede  the  word  "read"  in 
item  #14  of  the  minutes  of  October  19;  and,   in  the  minutes    of  October  12, 
modification  of  the  resolution  concerning  comparative  benefits  of  SCRC  and 
TIAA/CREF  to  read: 

Whereas  the  report  of  the  Self-Study  Committee  on  the  Faculty  suggests: 

a.  the  South  Carolina  Retirement  System  (SCRS)  is  not  competitive  with 
other  state  retirement  systems  with  respect  to  faculty  of  institutions 
of  higher  education; 

b.  that  the  nonportability  of  the  SCRS  is  a  most  unattractive  feature 
of  SCRS  for  the  faculty  of  Clemson  University;  and 

c.  that  faculty  members  of  Clemson  University  could  realize  a  sub- 
stantially better  retirement  income  with  a  smaller  burden  on  the 
South  Carolina  taxpayer  by  transferring  their  retirement  account  to 
TIAA-CREF; 


Be  it  therefore  resolved  that: 

There  be  immediately  established  a  joint  faculty-administration  committee 
to  investigate  the  present  retirement  structure  in  comparison  with  possible 
alternatives,  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  plan  offered  by  TIAA/CREF  now 
available  to  teachers  in  many  institutions  with  which  Clemson  University 
hopes  to  remain  competitive.     Should  the  findings  of  the  committee  accord 
with  the  findings  of  the  Clemson  University  Self-Study  Committee  on  the 
Faculty,  the  Committee  will  explore  possible  avenues  of  appropriate  action 
to  make  available  an  alternative  retirement  plan  for  the  faculty. 

President  Sawyer  reported  that  she,  along  with  several  members  of  the  Senate, 
as  representatives  of  the  faculty,  had  met  with  the  Self-Study  Visitation  Team.  She 
also  reported  that  Mr.   Stan  Nicholas,  Vice  President  for  Development,  has  re- 
quested to  come  before  the  Senate  to  present  information  about  the  location  of  the 
proposed  Alumni  Building  as  well  as  the  status  of  the  Student  Union.    The  Senate 
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approved  a  motion  to  invite  Mr.  Nicholas  to  the  January  meeting  of  the  Senate 
and  suggested  that  items  of  concern  be  presented  to  Mr.  Nicholas  prior  to  that 
meeting.    Two  items  specifically  mentioned  were  progress  on  the  renovation  of 
Fike  Field  House,  and  Clemson's  obligation  to  ARA-Slater  Food  Services. 

President  Sawyer  reported  on  the  status  of  previous  resolutions  approved 
by  the  Senate.     With  regard  to  the  request  for  traffic  control  devices  on  campus, 
a  highway  safety  engineer  will  examine  conditions  on  campus  and  report  his 
findings.    The  administrative  response  to  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Senate 
requesting  establishment  of  a  joint  faculty-administration  committee  to  investigate 
Clemson's  retirement  system  is  as  follows:    the  administration  agrees  that  such 
a  committee    should  be  formed  but  requests  that  it  be  delayed  pending  recommen- 
dations from  the  Self-Study  Visitation  Team  and  the  Commission  on  Higher 
Education.    The  Senate  expressed  a  preference  to  wait  only  for  recommendations 
from  the  Self-Study  Visitation  Team,  the  feeling  being  that  this  would  enable  a 
stronger  recommendation  to  be  made  to  the  Commission  on  Higher  Education. 
President  Sawyer  also  reported  that  there  are  administrative  plans  for  the 
development  of  a  new  faculty  evaluation  form  by  a  committee  which  will  have 
faculty  and  administration  representation. 

Professor  V.  S.  Hodges  was  pleased  to  report  that,  as  the  Senate's 
representative  he  had  been  invited  to  inspect  facilities  at  Fort  Gordon,  where 
he  observed  impressive  and  informative  demonstrations. 

With  regard  to  the  administrative  response  to  the  Senate's  suggested 
changes  in  the  faculty  manual.  Professor  W.  E.  Castro  moved  to  accept  the 
administration's  current  statement  on  annual  leave  as  it  stands,  and  to  try  to 
work  through  other  routes  to  effect  a  change  in  the  annual  leave  policy.    This 
was  seconded  by  Professor  V.  S.  Hodges  and  passed  by  a  vote  of  25  to  4. 

In  order  to  facilitate  an  agreement  on  other  items  from  the  faculty  manual 
which  are  still  at  issue.  Professor  Keller  moved  that  the  Senate  request  a 
conference  committee  be  formed,  with  equal  representation  from  the  faculty 
and  administration,  for  the  purpose  of  arbitrating  the  issues.    The  motion 
carried.    The  Senate  unanimously  agreed,   in  the  form  of  an  approved  motion, 
that  the  composition  of  the  Senate  portion  of  the  committee  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  President  Sawyer.    President  Sawyer  requested  from  Senators  new 
ideas  on  outstanding  issues  with  regard  to  the  above  request.    A  motion  from  the 
floor  to  consider  the  makeup  of  faculty  representation  on  the  Graduate  Council 
passed  by  a  vote  of  15  to  14.    A  second  motion  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  proposed 
conference  committee  carried. 

There  were  no  reports  from  the  Policy  Committee  or  the  Admissions  and 
Scholarship  Committee. 
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Professor  W.  E.  Castro  reported  for  the  Welfare  Committee  that  there  would 
be  a  report  ready  for  the  Senate's  December  meeting  on  the  portion  of  the  faculty 
manual  dealing  with  faculty  participation  in  the  selection  of  academic  adminis- 
trators; he  requested  specific  suggestions  from  senators  on  the  matter.    Professor 
Castro  pointed  out  two  items  of  interest  on  the  legislative  program  for  1972, 
presented  by  the  South  Carolina  Employees'  Association:    the  employer's  con- 
tribution to  medical  care  insurance,  and  a  change  in  retirement  law  to  allow  a 
dependent  to  receive  the  state's  share  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  an  employee 
who  is  60  years  old  or  who  has  20  years  of  creditable  service.    Professor  Castro 
also  mentioned  that  there  may  be  alternatives  to  the  present  Blue  Cross-Blue 
Shield  Group  Insurance  for  faculty,  which  makes  the  faculty  member  buy  both 
hospitalization  and  major  medical  coverage,  and  which  prevents  his  belonging, 
as  part  of  a  group,  to  a  plan  from  an  alternative  company,  Blue  Cross  having  an 
exclusive  contract  on  the  campus.    The  Senate  voted  to  have  the  Welfare  Committee 
investigate  the  comparative  benefits  of  the  present  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  coverage 
and  other  alternatives. 

Professor  N.  D.  Camper  reported  for  the  Research  Committee.     Still  under 
consideration  are  the  indirect  costs  of  grants.    Professor  Camper  also  informed 
the  Senate  that  Clemson  University  is  currently  represented  in  Washington,  D.C. 
by  a  public  relations  consultant;  at  one  time  Clemson  utilized  the  services  of  the 
office  of  Federal  Progress,  which  supplied  information  pertaining  to  granting 
agencies.    This  is  being  examined  by  his  committee  as  are  the  matters  of 
attendance  at  professional  meetings  and  a  revised  system  of  faculty  evaluation, 
which  would  take  into  account  all  the  efforts  of  the  faculty  member  in  order  to 
give  a  more  accurate  evaluation. 

Professor  J.  D.  Fulton,  Chairman  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A,  asked  for  comments 
and  suggestions  on  a  letter,  copies  of  which  were  sent  to  senators  along  with  the 
committee's  report,  which  would  go  to  all  faculty  concerning  the  proposed  club 
facility  in  the  Clemson  House. 

Professor  M.  D.  Sherrill  reported  that  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B,  on  the  book 
ordering  procedures,  had  met  twice  and  at  the  second  meeting  Mr.  John  Cureton, 
manager  of  the  Clemson  Book  Store,  had  been  present. 

As  the  first  item  of  new  business,  Professor  J.  C.  Fanning  moved  the  adoption 
of  a  resolution  concerning  the  Master  Plan  of  Clemson  University  which  reads  as 
follows: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Faculty  Senate  establish  an  informal  investigating 
committee  to  study  the  Master  Plan  of  Clemson  University  and  report  to 
the  Senate,  giving  recommendations  for  action,  at  the  March  meeting. 
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This  committee  would  be  an  interim  step  before  approval  of  the  newly- 
recommended  Planning  Council,  which  has  faculty  representation.    The  motion 
passed  unanimously. 

Professor  F.  J.  Keller  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  based 
on  the  commonly  accepted  guidelines  for  equating  credit  with  the  amount  of  work 
required  for  a  course.  The  guideline  was  described  as  follows: 

One  semester  hour  credit  of  a  course  not  designated  solely  to  prepare  students 
for  college  courses  should  entail  approximately  three  hours  of  work  per  week  through- 
out an  academic  semester  by  the  average,  conscientious  undergraduate  student, 
each  recitation  period  in  any  week  entailing  two  hours  of  outside  class  work  for 
one  semester  hour  credit,  each  two  hour  laboratory  period  in  any     week  entailing 
one  hour  of  outside  laboratory  work  for  one  semester  hour  credit,  and  each  three 
hour  laboratory  period  in  any  week  entailing  no  outside  laboratory  work  for  one 
semester  hour  credit. 

The  resolution  read: 

RESOLVED  that  the  University  include  the  guideline  in  the  Credit  System 
section  of  Part  IV  -  Scholastic  Regulations,  page  116  of  the  Clemson 
University  Announcements. 

Be  it  further  RESOLVED  that  in  each  academic  department  of  the  University 
where  there  is  regular  departure  from  the  guideline  in  scheduling  of  weekly 
recitation  meetings  or  laboratory  meetings  of  courses,  action  should  be 
initiated  by  departmental  representatives  in  curriculum  committees  of 
the  University  which  will  lead  to  the  scheduling  of  all  University  courses 
in  compliance  with  the  guidelines. 

The  motion  carried. 

For  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  Professor  Keller  then  moved 
that  the  following  paragraph  be  substituted  for  the  present  first  paragraph  (page  119) 
of  Scholastic  Regulations  in  the  1971  Clemson  University  Announcements: 

In  the  case  of  a  Freshman  or  Sophomore  who  reschedules  courses  that  were 
passed  or  failed  in  his  first  semester  (and/or  during  the  summer  session(s) 
prior  to  this  first  semester,  for  a  student  who  first  enters  during  the 
summer)  ,  the  student's  grade-point  ratio  will  be  corrected  to  reflect  only 
the  grade  obtained  in  the  rescheduled  course(s).    Should  a  course  be  dis- 
continued, the  student  may  take  another  similar  course  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  his  grade-point  ratio  in  this  fashion.    The  department  which 
offered  the  discontinued  course     shall  decide  the  course  that  the  student 
may  use  for  this  purpose.    This  policy  does  not  apply  to  transfer 
students. 
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The  paragraph  would  replace  the  present  "Forgivable  F"  with  a  "Forgivable 
Grade,"  but  only  in  cases  where  a  student  retook  the  entire  course.    It  also 
takes  into  account  discontinued  courses,  a  matter  not  considered  in  the  original 
Senate  motion.    The  motion  carried. 

Professor  Keller  then  moved  a  change  in  the  second  sentence  on  the  same 
page  of  the  Announcements  under  the  heading  of  "Minimum  Requirements  for 
Continuing  Enrollment": 

At  that  time  in  order  to  be  able  to  continue  his  enrollment,  a  student 
who  has  received  grades  in  courses  totalling: 

(a)  1  to  23  credit  hours  and  has  been  enrolled  at  least  two  semesters 
at  Clemson  must  have  a  cumulative  grade-point  ratio  of  1.00  or  above. 
The  subsequent  items  (now  lettered  a,b,  and  c)  are  to  be  appropriately 
relettered . 

This  motion  also  carried. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:20  p.m.

The  Graduate  Council  met  on  December  10,   1971  at  3:30  p.m.  and  was 
called  to  order  by  Dean  Schwartz.

It  was  suggested  that  the  Science  Teaching  Committee  be  contacted  regarding 
Genetics  601  and  that  it  be  reconsidered  at  the  January  meeting. 

A  subcommittee  consisting  of  Dr.  Graben,  chairman.  Dr.  Bolen,  Mr.  Mims, 
and  Dr.  Camper  was  appointed  to  study  the  proposal  entitled  Master  of  Nutritional 
Sciences  submitted  by  the  College  of  Agricultural  Sciences. 

Dean  Schwartz  then  discussed  the  matter  of  graduate  student  requirements 
for  enrollment.    The  Graduate  Council  set  up  a  policy  last  spring  requiring  all 
graduate  students  receiving  financial  assistance  to  sign  up  for  a  specified  number 
of  credit  hours  -  those  in  the  masters  programs  nine  credit  hours  and  those  in  the 
Ph.D.  programs  six  credit  hours.     It  has  been  noted  that  some  had  failed  to  comply 
with  this  requirement.    After  some  discussion.  Dean  Schwartz  stated  there  would 
be  a  complete  and  thorough  check  on  each  student  who  failed  to  comply  and  the 
matter  would  then  be    handled  through  the  proper  channels. 

The  Council  passed  the  following  resolution  and  requested  its  chairman 
to  forward  it  to  the  Faculty  Senate. 

WHEREAS  the  Graduate  Council  is  a  University  wide  representative  of 
academic  thought,  and 

WHEREAS  the  actions  of  the  Graduate  Council  should  be  non  partisan 
with  respect  to  academic  areas,  and 
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WHEREAS  all  academic  areas  of  the  University  offering  graduate  work 
should  have  a  voice  in  University  decisions  affecting  graduate  programs, 
and 

WHEREAS  student  representation  must  be  accompanied  by  full  partic- 
ipation in  Graduate  Council  actions: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  present  structure  of  the  Graduate  Council  be 
upheld;  that  is,  one  faculty  representative  per    college  offering  graduate 
work  and  two  graduate  student  representatives  with  full  voting  rights. 

The  full  membership  of  the  Graduate  Council  has  considered  this  resolution 
and  has  unanimously  voted  approval.

2.  Sub-committee  Report  on  Use  of  the  Library  by  Faculty.    Mrs.  Galloway, 
Chairman. 

Dr.  Jutras  distributed  a  report  which  had  been  turned  in  by  Elizabeth  B. 
Galloway.    A  questionnaire  had  been  sent  to  112  faculty  members,  inquiring 
why  so  many  faculty  members  do  not  use  the  library  -  only  38  responded. 
List  of  faculty  queried  by  questionnaire  had  been  selected  by  the  computer. 
All  favorable  replies  had  been  eliminated  by  Mrs.  Galloway  before  report 
was  turned  in  to  Dr.  Jutras. 

The  Questionnaire: 

Covering  statement  -  Indications  are  that  faculty  members  do  not  use  the 
library  as  frequently  and  effectively    as  they  should.    As  a  member  of  the 
committee  to  study  the  reasons  why  so  many  faculty  members  fail  to  use 
the  library,  I  am  interested  in  (1)  why  you,  personally,  do  not  use  the 
library  as  often  as  you  might,  and  (2)  why  you  feel  other  faculty  members 
fail  to  use  the  library. 
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Response: 

The  following  reasons  were  given  for  non-use  of  library:  been  disturbed  by 
recent  changes  which  have  made  the  library  less  convenient,  i.e.  ,  patent 
files  moved  to  basement  where  they  are  inconvenient  while  old  file  of 
New  York  Times  are  kept  on  main  floor;  the  current  scientific  journals  are 
now  arranged  by  a  library  coding  system  instead  of  alphabetically  as  it 
was  before,  making  it  very  difficult  to  find    or  replace  a  set  of  such 
journals;  use  departmental  library  which  has  most  of  the  specialized 
books  and  journals  needed  and  is  more  convenient;  use  library  occasionally 
for  general  topics;  too  much  microfilm  used  and  too  hard  to  read;  lack 
of  time;  too  much  work  to  do;  takes  too  long  to  order  books;  takes  too 
long  to  get  books   put  on  reserve;  too  far  to  walk;  extensive  personal 
libraries;  too    inconvenient  to  park  (suggest  30-45-60  min.  parking 
spaces);  have  personal  journal  subscription  or  receive  journals  through 
professional  memberships;  needed  resource  data  is  not  from  library 
resources;  lack   of  professional  motivation;  failure  to  realize  the  value; 
noisy  faculty  study  room;  lacks  both  the  physical  facilities  and  source 
materials  necessary  to  do  research  in  many  areas  of  the  Social  Sciences 
and  Humanities;  use  library  through  students;  have  not  acquired  sufficient 
back  files  of  important  journals;  limited  hours  library  is  opened;  distracted 
by  students  sleeping  or  lying  on  furniture;  unable  to  get  desired  books 
(not  available);  lack  of  simple  clearcut  directions  posted  in  many  places 
in  the  library  giving  location  of  books  numbered  by  the  proper  categories, 
etc,;  locating  references  is  far  too  cumbersome  and  time  consuming. 

3.  The  Library  Committee  expressed  by  vote  its  appreciation  of  the  University 
Administration's  increase  in  funds  for  book  and  periodical     puchases  this 
year.     Mr.  Gourlay  remarked    that  over  the  past  several  years,  support 

of  the  book  and  periodical  budget  had  increased  by  500%  and  the  overall 
support  of  the  library  by  535%. 

4.  Discussion  of  the  distribution  of  the  Periodical  and  Continuation  Titles 
and  the  Recent  Acquisition  list  indicated  that  the  consensus  was  to 
continue  to  make  distribution  to  all  faculty  members. 

5.  There  was  some  discussion  concerning  the  necessity  for  each  department 
to  examine  the  library  collections  and  remove  items  that  were  outdated 
and  giving  misinformation.     Dr.  Jutras  indicated  that  this  item  would  be 
considered  at  a  future  meeting  of  the  Library  Committee. 

6.  Mr.  Gourlay  indicated  that  the  library  policy  developed  by    the  University 
Library  Committee  was  being  implemented  in  that  faculty  members  who 

had  not  returned  books  were  being  sent  letters  indicating  the  titles  overdue.

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COLLEGE-LEVEL  EXAMINATION  PROGRAM 

The  Clemson  University  Counseling  Center  can  make  available  information  from 
Educational  Testing  Service  regarding  the  College-Level  Examination  Program  which 
is  currently  being  used  by  more  than  850  colleges  and  universities.   Students  are 
provided  an  opportunity  to  earn  college  credit  for  knowledge  gained  outside  the 
classroom.   The  program  consists  of  two  kinds  of  examinations.   The  General 
Examinations  measure  achievement  in  five  areas  of  liberal  arts:   English  Composition, 
Humanities,  Mathematics,  Natural  Sciences,  and  Social  Sciences-History.   Subject 
Examinations  measure  achievement  in  29  college  subjects.   The  amount  of  credit  that 
is  awarded  is  determined  by  a  department  which  uses  the  examinations  as  an 
alternative  way  of  meeting- course  requirements.   The  Counseling  Center  has  been 
designated  as  the  agency  for  administering  these  tests.

Many  individuals  over  age  75  miss  current  news,  especially  political  and 
financial  news.   Any  citizen  born  in  1895,  or  earlier,  who  is  not  receiving  a  public 
retirement  benefit  (federal,  state,  or  local)  or  a  public  welfare  allotment  is 
eligible  for  a  special  Social  Security  benefit  of  $48.30  per  month  ($72.50  for  a 
couple)  even  if  the  aged  citizen  has  never  worked  under  Social  Security.   If  you 
know  of  anyone  who  may  qualify,  please  notify  the  Anderson  (S.C.)  Social  Security 
office  (882-9800)  or  the  University  Personnel  office  (656-2426).  . 


DO  YOU  HAVE  A  VALID  BIRTH  CERTIFICATE? 

Many  Clemson  employees  born  earlier  than  1916  have  no  proof  of  age  which 
is  acceptable  to  Social  Security.   If  you  do  not  have  an  official  birth  certificate 
issued  within  a  few  months  after  your  birth,  you  may  need  better  evidence  than 
a  "delayed  birth  certificate;"  formerly  accepted  for  old-age  benefits.   One 
certificate  accepted  regularly  by  Social  Security  is  an  official  transcript  of  an 
entry  in  a  U.S.  Census  (1930,  or  earlier).   Ask  at  any  Social  Security  office,  or 
at  the  University  Personnel  office  for  an  application  form.   A  fee  of  $4.00  is 
charged  by  the  U.S.  Census  for  a  search  of  old  records.

To  accept  the  wording,  as  suggested  by  the  administration,  which  includes 
approval  by  both  department  head  and  academic  dean  for  outside  work  by 
faculty  members; 

Concerning  tenure  requirements  for  full  professors,  to  accept  the  present 
wording,  as  requested  by  the  administration,  without  adding  the  Senate's 
suggested  phrase  which  reduced  the  waiting  period  for  tenure  for  full 
professors; 

To  substitute  the  following  wording  for  item  #10  concerning  the  hearing 
committee  under  Dismissal  from  Appointment  by  the  University:    "The 
hearing  committee  and  the  faculty  member  will  be  notified  in  writing  of 
the  decision  of  the  Dean  of  the  University.    The  faculty  member  may 
appeal  to  the  President  of  the  University  from  that  decision  within  ten 
(10)  days  from  the  receipt  thereof"; 

To  accept  the  following  statement  concerning  student  representation 
on  the  Graduate  Council:     "The  graduate  students  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  Student  Senate  and  appointed  by  the  Dean  of  the  University 
for  a  term  of  one  year."    This  is  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Senate  is  correct  in  wishing  a  graduate  student  organization,  when 
one  exists,  to  do  the  nominating  and  that  the  change  will  be  made 
then,  with  the  graduate  student  organization  specified  at  that  time; 


To  accept  the  following  statements  concerning  the  functions  of  the 
Graduate  and  Undergraduate  Councils:  for  the  Graduate  Council,

"All  policies  and  regulations  affecting  graduate  curricula  and  require- 
ments leading  to  graduate  credits,  certification,  and  degrees  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Graduate  Council  and  recommended  to  the  Dean  of 
the  University";  and  for  the  Undergradua,te  Council,   "All  policies  and 
regulations  affecting  admissions,  undergraduate  curricula  and  require- 
ments leading  to  the  undergraduate  credits,  certification,  and  degrees 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Undergraduate  Council  and  recommended  to 
the  Dean  of  the  University"; 

To  substitute  the  following  for  the  fourth  paragraph  under  General 
Conditions  in  the  section  entitled  "Hours  of  Work ,  Holidays,  and 
Leave  for  Academic  Personnel: 

"Inasmuch  as  a  day  of  leave  is  equivalent  to  a  day  at  work,  annual 
leave  or  sick  leave  shall  be  charged  only  for  absence  when  a  covered 
employee  is  scheduled  to  work"; 

Under  Sabbatical  Leave,  to  substitute  the  following  sentence  for  the 
last  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph: 

"Such  leave  is  to  be  used  for  further  professional  improvement,  which 
may  include  such  experiences  as  formal  study  or  research,  related 
industrial  experience,   or  informal  means  of  improving  one's  competence"; 

and  to  substitute  the  following  paragraph  for  the  fourth  paragraph: 

"Applications  for  sabbatical  leave  by  persons  serving  nine  months' 
appointments  may  be  made  for  one  semester  at  full  pay  or  two  successive 
semesters  at  half  pay.    Applications  for  sabbatical  leave  by  persons 
serving  twelve  months'  appointments  may  be  made  for  periods  of  up  to 
six  months  at  full  pay  or  for  periods  from  over  six  months  to  one  calendar 
year  at  half  pay." 

The  Senate  agreed  to  accept  the  following  recommendation  with  the  alter- 
ations indicated: 

To  accept  the  composition  of  the  Undergraduate  Council  as  including  one 
faculty  member  from  each  undergraduate  college  and  school,  but  to  request 
that  an  officially  designated  alternate  from  each  school  or  college  be 
appointed;  and  to  retain  the  present  composition  of  the  Graduate  Council, 
which  includes  one  faculty  member  from  each  college  with  a  graduate 
program,  but  to  request  that  an  officially  designated  alternate  from  each 
college  be  appointed.

The  Senate  approved  the  following  proposal  concerning  faculty  partic- 
ipation in  the  selection  of  academic  administrators: 

When  an  appointment  to  an  academic  administrative  position  is  to  be 
made,  an  appropriate  faculty  committee  shall  be  formed  to  advise  in  the  selection 
of  the  person  to  fill  the  position. 

(1)  For  the  selection  of  an  academic  department  head  or  other  academic 
administrators  within  a  department  within  a  college,  the  dean  of  the  college 
shall  appoint  the  committee  from  the  faculty  within  the  college;  at  least  3/4 
of  the  members  will  be  from  the  affected  department  and  nominated  by  the 
faculty  of  that  department,  except  in  the  case  of  a  newly  created  department. 

(2)  For  the  selection  of  an  associate  dean  or  director  within  a  college, 
the  dean  of  the  college  shall  appoint  the  committee  from  the  faculty  within  the 
college. 

(3)  For  selection  of  any  academic  administrator  of  an  off-campus  activity, 
the  appropriate  dean  shall  appoint  the  committee  from  faculty  within  the  affected 
activity. 

(4)  For  the  selection  of  the  dean  of  a  college,  the  Dean  of  the  University 
shall  appoint  the  committee  from  the  faculty  within  the  college. 

(5)  For  the  selection  of  a  dean,  other  than  a  college  dean  or  Dean  of  the 
University,  the  Dean  of  the  University  shall  appoint  the  faculty  committee. 

(6)  For  the  selection  of  the  Dean  of  the  University,  the  president  shall 
appoint  the  faculty  committee. 

(7)  For  the  selection  of  the  president,  the  University  faculty  shall  be 
represented  by  an  advisory  committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate. 

The  faculty  committee  will  directly  advise  the  person  appointing  the 
committee,  except  that  for  the  appointment  of  the  president  the  committee  will 
directly  advise  the  board  of  trustees. 

The  Senate  voted  to  return  to  the  conference  committee  the  item  concerning 
the  duties  and  the  nature  of  the  Administration-Faculty- Student  Council. 

President  Sawyer  informed  the  Senate  that  the  administration  had  accepted 
the  following  Senate  suggestions  concerning  annual  leave  policy: 

Substitution  of  the  following  paragraph   for  the  present  statements  pertaining 
to  the  accrual  of  annual  leave: 
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MINUTES  OF  MEETING  OF  FACULTY  SENATE,  DEC.    14,    1971     (Continued) 

"Annual  leave  (vacation)  shall  accrue  at  the  rate  of  18  working  days 
per  year  but  not  more  than  18  days  may  be  carried  forward  into  a  new 
leave  year.    Leave  accrues  continuously  at  the  rate  of  1  1/2  days  per 
month" ; 

and  substitution  of  the  following  paragraph  for  the  last  paragraph  under  the 
Annual  Leave  section: 

A    regular  employee  who  is  separated,  regardless  of  the  reason  therefor, 
after  completing  six  months  of  continuous  employment,   shall  be  paid  in 
a  lump  sum  supplement  to  his  final  regular  payment,  the  value  of  annual 
leave  accrued  but  not  taken,  as  of  his  final  day  at  work;  provided,  that 
no  such  payment  for  unused  annual  leave  shall  exceed  the  value  of  the 
maximum  number  of  days  permitted  by  State  Law;  and  provided ,  further, 
that  if  payment  to  an  employee  for  the  total  value  of  terminal  leave  in 
one  fiscal  year  would  result  in  total  compensation  in  excess  of  the  amount 
budgeted  for  him  for  that  fiscal  year,  payment  in  the  excess  amount  shall 
be  deferred  until  the  next  fiscal  year. 

There  were  no  reports  from  the  Senate  committees,  but  Professor  J.  D. 
Fulton,   Chairman  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  on  the  faculty  club,  informed  the  Senate 
that  the  committee  expects  to  have  a  questionnaire  circulated  to  the  faculty  by 
the  end  of  January  or  the  beginning  of  February. 

The  first  item  of  new  business  was  a  proposed  resolution  from  the  Policy 
Committee  concerning  a  special  Senate  council  of  off-campus    faculty.    The 
proposal  called  for  the  addition  of  a  new  section  numbered  Section  6,    to 
Article  II  of    the  By-Laws  of  the  Faculty  and  Faculty  Senate  as  follows: 

Section  6,   Council  of  Off-Campus  Faculty. 

The  chairman  of  the  council  shall  be  the  Vice  President  of  the  Faculty 
Senate.    The  council  shall  consist  of  members  of  the  Clemson  off-campus 
faculty,  elected  for  a  one  year  term  in  March  or  April  by  the  faculties  at 
appropriate  off-campus  locations.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  council 
to  consider  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Faculty  Senate  for  action 
on  all  matters  peculiar  to  those    faculty  whose  duties  are  primarily  away 
from  the  main  campus.    The  council  shall  be  the  chief  liaison  instrument 
between  Clemson' s  main  campus  and  such  faculty,  keeping  both  the  Senate 
and  the  off-campus  faculty  fully  informed  of  all  matters  that  concern  either 
group.

In  the  interest  of  immediate  implementation  of  these  goals,  the  Senate 
voted  to  recommend  the  immediate  appointment  of  an  ad  hoc  committee  with 
the  specified  membership  to  function  until  formal  action  on  the  proposal  is 
taken  by  the  University  faculty. 

Also  suggested  by  the  Policy  Committee  was  that  at  the  beginning  of  each 
academic  year,  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  write  all  new  and  old  Clemson 
University  faculty  members  to  inform  them  of  the  membership  of  the  Faculty  Senate, 
by  colleges  and  schools,  giving  office  addresses  and  phone  numbers,  and  empha- 
sizing the  right  and  duty  of  individual  faculty  members  and  groups  of  faculty  to  ^ 
communicate  with  Faculty  Senators  on  any  and  all  matters  of  legitimate  concern                n 
to  the  Faculty  Senate.                                                                                                                              !«

The  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  moved  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  ,„

In  his  tribute  to  the  Clemson  president,  former  Vice 
President  for  Development  W.  Wright  Bryan  cited  Dr.  Edwards  as  a  "Can  do  man"  who 
possesses  the  "determination  to  consider  always  the  human  elements,  to  think  always 
of  the  individual  student  and  the  individual  faculty  member."

Excerpts  of  Dr.  Bryan's  remarks  follow: 

"Any  educational  institution,  whether  it  be  an  elementary  school,  a  high  school, 
a  county  school  system,  or  a  university,  requires  two  types  of  leadership.  Basically, 
it  requires  teachers  —  competent,  well- trained,  dedicated  teachers.   But,  for  those 
teachers  to  function  at  their  best,  it  also  requires  administrators  who  muster  the 
resources,  financial,  physical,  and  personal,  which  create  a  setting  in  which  teachers 
and  students  can  work  together  effectively.

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PRESIDENT  EDWARDS  HONORED  AT  HIGH  SCHOOL  DEDICATION  Continued 

"It  is  interesting  that  in  the  part  of  Pickens  County  School  District  A  which 
serves  Clemson,  Central,  and  Six  Mile,  we  have  schools  named  for  persons  whose 
careers  epitomize  the  best  in  both  teaching  and  educational  administration.   I  have 
been  fortunate  to  know  well  all  three  of  the  persons  thus  honored,  to  have  been  a 
student  under  the  two  who  were  teachers  and  to  work  closely  with  the  third,  who  is 
an  administrator  of  top  rank. 

"Miss  Margaret  Morrison,  for  whom  the  elementary  school  at  Clemson  is  named, 
was  up  to  her  retirement  a  most  exceptional  teacher,  one  of  the  finest  I  have  known 
at  any  level,  and  a  capable  administrator  as  well.   At  the  peak  of  her  career  the 
elementary  and  high  school  grades  of  what  was  then  Calhoun-Clemson  School  were  all 
in  one  building  of  which  she  was  unquestioned  principal  in  addition  to  carrying  a 
heavy  teaching  load. 

"Dr.  David  Wis  tar  Daniel,  for  whom  our  senior  high  school  is  named,  wielded 
influence  of  even  broader  scope  at  the  college  level.  As  a  teacher  of  English  and 
public  speaking,  even  more  importantly  as  a  teacher  of  life,  he  left  his  mark  for 
the  better  on  thousands  of  students  during  formative  years  of  the  Clemson  College 
which  was  growing  into  Clemson  University. 

"Today  we  signalize  the  naming  of  a  third  institution,  the  Robert  Cook  Edwards 
Junior  High  School,  for  a  man  who  has  left  the  classroom  teaching  to  others  but  whose 
accomplishments  as  an  administrator  will  mark  Clemson  University  for  years  to  come. 

"From  the  viewpoint  of  a  former  staff  member  who  worked  in  closest  association 
with  Dr.  Edwards  for  almost  seven  years,  I  shall  try  to  tell  you  what  makes  the  man 
tick. 

"What  qualities  have  enabled  him 

—  to  cap  a  successful  career  in  the  textiles  industry  with  a  more  significant 
one  in  education? 

—  to  guide  Clemson' s  growth  from  small  college  into  large  and  broad  university? 

—  to  meet  crisis  after  crisis  in  a  time  of  universal  ferment?

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3.  Mastery  of  details,  but  with  concentration  on  the  main  issues. 

4.  A  character  which  leads  him  to  stand  firmly  on  principle,  no  matter  what 
the  apparent  odds,  but  never  to  confuse  unchanging  principle  with  ever-changing 
conditions  and  situations. 

5.  Determination  to  consider  always  the  human  elements,  to  think  always  of  the 
individual  student  and  the  individual  faculty  member.  He  often  says  he  does  not  want 
Clemson  to  grow  to  a  size  where  it  would  be  too  big  for  the  president  to  listen  to 
the  individual. 

6.  A  constant  tendency  to  minimize  obstacles  and  maximize  objective.  He  is 

a  "Can  do"  man  who  gauges  all  aspects  of  a  situation  and,  having  done  so,  ACTS.  ,,

MEMORIAL  SCHOLARSHIPS  POLICY 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Officers  on  January  27,  1972,  the  following 
policy,  regarding  Memorial  Scholarships,  was  approved: 

In  order  that  its  memorial  scholarships  may  give  due  and  proper  recognition 
to  the  persons  memorialized  and  make  a  significant  contribution  to  the  University's 
scholarship  program,   Clemson  University  hereby  establishes  a  Memorial  Scholar- 
ships Policy.  This  policy,  governing  establishment  and  administration  of  future 
memorial  scholarships  and  administration  of  such  existing  memorial  scholarships 
as  the  donors  of  which  may  wish  to  place  under  its  governance,  is  as  follows: 

1 .  A  gift  designated  for  a  specific  memorial  scholarship  will  be  credited 
as  specified.    When  an  otherwise  unrestricted  gift  is  received  "in 
memory  of"  an  individual,  the  gift  will  be  credited  to  unrestricted 
revenue . 

2.  An  individually  identified  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  will  be 
established  with  a  gift  of  at  least  $10,000.00  in  principal.    A 
scholarship  so  established  will  be  administered  by  the  University 
Scholarships  and  Awards  (or  successor)  Committee  as  provided 

in  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  between  the  University  and  the 
donor(s) .    Such  scholarships  will  be  recognized,  among  other  ways, 
by  a  separate  and  individual  Memorial  Scholarship  Plaque. 

3.  Any  scholarship  whose  principal  amount  is  less  than  $10,000.00 
will  be  placed  in  the  Consolidated  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund. 
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4.  When  the  principal  of  any  scholarship  in  the  Consolidated  Memorial 
Scholarship  Fund  reaches  $1,000.00,  but  remains  less  than 
$10,000.00,  that  scholarship,  by  name,  will  be  added  to  the 
Consolidated  Memorial  Scholarship  Plaque. 

5.  When  the  principal  of  any  scholarship  in  the  Consolidated 
Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  reaches  $10,000.00,  that  fund  will 
then  become  a  separate,  individually  identified  Memorial  Scholar- 
ship Fund  and  will  be  recognized  as  specified  in  Item  2  above. 

6.  The  income  of  the  Consolidated  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  will 

\  be  distributed  by  recommendations  of  the  University  Scholarships 

I  and  Awards  (or  successor)  Committee  in  the  best  interests  of  the 

University's  overall  scholarship  program. 

I  7.     All  gifts  to  individually  identified  Memorial  Scholarship  Funds  and 

to  scholarships  in  the  Consolidated  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  will 
be  acknowledged  with  appreciation  by  an  appropriate  administrator.

Sub-committee  Reports 

(A)  Sub-committee  to  Investigate  Library  Orientation,  Dr.  R.J.  Calhoun 
and  Mr.  Rowe  (Student  Senate  Representative) 

The  two  members  of  the  sub-committee  consulted  with  members  of  the 
Student  Senate,  the  Clemson  University  Library  staff,  and  members  of 
the  English  faculty.    The  chief  complaint  from  the  students  concerned 
the  lack  of  instruction  for  first-semester  freshmen  and  for  transfer 
students.    Those  who  had  attended  the  library  orientation  in  connection 
with  English  102  felt  that  they  needed  more  instruction  in  the  use  of 
periodicals,  documents,  Xerox,  microfilm,  and  microcard  machines. 
It  was  also  noted  that  some  students  miss  the  English  102  orientation 
and  have  no  chance  to  make  up  what  they  have  missed.    Complaints 
were  made  about  the  remote  location  of  the  newspaper  room  and  the 
frequent  chaotic  condition  of  that  room.    Many  students  found  back 
issues  of  newspapers  and  unbound  periodicals  unavailable  for  their 
needs. 

We  have  enclosed  copies  of  a  letter  from  Miss  Marian  Withington, 
the  reference  librarian  for  social  sciences  and  humanities.    Miss 
Withington  recommends  orientation  for  first-semester  freshmen, 
possibly  through  the  use  of  slides  and  voice  tapes  produced  by  the 
Communications  Center. 

In  view  of  the  complaints  and  recommendations  we  have  received,  the 
subcommittee  recommends  consultation  with  the  Communications  Center 
about  the  feasibility  of  preparing  a  slide  and/or  video  tape  lecture 
which  could  be  presented  during  the  first  semester  orientation  or  in 
connection  with  English  101  assignments.    Detailed  instruction  on 
the  use  of  Xerox,  microfilm,  microcard,  and  microfiche  machines 
should  be  included.

The  surveyor  used  the    responses  of  the  students  to  determine  a  general 
consensus  as  to  why  the  Library  is  infrequently  used. 

The  results  fall  into  two  categories,  the  second  of  which  is  broken  into 
factors  arranged  in  descending  order  of  importance,  according  to  the 
responses  from  the  students. 

1.  The  Library  is  not  needed. 

(a)  The  student  had  no  research  to  do  in  the  Library. 

(b)  The  dormitory  room  provided  an  adequate  study  atmosphere. 

2.  The  Library  is  not  conducive  to  study. 

(a)  The  hours  are  not  long  enough. 

(b)  The  Library  is  uncomfortable. 

(1)  Temperature  control  is  inadequate. 

(2)  Chairs,  couches,  etc.  are  uncomfortable. 

(c)  The  book  variety  and  quantity  is  inadequate. 

(d)  The  Library  is  too  crowded. 

(e)  The  magazine  section  is  unorganized. 

(f)  Books  are  misplaced. 

(g)  Library  help  is  insufficient. 

Discussion  by  the  members  of  the  University  Library  Committee  followed

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MINUTES  OF  THE  ADMINISTRATION-FACULTY-STUDENT  COUNCIL,  FEB.  4,  1972 

Chairman  Joseph  Hutchinson  called  the  regular  meeting  of  the  AFSC  to  order  at 
12:20  p.m.  in  the  Student  Government  Conference  Room. 

Those  present  were:  Chairman  Joseph  Hutchinson,  Vernon  Hodges,  M.N.  Lomax,  John 
Marshall,  Corinne  Sawyer,  Fred  Keller  and  Secretary  George  Moore.   Absent  were:   A. 
Wood  Rigsby,  Angle  F.  Prince  and  E.H.  McCarter. 

ACTION:   Mr.  Marshall's  motion,  calling  for  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the 
meetings  on  November  19,  January  14,  and  January  21  as  distributed 
was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  continuing  theft  and  vandalism  plaguing  the  library  was  a  subject  of  dis- 
cussion.  Mr.  Marshall  reported  to  the  Council  that  he  had  talked  with  Mr.  Gourlay, 
and  was  forwarding  several  suggestions  that  may  lead  to  some  reduction  in  the  losses. 

ACTION :   The  Council  expressed  unanimously  their  resolve  to  support  any  and 

all  reasonable  measures  to  control  the  theft,  destruction  and  vandalism 
occurring  at  the  library.   Dr.  Sawyer's  motion  to  this  effect  was 
strongly  endorsed  personally  by  each  member  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Marshall  reported  that  a  student  liaison  committee  has  been  formed  to  discuss 
long  range  planning  with  the  University  development  officers.   A  meeting  is  scheduled 
next  week  with  Vice  President  Nicholas. 

Mr.  Lomax  talked  briefly  about  the  subject  of  drug  abuse  on  the  campus  and 
specifically  about  the  recent  arrest  of  15  persons,  eight  of  them  Clemson  students, 
on  related  charges.   The  Council  felt  strongly  that  a  student  initiated  effort  to 
condemn  the  use  of  harmful  drugs  would  be  very  effective. 

The  subject  of  adequate  campus  facilities  for  the  performing  arts  was  considered 
briefly,  chiefly  as  information,  since  it  is  a  possible  subject  of  business  for 
the  faculty  senate's  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  summarized  the  forthcoming  SLBI  sponsored  Black  Week  program. 
The  week  will  feature  films,  speakers,  a  black  art  exhibit.   Various  constituencies 
on  the  campus  have  cooperated  to  make  the  program  possible  for  February  13-19. 

After  setting  the  next  meeting  for  12:15  p.m.,  February  18,  1972,  the  Council 
was  adjourned  at  1:15  p.m.

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MINUTES  OF  MEETING  OF  FACULTY  SENATE,  JANUARY  11,   1972 

President  Sawyer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:17  P.M.    The  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  December  17  were  approved  with  the  changing  of  the  word  "area" 
in  the  paragraph  concerning  composition  of  Undergraduate  and  Graduate  Councils 
to  "college."    President  Sawyer  introduced  Mr.  Stanley  G.  Nicholas,  Vice-Pres- 
ident for  Development ,  and  turned  the  floor  over  to  him . 

Mr.  Nicholas  introduced  two  members  of  his  staff,  Mr.  Stewart  Shehee, 
in  charge  of  deferred  gifts,  and  Mr.  James  Strom,  Director  of  Planning  and 
Corporate  Relations.     Mr.  Nicholas  passed  to  Senators  information  and  literature 
concerning  the  new  Clemson  University  Development  Program,  and  followed  with 
a  report  on  the  progress  of  the  Student  Union.    The  Senate  was  informed  that  the 
renovation  of  Fike  Recreation  Center  is  presently  underway,  costing  approximately 
2.9     million  dollars,  and  that  construction  now  centers  around  the  swimming 
facilities  and  the  large  gym.    Plans  for  renovation  of  the  loggia  area,   including 
court  yards,  a  bowling  alley,   student  government  facilities,  and  other  changes, 
are  presently  incomplete;  the  cost  is  estimated  at     3.0  million  dollars.      Mr. 
Nicholas  announced  that  other  projects  in  the  planning  stages  are  an  agricultural 
administration  building;  a  forestry  building;  an  addition  to  Lee  Hall;  and  a  bio- 
logical sciences  building.     President  Sawyer  and  Senators  expressed  appreciation 
to  Mr.  Nicholas  for  the  interesting  and  informative  presentation. 

President  Sawyer  announced  the  recent  decision  of  the  Educational  Council 
to  alter  the  name  of  the  former  Honors  and  Awards  Council  to  the    "Scholarship 
and  Awards  Council."    She  further  announced  that  the  Senate's  items  for  the 
Athletic  Council   have  been  placed  on  the  official  agenda,  and  the  announcement 
was  made  that  Professor  William  Steirer  has  agreed  to   serve  as  chairman  of  the 
interim  committee  which  will  represent  off-campus  faculty  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year. 

The  Senate  approved  the  following  items  for  the  revised  faculty  manual. 

1)   Addition  of  the  following  committee  descriptions  to  the  section  on 
Committees  and  Councils: 

COMPUTER  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

"This  committee  consists  of  the  director  of  the  Computer  Center,  ex  officio, 
one  member  from  each  academic  college  and  school  nominated  by  the  dean  of 
the  college  or  school  and  appointed  by  the  Dean  of  the  University  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  and  two  students,  one  undergraduate  and  one  graduate,  appointed 
by  the  Dean  of  the  University  after  consultation  with  the  director  of  the  Computer 
Center.     In  addition,  one  representative  from  the  Office  of  Admissions  and 
Registration  and  one  representative  from  the  Office  of  Business  and  Finance  are 
invited  to  serve  on  this  committee.    The  committee  shall  elect  its  chairman 
annually. 
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MINUTES  OF  MEETING  OF  FACULTY  SENATE ,  JANUARY  11,   1972    (Continued) 

"The  Committee  advises  the  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  and  University  Research 
on  the  determination  of  the  needs  of  the  Computer  Center,  the  formation  of  Computer 
Center  policies,  and  on  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  faculty, 
administration,  or  students."        And 

AUDIO-VISUAL  COMMITTEE: 

"This  committee  consists  of  the  Director  of  the  University  Communications 
Center,  ex  officio;  one  faculty  member  from  each  academic  college  or  school, 
nominated  by  the  dean  of  the  college  or  school  and  appointed  by  the  Dean  of  the 
University  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  undergraduate  student  and  one  graduate 
student  nominated  by  the  Student  Senate,  appointed  by  the   Dean  of  the  University 
for  one  year  terms.    This  committee  shall  elect  its  chairman  and  secretary 
annually." 

"The   committee  advises  the  Vice  President  for  Development  on  the  audio- 
visual needs  and  programs  of  the  University;" 

2)  An  addition  to  the  duties  of  the  Administration-Faculty-Student  Council 
as  follows: 

"All  votes  shall  be  recorded,  and  if  minority  opinions  are  expressed,  the 
President  will  give  careful  consideration  to  all  questions  by  attempting  to  resolve 
differences  by  conferring  with  the  interested  administrative,  faculty,  or  student 
groups  before  making  a  final  decision;" 

3)  A  rewrite  of  the  item  dealing  with  faculty  participation  in  the  selection 
of  academic  administrators  as  follows: 

"When  an  appointment  to  an  academic  administrative  position  is  to  be  made, 
an  appropriate  faculty  committee  shall  be  formed  to  advise  in  the  selection  of  the 
person  to  fill  the  position  as  follows: 

"(1)      For  the  selection  of  an  academic  department  head  or  other  academic 
administrators  within  a    department,  the  dean  of  the  college  shall 
appoint  the  committee  from  the  faculty  within  the  college;  at  least 
3/4  of  the  members  will  be  from  the    affected  department. 

"(2)      For  the  selection  of  an  associate  dean  or  director  within  a  college, 
the  dean  of  the  college  shall  appoint  the  committee  from  the  faculty 
within  the  college. 

"(3)      For  the  selection  of  any  academic  administrator  of  an  off-campus 
program,  the  appropriate  dean  shall  appoint  a  faculty  committee 
which  shall  represent  both  the  off-campus  program  and  the 
appropriate  on-campus  academic  areas. 
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MINUTES  OF  MEETING  OF  FACULTY  SENATE.  JANUARY  11,   1972      (Continued) 

"(4)      For  the  selection  of  the  dean  of  a  college,  the  Dean  of  the  University 
shall  appoint  the  committee  from  the  faculty  within  the  college. 

"(5)      For  the  selection  of  a  dean,  other  than  a  college  dean  or  Dean  of  the 
University,  the  Dean  of  the  University  shall  appoint  the  faculty 
committee . 

"(6)      For  the  selection  of  the  Dean  of  the  University,  the  President  shall 
appoint  the  faculty  committee. 

"In  the  event  that  a  President  of  the  University  were  to  be  appointed,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  would  recognize  the  interests  of  the  faculty  by  appointing  the 
President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  as  a  full-fledged  member  of  the  search,  nominating, 
and  selection  committee(s) .  " 

Approval  of  the  latter  followed  the  defeat  (by  a  vote  of  17  to  11)  of  a  motion 
to  reinsert  the  phrase  "and  nominated  by  the  faculty  of  that  department"  in 
paragraph  #1 . 

The  Senate  next  considered  an  addition  to  the  duties  of  the  Graduate  Council 
for  inclusion  in  the  faculty  manual,  occasioned  by  concern  over  some  graduate 
students  who  had  lost  assistantships  in  mid-year.    The  motion  was  to  add  to  the 
list  of  duties  the  words  "graduate  student  welfare."      This  motion  was  defeated 
and  a  substitute  motion  to  add  a  sentence  to  the  list  of  duties,  "In  matters  of 
graduate  student  welfare,  the  Graduate  Council  should  serve  as  a  board  of  review," 
passed  by  a  vote  of  13  to  12  with  one  abstention. 

It  was  pointed  out  to  the  Senate  that  the  following  statement  concerning 
"Procedures  for  Appointments  and  Promotions"  had  been  approved  at  the  December 
meeting  but  not  included  in  the  minutes,  due  to  some  confusion: 

"Recommendations  for  promotions,  renewal  of  appointments,  or  granting  of 
tenure  shall  originate  with  the  department  head.    He  will  appoint  an  advisory 
committee,  normally  composed  of  senior  faculty  members,  usually  of  professorial 
rank,  to  assist  him  in  reviewing  the  qualifications  of  departmental  personnel  on 
an  annual  basis ." 

The  final  item  of  old  business  was  a  second  reading  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution,  which  would  add  a  Section  6  to  the  existing  Article  II 
of  the  By-Laws.    This  was  the  amendment  creating  a  council  to  represent  off- 
campus  faculty.    The  Senate  unanimously  approved  the  amendment,  which  will 
now  go  to  the  general  faculty  for  consideration. 

There  were  no  committee  reports.    The  Senate,  however,  was  asked  to 
express  an  opinion  of  the  questionnaire  formulated  by   Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  on 
faculty  club  facilities.    The  Senate  approved  the  proposed  form,  which  will  be 
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sent  to  faculty  members  to  determine  interest  in  such  a  club. 

The  first  item  of  new  business  concerned  a  suggestion  from  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Committee  to  implement,  on  a  trial  basis,  a  system  of  unlettered  parking 
for  faculty  members,  which  could  allow  them  to  use  any  area  on  campus  designated 
for  faculty,  other  than  reserved  spaces.    The  suggestion  was  approved  unanimously, 

Professor  J.  C.  Fanning  moved  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  dealing  with  the 
recent  removal  from  employment  (on  the  grounds  that  they  were  on  academic 
probation)  of  several  graduate    teaching  assistants.    The  Senate  expressed  its 
unwillingness  to  comment  on  the  specific  case  without  further  information  and 
study,  but  addressed  itself  to  the  principles  involved.     Discussion  turned  on  the 
fact    (1)  that  no  policy  allowing  termination  of  assistantship  for  a  student  on 
academic  probation  now  exists;    (2)  that  all  new  policy  must,  under  present 
regulations,  be  approved  by  the  Graduate  Council,  which  this  was  not;    (3)  that 
under  existing  regulations,  a  department  head  appears  free  to  hire  any  graduate 
student  for  an  assistantship  provided  he  is  still  fully  registered  at  Clemson. 

Motions  to  table  the  resolution  and  to  divide  the  resolution  into  two  separate 
parts  for  consideration  were  both  defeated.  The  resolution,  as  it  passed  by  a  vote 
of  17  to  4,  was: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Faculty  Senate  deplores  the  recent  action  of  the 
Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  in  regard  to  the  awarding  of  graduate  teaching 
assistantships  this  Spring,  and  be  it  resolved  that  policy  decisions  of 
this  nature  be  made  only  after  careful  deliberation  involving  the  active 
participation  of  the  department  heads,  deans  of  colleges  and  the  Graduate 
Council . 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:50.

The  minutes  of  the  January  14,   1972  meeting  were  approved  as  distributed.

Dr.  Smith,  Mr.  Bostic, 
and  Dr.  Graben  was  appointed  to  study  the  Ocean  and  Coastal  Engineering  Program 
and  asked  to  report  at  the  next  Council  meeting.    Dean  Schwartz  stated  that  he 
would  like  alternate  members  of  the  Graduate  Council  to  serve  on  subcommittees 
because  of  the  increasing  number  of  items  brought  before  the  Graduate  Council. 

A  subcommittee  consisting  of  Dr.  Jerry  Lambert,  chairman.  Dr.  Bolen, 
Mr.  Mims  and  Prof.  Means  was  appointed  to  study  the  Graduate  Record  Exam- 
ination requirement.    The  group  was  also  requested  to  consider  the  Test  of 
English  as  a  Foreign  Language  (TOEFL)  as  an  admission  requirement  for  foreign 
graduate  students. 

Dr.  Graben,  chairman  of  the  subcommittee  to  study  the   Master  of 
Nutritional  Sciences, made  some  introductory  remarks     regarding  the  committee's 
study    and  findings.    Dr.  W.  P.  Williams,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Food 
Science,  was  recognized  as  available  for  any  questions  in  connection  with 
the  Nutritional  program.    Dr.  Graben  made  a  motion  that  the  Council  approve 
the  Master  of  Nutritional  Science  Program;  the  motion  was  seconded  and  approved 
unanimously. 

Dr.  Graben,  chairman  of  the  Language  Policy  Subcommittee  distributed  the 
following  report  and  moved  that  the  Council  accept  this  report  as  information: 

Dr.  H.  E.  Stewart,  Head  of  the  Language  Department,  has  stated  that  the 
standardized  CEEB  test  is  neither  comparable  to  the  GSFLT,  nor  is  it 
suitable  for  a  Graduate  School  language  test.    He  has  suggested  that 
the  CEEB  test  be  replaced  by  a  more  appropriate  examining  procedure 
for  graduate  students  taking  the  two- semester  accelerated  sequence 
(151,   152). 

In  view  of  his  remarks  this  subcommittee  recommends  that  the  Language 
Department  propose  an  alternate  examination  to  replace  the  CEEB  test, 
but  otherwise  leave  the  Graduate  School  Language  Policy  unaltered. 
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Their  proposal  should  be  submitted  to  the  Graduate  Council  for  its  consid- 
eration in  the  near  future  . 

Dr.  Wolf,  chairman  of  the  Marine  Geology  Subcommittee,  reported  that  the 
committee  had  reviewed  the  proposed  program,  and  that  it  did  not  conform  with 
the  format  required  by  the  Commission  on  Higher  Education.    Dr.  Wolf  made  a 
motion  that  the  Master  of  Science  in  Marine  Geology  Program  be  referred  back 
to  the  department  for  appropriate  revisions.    The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Dr.  Freeze  distributed  a  report  from  the  subcommittee  studying  Transfer  of 
Credits.    This  was  a  preliminary  report  and  no  action  was  taken. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Science  Teaching  Committee  with  regard  to 
Genetics  601  was  distributed  and  discussed.    Dr.  Lambert  made  a  motion  to 
disapprove  Genetics  601  as  a  graduate  course.    Dr.  Freeze  made  the  following 
substitute  motion:    That  Genetics  601  be  tabled  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Graduate  Council  in  order  to  hear  comments  by  Dr.  Camper.    The  substitute 
motion  was  seconded  and  approved. 

The  revised  Biochemistry  Proposal  was  distributed  to  Council  members  for 
information.    There  being  no  comments  or  questions  regarding  the  revised  proposal. 
Dean  Schwartz  will  forward  the  proposal  to  Dean  Hurst. 

A  subcommittee  to  study  academic  standards  for  Graduate  Assistants  was 
appointed  consisting  of  Dr.  Wolf,   chairman,  Mr.  Bostic,  Mr.  Mims,  Dr.  Graben, 
Prof.  Means,  and  Dr.  Allen.    Dean  Schwartz  stated  that  this  was  to  be  a  fact 
finding  committee  and  the  entire  council  would  participate  in  the  formation  of  any 
new  policies. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made,  seconded  and  approved  unanimously.

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UNIVERSITY  RECEIVES  $225,205  IN  GRANTS  AND  CONTRACTS 

Clemson  University  has  received  $225,205  in  research  and  educational  grants 
and  contracts  during  the  past  three  months.   The  funds  will  support  a  variety  of 
programs  and  research,  including  a  seminar  on  decision  making  for  health  and  hos- 
pital administrators,  and  a  continuing  investigation  into  the  use  of  radar  to 
forecast  large  migrations  of  birds  which  are  potential  hazards  to  flying  aircrfat. 

Among  the  major  grants  are: 

—  $61,438,  U.S.  Army  Research  Office,  Durham,  N.C. ,  to  Dr.  A.L.  Laskar, 
physics  department,  for  a  three-year  study  of  the  transport  properties  in  alkali- 
azides . 

—  $57,572  under  Title  I  of  the  1965  Higher  Education  Act  for  three  projects: 
"A  Dramatic  Arts  Workshop  for  Park  and  Recreation  Personnel"  ($5,192);  "Occupational 
Safety  and  Health  Workshops  for  State  and  Local  Government  Employes"  ($34,662);  and 
"Strategies  for  Urban  Development"  ($17,718),  which  will  investigate  solutions  to 
various  urban  problems  in  the  Greenville  metropolitan  area. 

—  $47,000,  National  Science  Foundation,  to  support  eight  continuing  graduate 
traineeships  for  studies  during  the  1972-73  academic  year.   The  award  provides  a 
$3,000  stipend  per  year  for  each  student,  and  a  cost  of  education  allowance  to  the 
university  in  place  of  tuition  and  fees. 

PLANNING  TO  RETIRE  THIS  YEAR? 

Any  Clemson  University  employee  who  is  considering  retirement  —  even 
tentatively  —  on  or  before  June  30,  1972,  should  advise  John  B.  Gentry,  the 
University  Personnel  Director,  in  writing  of  this  possibility  not  later  than  Monday, 
April  10th.   This  is  especially  important  for  those  who  are  not  yet  65  years  of 
age.   The  Personnel  Director  is  currently  collecting  information  on  optional  retire- 
ment benefits  for  each  employee  whose  record  shows  a  date  of  birth  prior  to  July  1, 
1907,  but  those  who  were  born  later  are  not  on  his  list  for  planning  conferences. 

Unnecessary  loss  of  benefits  can  result  from  late  applications.   To  be  safe, 
inquiries  about  retirement  benefits  and  the  available  options  should  be  initiated 
by  each  employee  approximately  90  days  in  advance  of  the  actual  date  of  retirement. 
Such  inquiry  does  not  obligate  anyone  to  retire  before  his  normal  retirement  date 
(at  age  65)  .

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REPORT  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  UNDER- 
GRADUATE  TEACHING 


Much  of  the  effort  of  the  Committee  during  the  current  academic  year  has 
been  applied  to  teacher  evaluation.    The  regularly  scheduled  student  evaluation 
of  undergraduate  teachers  was  administered  during  the  week  of  November  19,   1971 
Both  the  questionnaire  and  the  procedure  were  the  same  as  have  been  used  in 
previous  evaluations;  however,   it  is  anticipated  that  significant  changes  will 
be  made  prior  to  the  next  evaluation.    Toward  this  end  the  Committee  has  been 
considering  a  variety  of  possible  revisions  of  the  questionnaire  as  well  as 
several  possible  alterations  in  the  handling  and  distribution  of  the  evaluation 
results.     In  principle,  the  Committee  favors  wider  distribution  of  the  results. 
Several  plans  for  making  the  results  available  to  department  heads,  deans,  and 
the  general  student  body  are  being  considered. 

The  Committee  is  also  interested  in  assisting  teachers  by  identifying  and 
attempting  to  alleviate  situations  which  impede  or  limit  undergraduate  teaching 
effectiveness.     In  recent  years  this  has  been  partially  accomplished  by  the 
use  of  faculty  forms  moderated  by  the  Committee.    These  were  held  on  an 
individual  college  basis  with  one  college  being     covered  each  year.    This 
method  has  now  been  abandoned  in  favor  of  a  university-wide  questionnaire 
covering  a  number  of  possible  problem  areas.     It  is  hoped  that  this  questionnaire 
will  be  ready  for  distribution  by  the  end  of  March,   1972.

GRADUATE  COUNCIL  MINUTES,  MARCH  10,  1972 

The  meeting  of  the  Graduate  Council  was  called  to  order  by  Dean  Schwartz  at 
3:30  p.m.  Members  present  were:   Dr.  Camper,  Mr.  Bostic,  Dr.  Bolen,  Professor 
Means,  Dr.  Freeze,  Mr.  Mims,  Dr.  Wolla  (for  Dr.  Wolf),  Dr.  Wooten  (for  Dr.  Allen), 
and  Dr.  Lyons,  (for  Dr.  Smith). 

The  minutes  of  the  February  11,  1972  minutes  were  approved  as  distributed. 

A  subcommittee  consisting  of  Professor  Means,  chairman,  Dr.  Camper,  and  Dr. 
Freeze  was  appointed  to  study  the  proposal  for  the  establishment  of  a  Master's 
Program  submitted  by  the  School  of  Nursing. 

Dr.  Graben  presented  a  report  on  the  proposal  for  a  graduate  program  in 
Ocean  and  Coastal  Engineering  and  made  a  motion  that  the  program  be  approved  in 
principle.   Dr.  Camper  seconded  the  motion  and  it  was  passed  unanimously. 

Dr.  Graben  made  a  progress  report  for  the  subcommittee  on  Language  Require- 
ments.  Mr.  Bostic  suggested  substituting  Japanese  to  satisfy  the  language 
requirement  in  Textiles.   He  noted  that  a  vast  body  of  literature  on  textiles  is 
written  in  Japanese.   Methods  for  assessing  competence  in  the  Japanese  language  was 
discussed  at  length.   Professor  Means  suggested  that  this  matter  be  considered  by 
the  subcommittee  on  Language  Requirements.   Dean  Schwartz  indicated  that  a  graduate 
student  will  be  added  to  the  subcommittee  on  Language  Requirements  this  fall. 

The  Graduate  Council  noted  to  honor  Dr.  Allen's  request  to  remove  Forestry  607, 
Elements  of  Forestry,  from  the  curriculum. 

Genetics  601,  Genetics,  was  discussed  and  Dr.  Camper  recommended  that  it  be 
left  temporarily  in  its  present  status  -  tabled. 

Dean  Schwartz  administratively  approved  the  following  courses: 

Ag  M  652  -  Farm  Power  (replacing  Ag  E  652) 

Ag  M  660  -  Farm  and  Home  Utilities  (replacing  Ag  E  660) 

Astr  604  -  Astrodynamics  (replacing  Phys  604). 

Dean  Schwartz  requested  that  Council  members  remind  their  respective  deans 
that  the  deadline  for  submission  of  new  courses  to  be  taught  in  1972-73  academic 
year  was  December  15,  1971  for  first  semester  (1972),  and  is  October  1,  1972  for 
second  semester  (1973) .   This  will  allow  all  new  courses  to  be  included  in  pre- 
registration  procedures. 

There  being  no  further  business,  a  motion  was  made  to  adjourn,  seconded 
and  carried  unanimously.

BOARD  APPROVES  REORGANIZATION,  FACULTY  MANUAL 

At  its  March  29  meeting  in  Columbia,  the  Clemson  University  Board  of  Trustees 
approved  a  reorganizational  structure  of  the  Department  of  Social  Sciences  in  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts.   The  reorganization  calls  for  the  Department  of  Social 
Sciences  to  be  disbanded,  effective  July  1,  1972.   Effective   the  same  date,  three 
departments  will  be  established:   the  Department  of  History,  the  Department  of 
Psychology,  and  the  Department  of  Political  Science  and  Sociology. 

Future  plans  call  for  the  Department  of  Political  Science  and  Sociology  to 
be  divided,  effective  July  1,  1974,  into  two  departments  —  the  Department  of 
Political  Science  and  the  Department  of  Sociology. 

In  other  matters,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

—  approved  and  adopted  the  proposed  revision  of  the  Faculty  manual  (dated 
March,  1972). 

—  authorized  the  Administration  to  make  available  to  the  Clemson  Day  Care 
Center  four  prefab  housing  units  for  its  work  in  cooperation  with  the  College  of 
Education,  College  of  Nursing,  and  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service. 


—  amended  in  its  entirety  Paragraph  2-5  of  the  Traffic  Code  to  read  as 
follows:   "Any  eligible  person  may  register  any  motor  vehicle  whether  or  not  such 
person  is  the  owner  of  such  vehicle,  provided  the  person  registering  the  vehicle 
is  subject  to  the  same  eligibility  or  restrictions  for  registration  as  the  owner." 

—  amended  the  policy  relating  to  terminal  leave  (adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  on  Nov.  23,  1971),  to  read  as  follows:   "A  regular  employee  who  is  separated, 
regardless  of  the  reason  therefor,  after  completing  six  months  of  continuous 
employment,  shall  be  paid  in  a  lump  sum  supplement  to  his  final  regular  payment,  the 
value  of  annual  leave  accrued  but  not  taken  as  of  his  final  day  of  work;  provided , 
that  no  such  payment  for  unused  annual  leave  shall  exceed  the  value  of  the  maximum 
number  of  days  permitted  by  State  Law." 

—  authorized  the  administration  to  apply  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  for  a  grant  of  $40,000  (which  will  be  supplemented  by  $23,000 
from  the  University  and  gifts  of  plants  and  materials  totaling  $17,000) to  develop 
a  Multipurpose  Ornamental  Horticulture  Garden  for  the  Department  of  Horticulture. 
The  garden  will  provide  a  laboratory  for  students  concerned  with  ornamental 
horticulture,  environmental  education  and  nature  study. 
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SPECIAL  DEDUCTION  OF  SUMMER  INSURANCE  PREMIUMS  FOR  TEACHING  FACULTY 

The  last  salary  check  (1/18  of  contract  salary)  for  the  academic  year  1971-72 
will  be  issued  on  May  5  to  each  member  of  the  faculty  who  is  paid  on  an  academic-year 
basis.   The  Accounting  Division  will  deduct  authorized  insurance  premiums  for  the 
months  of  May,  June,  and  July  from  the  salary  checks  to  be  issued  on  May  5.   The 
August  insurance  premiums  will  be  deducted  from  the  August  31  salary  check  (the 
first  check  for  the  1972-73  academic  year). 

Any  member  of  the  teaching  faculty  who  will  not  return  for  the  1972-73  session 
may  continue  his  insurance  coverage  through  August  31,  if  he  so  desires,  by  delivering 
a  check(s)  for  the  correct  amount  of  the  August  premium(s)  to  John  B.  Gentry, 
Personnel  Director,  not  later  than  Friday,  May  5,  1972.   The  check  (or  checks)  should 
be  made  payable  to  the  insuring  organization;  not  to  Clemson  University.   Since  the 
checks  to  cover  August  insurance  premiums  will  not  be  presented  to  banks  for  payment 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  month,  they  may  be  dated  as  late  as  August  31,  1972,  if 
desired. 

Any  member  of  the  teaching  faculty  who  desires  to  cancel  or  reduce  his  insurance 
coverage  effective  in  May,  June,  or  July  must  forward  a  written  authorization  to 
the  Personnel  Director  not  later  than  April  30,  1972.

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ACADEMIC  CALENDAR  SHIFTS  ARE  TABULATED 

A  survey  of  academic  calendars  at  colleges  and  universities  shows  a 
"revolution"  taking  place,  according  to  a  report  issued  this  week  by  the 
American  Association  of  Collegiate  Registrars  and  Admissions  Officers.    The 
survey,  conducted  by  Loyd  C.  Oleson,  registrar  at  Doane  College,  found  a 
growing  shift  to  the  Early  Semester  and  4-1-4  calendars  away  from  the  Traditional 
Semester  plan.    The  survey  was  conducted  between  Feb.  8  and  Aug.   28,   1971  and 
received  usable  reports  from  2,475  institutions.    As  noted  in  the  accompanying 
table,  the  survey  sought  information  on  the  five  regular  types  of  calendars.     In 
the  table,  "previous  to  1967-68"  means  the  calendar  type  used  before  the  change 
to  the  1967-68  type.

FINAL  EXAMINATIONS 


At  the  request  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  following  reminder  is  given  to  all 
teaching  faculty.    According  to  University  regulations,   (p.   116  of  the  1971-72 
Clemson  University  Announcements  in  the  section  labelled  "Semester  Grades") 
faculty  are  required  to  give  final  examinations  to  all  students  with  a  grade  below 
A.    The  regulation  reads: 

Faculty  members  may  excuse  from  the  final  examinations  all  students 
having  the  grade  of  A  on  the  work  of  the  course  prior  to  the  final  exam- 
ination, but  for  all  other  students  written  examinations  are  required  in 
all  subjects  at  the  end  of  each  semester,  except  in  certain  laboratory 
or  practical  courses  in  which  final  examinations  are  not  deemed 
necessary  by  the  departmental  faculty. 

Complaints  forwarded  to  the  Faculty  Senate  pointed  out  that  many  teachers 
were  exempting  from  final  exams  students  whose  class  averages  were  secure,  but 
at  grades  lower  than  A.     Certain  other  teachers  were  giving  no  final  exams  to 
entire  classes,  but  on  other  grounds. 

The  Senate's  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  felt  that  uniform 
enforcement  of  this  University-wide  policy  would  alleviate  many  student  com- 
plaints,  as  well  as  faculty  dissatisfaction  with  colleagues  from  other  departments

Corning  Fiberglas  Corporation  into  three    $500  non-renewable  scholarships 
to  be  given  to  rising  sophomores  without  further  restrictions. 

7.  Keith  Hayne  Griffith  was  approved  to  receive  the  J.  H.  Cochran  Entomology 
Award . 

8.  CIBA-Geigy  has  given  permission  to  increase  their  scholarships  to  two  of 
$500    each  in  the  future. 

9.  The  committee  confirmed  the  proposed  Agricultural  Engineering  Scholarship. 

10.  Dr.  Whitten  reported  that  the  Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science 
Committee  recommended  that  income  from  the  fund  established  by  the  Norris 
family  will  be  used  to  provide  three  $800  scholarships  for  incoming  freshmen 
in  Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science,  according  to  the  provisions 
stated  in  the  will.      The  committee  accepted  this  recommendation. 

11.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  2:30  P.M. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,   FEBRUARY  8,    19  72 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Sawyer  at  4:15  P.M.     In 
editing  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  January  11 ,  some  actions  on  the  proposed 
resolution  relating  to  recent  actions  of  the  Graduate  Dean    were  omitted.    The 
Senate  requested  that  all  the  actions  be  reported,  and  they    are  as  follows: 

"Professor  J.   C.  Fanning  presented  the  proposed  resolution  to  the  Senate. 
Professor  V.  S.  Hodges  moved  to  accept  the  resolution  with  substitution  of 
the  word  'questions'  for  'deplores.'.  The  motion  was  seconded;  there  was  no 
vote.    There  followed  a  motion  by  Professor  F.J.  Keller  to  reinsert  the  word 
'deplores.'    The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  by  a  vote  of  12  to  7.    Professor 
J.  C.  Mullins  moved  to  table  the  resolution.    That  motion  was  seconded  but 
defeated.     Professor  W.  F.  Steirer  moved  to  consider  the  two  parts  of  the 
resolution  separately.    That  motion  was  seconded  but  defeated.    The  motion, 
as  it  now  reads  in  the  January  minutes,  passed  by  a  vote  of  17  to  4." 

The  minutes  of  the  January  meeting  were  approved  as  amended. 

President  Sawyer  announced  to  the  Senate  that  Margaret  Rice  and  Linda 
Skelton  from  Greenville,  Lee  Craig  and  Joe  Cameron  from  Sumter,  Harold  Musen 
from  Edisto,  and  John  Durant  for  Pee  Dee  are  the  six  representatives  for  this 
year's  off-campus  faculty  committee.     She  also  announced  that  the  Commission 
on  Higher  Education  has  placed  on  this  year's  legislative  agenda  the  recommen- 
dation that  faculty  members  of  the  state's  institutions  of  higher  learning  be 
offered  the  optional  alternative  of  TIAA/CREF  for  retirement  contributions,  rather 
than  the  present  South  Carolina  Retirement  System. 

Professor  D.  R.  LaTorre  moved  "the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  the 
faculty  to  pursue  appropriate  action  in  support  of  legislation  designed  to  make 
available  an  alternative  TIAA  retirement  plan  for  the  faculty."    The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

President  Sawyer  announced  that  a  rewrite  of  the  composition  of  the 
Computer  Advisory  Committee,  as  previously  approved  by  the  Senate  for  inclusion 
in  the  faculty  manual,  would  be  necessary.    The  rewrite  will  be  mailed  to 
Senators  for  a  mail-vote.     She  reported  also  that  the  revised  faculty  manual, 
as  it  was  approved  by  the  Senate,  is  in  the   hands  of  the  Educational  Council. 

President  Sawyer  announced  that  she  has  continued  to  follow  up  the 
Senate's  request  for  a  reduction  in  the  time   period  for  which  a  student  is 
allowed    to  drop  a  course,     and  that  she  has  been  informed  that  the  item  is  on 
the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  University  Schedule  Committee.

President  Sawyer  presented  to  Senators  for  confirmation  the  results  of  the 
mail-votes  on  three  items  as  follows.    The  Senate  voted  against  inclusion  of 
an  extra  sentence  concerning  graduate    student  welfare  in  the  description  of  the 
duties  of  the  Graduate  Council  (28  to  4)  and  voted  to  approve  statements  providing 
for  selection  of  graduate  student  representatives  for  the  Audio-Visual  Committee 
(29  to  0)  and  Graduate  Council  (27  to  1)  by  the  Graduate  Dean,  until  such  time 
that  a  graduate  student  organization  could  take  over.    There  was  a  motion  and 
second  to  confirm  the  vote.    The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

There  were  no  reports  from  the  Policy  Committee,  Welfare  Committee, 
Ad   Hoc  Committee  B,  or  Ad  Hoc  Committee  C.    Professor  F.J.  Keller,   Chairman 
of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,   stated  that  his  committee  had 
expressed  no  sentiment  to  change  the  existing  policy  on  the  period  for  allowing 
a  student  to  drop  a  course.    There  followed  a  motion  and  second  to  request  that 
the   item  be  removed  from  the  agenda  of  the  Schedule  Committee.    Professor  V.  S. 
Hodges  moved  to  amend  the  original  motion  to  call  for  deferment  of  consideration 
by    the  Schedule  Committee  for  the  time  being.    The  amended  motion  was  seconded 
and  approved  by  a  voice  vote. 

Discussion  indicated  a  continued  interest  among  Senators  on  the  problems 
relating  to  student  withdrawal  from  courses:  for  example,   students  intentionally 
registering  for  an  overload  only  to  drop  courses  later,  and  the  irregular  and 
inconsistent  manner  in  which  Withdraw-Passing  and  Withdraw-Failing  designations 
are  handled  by  individual  faculty  members.    President  Sawyer  stated  that  she  has 
been  informed  that  an  advisor's  manual  is  to  be  prepared  and  will  contain  guide- 
lines which  might  alleviate  part  of  the  first  problem.    Professor  D.  R.  LaTorre 
pointed  out  that  items  for  which  Senate  concern  had  been  expressed  in  the  past, 
such  as  the  item  on  withdrawal  from  courses,   should  not  be  dropped  just  because 
the  interest  is  presently  not  as  strong.    The  point  was  well  taken. 

Professor  N.  D.  Camper,   Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee,  reported 
the  following  information  obtained  from  inquiries  about  a  Clemson  University 
representative  in  Washington.    The  State  of  South  Carolina  is  presently 
represented  in  Washington  by  Mr.  Tom  Bendorf,  an  attorney,  who,  as  part  of 
his  duties,  represents  Clemson  University  also.     Mr.  Bendorf  will  coordinate 
his  efforts  for  research  and/or  training  grants  or  contracts    through  the  Office  of 
University  Research.    Matters  pertaining  to  building  funds  will  be  coordinated 
through  the  Office  of  Development.    Benefits  of  this  arrangement  were  pointed 
out  as  follows:    there  will  be  office  space,  secretarial  assistance,  and  conference 
rooms  available  to  individuals  from  the  University  when  in  Washington  on  official 
University  business;  and  meetings  will  be  arranged  and  appointments  scheduled 
with  the  proper  Government  personnel.    Professor  Camper  pointed  out  that  initial 
contact  with  Mr.  Bendorf  will  need  to  be  made  through  either  the  Office  of 
University  Research  or  the  Office  of  Development,  whichever  is  appropriate.

Professor  J.  D.  Fulton,   Chairman  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  on  the  faculty 
club  facility,  passed  to  Senators  results  of  the  questionnaire  recently  sent  to 
the  faculty.    He  pointed  out  that  the  information  indicates  mostly  a  "willingness 
to  pay."    While  all  the  information  is  yet  to  be  analyzed,  the  results  do  indicate 
a  positive  interest  in  the  club. 

President  Sawyer  passed  to  Senators,  as  information,  an  estimate  of  the 
reapportionment  of  Senate  seats  based  on  the  number  of  faculty  members  in  each 
college. 

The  first  item  of  new  business  was  the  presentation  and  first  reading  of 
two  proposed  resolutions  from  the  Policy  Committee.     In  keeping  with  the 
tripartite  structure  of  the  University,  that  is,  teaching,  research,  and  extension, 
and  since  79  persons  in  the  extension  program  are  now  of  faculty  status,  the 
Policy  Committee  presented  the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved  that  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Faculty  and  Faculty 
Senate  be  amended  in  those  places  that  now  refer  to  "  .  .  .the  teaching  and 
research  faculty  ..."  to  read  "  .  .  .the  teaching ,  research  and  extension  faculty.  .  . " 

Specific  reference  was  made  to  the  following  places:    1)  Paragraph  4  of 
the  Preamble  to  the  Constitution  should  be  changed  to  read  "  .  .  .in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  academic,  research,  and  extension  interests  of  the  university.  .  ."; 

2)  Article  I,  Section  1,  which  defines  the  faculty,   should  be  changed  to  read, 
"  .  .  .the  teaching,  research,  and  extension  faculty  with  the  rank  of  .  .  . " ; 

3)  Article  I,  Section  2,  which  lists  functions  of  the  faculty,   should  be  changed 
to  read,  "...  and  the  academic,  research,  and  extension  policies  of  the 
institution.  .  .";    4)  Article  II,  Section  3,  which  lists  functions  of  the  Faculty 
Senate,   should  be  changed  to  read,   "...  to  consider  policies  affecting  the 
academic,  research,  and  extension  activities  of  the  university.  .  ."  . 

The  second  resolution  read  as  follows: 

"Resolved  that:  1)  a  sixth  committee,  to  be  designated  the  Extension 
Committee,  be  added  to  the  standing  committees  of  the  Faculty  Senate;  and 
2)  the  function  of  the  Extension  Committee  shall  be  to  study  and  make  recommen- 
dations on  policies,  procedures,  and  practices  that  are  related  primarily  to 
extension , " 

Discussion  which  followed  indicated  that  a  change  in  wording  of  the  proposals 
may  be  necessary  before  a  second  reading  in  the  March  meeting  of  the  Senate. 
A  number  of  Senators  expressed  the  feeling  that  establishing  a  separate  standing 
committee  for  extension  is  not  necessary,  the  feeling  being  that  any  area  of 
concern  to  extension  could  be    properly  handled  by  one  of  the  existing  standing 
committees .

A  question  on  the  length  of  Senate  meetings  was  discussed.    A  suggestion 
was  made  to  continue  meetings  which  run  past  6:00  P.M.  the  following  week. 
An  expression  of  opinion  was  called  for.    Rules  of  order  will  be  sent  to  Senators 
for  their  information  before  the  question  will  be  discussed  further. 

As  a  result  of    a  recent  incident  indicating  inadequacies  in  Littlejohn 
Coliseum  for  concert  guests,  the  Senate  has  been  asked  to  consider  the  following 
resolution: 

"WHEREAS  present  facilities  on  campus  for  the  presentation  of  public 
performances  other  than  athletic  events  or  very  small  concerts  or  single  speakers 
are  at  present  grossly  inadequate;  and  WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  its 
March,   1966,  meeting  recognized  Clemson's  urgent  need  for  an  auditorium  which 
would  adequately  replace  and  much  improve  on  Tillman  Hall  Auditorium;  and 
WHEREAS  the  hoped  for  multi-purpose  usage  of  Littlejohn  Coliseum  is  proving 
disappointing  and  even  extremely  difficult  for  all  involved; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Faculty  Senate  most  strongly  supports  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  its  desire  for  an  auditorium  facility  and  urges  the  Administration 
to  consider  placing  such  an  auditorium  once  more  high  on  its  list  of  priorities 
for  campus  building." 

There  was  a  motion  and  second  to  accept  the  resolution;  the  motion  passed 
with  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

President  Sawyer  stated  that  a  summary  of  the  disposition  of  the  actions 
of  the  Senate  for  the  year  will  be  mailed  to  Senators  for  their  information. 

Concern  over  incidents  at  a  recent  basketball  game  was  expressed  by 
some  Senators.    Professor  J.  C.  Mullins  moved  the  following: 

"that  the  Faculty  Senate  directs  its  representative  on  the  Athletic  Council 
to  discuss  at  the  next  Athletic  Council  meeting  the  means  to  prevent  harassment 
of  opposing  coaches  and  players  at  basketball  games." 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  with  a  voice  vote. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:45  P.M.

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REPORT  OF  FACULTY  SENATE  AD  HOC  COMMITTEE  B  ON  BOOK  ORDERING 

At  the  March  21  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  on 
Book  Ordering  procedures  presented  its  final  report  and  recommendations. 
These  were  accepted  by  the  Faculty  Senate,  which  voted  to  press  for  immediate 
implementation  of  all  suggestions  for  action. 

The  report,  in  its  entirety,  reads  as  follows: 

General  Comment: 

In  the  opinion  of  this  committee  all  other  aspects  of  the  Bookstore  operation 
are  secondary  to  obtaining  textbooks  on  time  and  in  sufficient  numbers.    Too 
many  textbooks  arrive  late  at  Clemson.     It  is  imperative  that  this  situation  be 
corrected  because  it  is  disrupting  the  educational  process. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  a  student  who  is  without  texts  it  makes  little 
difference  who  is  at  fault.    The  fault  may  lie  with  his  teacher,  the  department, 
the  Bookstore  or  the  publisher,  but  ultimately  the  University  is  at  fault  if  it  does 
not  provide  texts  for  the  courses  it  offers. 

The  problem  is  a  very  large  one  but  in  principle  the  solution  is  simple  and 
obvious:    Provide  the  publishers  with  complete  accurate  orders  in  sufficient  time 
for  them  to  deliver  the  books  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  semester,  and  follow 
these  orders  with  inquiries  and    complaints  if  there  are  delays.    This  obvious 
solution  will,  however,  require  meticulous  attention  to  detail  on  the  part  of 
professors,  departments  and  the  Bookstore. 

This  report  recommends  that  the  departments  submit  their  book  orders  to 
their  dean's  office.    The  Dean's  office  then  forwards  them  to  the  Bookstore.    The 
reason  for  this  change  is  that  it  will  encourage  the  departments  to  submit  accurate 
book  orders  on  time.     Once  this  is  accomplished  the  responsibility  for  placing 
the  books   on  the  shelves  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  semester  rests  with  the 
Manager  of  the  Bookstore. 

Recommendations: 

1  .  Each  department  should  submit  its  book  order  to  the  office  of  the  dean 
of  the  school  or  college.  The  Dean's  office  should  then  forward  these 
orders  to  the  Bookstore. 

2 .      Each  department  should  appoint  a  person  to  provide  liaison  between 
the  Bookstore  and  the  department.    This  person  should  be  responsible 
for  providing  a  detailed  book  order  by  the  prescribed  date  and  for 
providing  any  additional  information  required  by  the  Bookstore.    The 
name  and  telephone  number  of  this  person  should  be  reported  to  the 
Bookstore  each  semester  on  the  book  order  form. 
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REPORT  OF  FACULTY  SENATE  AD  HOC  COMMITTEE  B  ON  BOOK  ORDERING    (Continued) 

3.  For  each  textbook  the  departmental  order  should  indicate  whether  or 
not  the  book  will  be  used  again  in  a  subsequent  semester.     Further, 
the  departmental  liaison  person  should  notify  the  Bookstore  at  any 
time  if  he  learns  that  a  textbook  will  not  be  used  again.    This  will 
allow  the  Bookstore  to  return  unused  books  to  the  publisher  for  rebate 
within  the  allowed  period. 

4.  The  Manager  of  the  Bookstore  should  immediately  contact  the  depart- 
mental liaison  person  if  book  orders  are  late  in  arriving,  incomplete 
or  ambiguous . 

5.  The  Manager  of  the  Bookstore  should  place  his  orders  to  the  publishers 
by  a  date  which  would  under  normal  circumstances  result  in  delivery 
well  before  the  first  day  of  classes.    This  would  allow  a  period  during 
which  the  Bookstore  Manager  can  follow  up  his  orders  with  telephone 
calls  and  letters  as  required  to  obtain  delivery  before  the  first  day  of 
classes  if  the  books  are  available. 

6.  The  Manager  of  the  Bookstore  should  inform  the  departments  through 
their  liaison  person  of  any  anticipated  late  arrivals. 

7.  All  books  should  be  on  the  proper  shelves  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
classes . 

8.  The  following  rigid  deadlines  should  be  adhered  to:

May  28  October  15       Departmental  orders  received  by  the  dean's 

office 
June  1  October  19       Orders  received  by  Bookstore 

July  1  November  19  All  orders  submitted  to  publishers 

August  1  December  19   Shipping  notices  received  from  all  publishers 

or  follow  up  calls  made 
August  2  December  20   Bookstore  informs  departments  of  probable  late 

arrivals 
August  10  December  28  Books  on  shelves  in  Bookstore 

9.  During  the  summer  of  1972  a  member  of  the  Faculty  Senate  appointed    by 
the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  will  determine  whether  these  deadlines 
are  being  met.    This  appointee  will  make  a  report  to  the  President  of  the 
Faculty  Senate,  who  will  then  determine  whether  further  action  is  required.

Durham  reported  on  the  formation  of  a  group  interested  in  exploring  new 
instructional  methods.    He  said  he  was  surveying  a  number  of  people  to  determine 
their  interest  in  weekly  or  monthly  luncheon  meetings  to  promote  an  interchange 
of  ideas  regarding  new  instructional  approaches.

(3)  to  establish  a  centralized  audio-visual  equipment  loan  facility  which  would 
supplement  equipment  which  departments  already  own  and  offer  repair  on  their 
equipment  as  well  as  on  the  new  equipment. 

After  considerable  discussion.  Chairman  Jutras  asked  Mrs.  Watkins'  sub- 
committee to  prepare  a  recommendation  generally  following  the  lines  of  the  third 
alternative.

Sam  Wang,  Chairman  of  the  Sub-committee  on  Academic  Communications 
Courses,  reported  that  his  committee  had  mailed  a  questionnaire  to  all  faculty- 
members  inquiring  about  their  interest  in  and  evaluation  of  the  need     for  such 
courses.    The  questionnaires  were  returning,  Wang  stated,  however  as  yet  his 
committee  had  no  opportunity  to  summarize  the  returns.

Communications  Center  Services  until  the  March  meeting.

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PICKENS'  PAPERS  PRESENTED  TO  LIBRARY  Continued 

Among  the  papers  are  letters  to  and  from  Gen.  Pickens  in  the  late  18th  and  early 
19th  centuries.   The  collection  is  concentrated  particularly  in  Pickens'  military 
correspondence  with  the  southern  commander.  Gen.  Nathanael  Greene,  in  1781-1782, 
during  the  campaigns  in  the  Carolinas .   There  are  also  scattered  letters  on  family 
and  business  matters  in  the  post-war  period,  a  plat  of  Pickens'  landholdings ,  and 
typed  copies  of  the  wills  of  Pickens  and  his  father. 

Mrs.  Waring  is  the  author  of  "The  Fighting  Elder:   Andrew  Pickens,  1739-1817," 
published  in  1962. 

FRESHMAN  AWARDED  MARGARET  B.  POOLE  SCHOLARSHIP 

The  first  "Delta  Delta  Delta  Margaret  B.  Poole  Scholarship"  at  Clemson  University 
has  been  awarded  to  Miss  Mary  Rose  Paradis,  freshman  zoology  major  from  Columbia. 
The  $300  award,  which  is  named  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Margaret  B.  Poole,  widow  of  former 
president  of  the  University  Dr.  Robert  F.  Poole,  is  to  be  given  annually  by  Clemson' s 
Beta  Theta  chapter  of  Delta  Delta  Delta  sorority. 

A  drop-in  was  held  in  Barnett  Hall  for  Miss  Paradis  and  Mrs.  Poole,  who  is 
a  close  friend  and  advisor  to  the  chapter.   It  was  attended  by  various  academic  and 
student  dignitaries,  including  President  Robert  C.  Edwards  and  student  body  president 
Sam  F.  Crews. 

Miss  Paradis  is  now  eligible  for  competition  for  a  Delta  Delta  Delta  national 
scholarship  of  $1,000. 

REDFERN  HEALTH  CENTER 

Among  the  Redfern  Health  Center  staff  members  attending  the  15th  annual  meeting 
of  the  American  College  Health  Association  in  Atlanta,  Ga. ,  April  4-7  were  Dr. 
Judson  E.  Hair  (Dir) ,  Dr.  Donald  K.  Freeman  (Student  Mental  Health  Program  Dir  and 
Lecturer  -  Consultant  in  Nursing  and  Psychology),  and  Mrs.  Ruth  D.  Durham  (Dir,  Nurses), 
Theme  of  the  conference  was  "Resources  for  Health."  For  several  years  the  problems 
of  health  care  and  health  service  delivery  have  been  matters  of  national  concern. 
Most  observers  expect  this  concern  will  culminate  in  a  basic  reorganization  of 
health  service  delivery  and  financing  in  the  U.S. 

With  a  focal  point  on  College  and  University  Health  Services,  Dr.  Hair  presented 
a  speech  on  "The  Relationship  of  the  Health  Maintenance  Organizations  to  the  College 
and  University  Health  Service  in  the  Rural  Setting."  He  pointed  out  some  of  the 
shortcomings  of  the  present  health  maintenance  organizations  and  offered  a  format 
for  improvement. 

Dr.  Freeman  presented  a  discussion  of  "The  Incidence  and  Variety  of  Sleep 
Disturbances  Among  College  Students"  to  a  Mental  Health  Section  session  at  the  meeting. 
Co-authored  by  Spurgeon  N.  Cole  (Assoc  Prof  Psychology  and  Consultant  to  the  Mental 
Health  Program),  the  presentation  incorporated  the  latest  findings  in  sleep  and  dream 
research,  clinical  experience  on  this  campus,  and  a  sleep  habit  and  attitude  survey  of 
190  Clemson  students. 

Mrs.  Durham  was  co-chairman  of  the  program  committee  for  the  Nursing  Section  at 
the  meeting,  and  also  served  as  chairman  of  local  arrangements  for  the  Nursing 
Section  luncheon. 
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BASIC  SAILING  COURSE  OFFERED 

The  YMCA  will  offer  a  basic  sailing  course  that  will  be  taught  at  the  YMCA 
Beach  >fay  8-19.   The  18-hour  course  will  be  limited  to  the  first  12  people  who 
sign  up  at  the  YMCA  desk  (8:30  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  daily)  at  the  Holtzendorff  YMCA 
Center.   Requirements  are  that  participants  must  be  able  to  swim  10  minutes 
fully  clothed  and  be  16  years  of  age  or  older.   Prams,  Penguins  and  Sloops  will 
be  used.   It  is  not  necessary  to  have  a  boat  in  order  to  participate.   Cost  of 
the  course  is  $6.00  per  person.   Upon  completion  of  the  course,  University  faculty 
and  staff  members  will  be  permitted  to  use  the  Sailing  Club's  boats  during  the 
summer. 


MINUTES  OF  THE  ADMINISTRATION-FACULTY-STUDENT  COUNCIL  MEETING,  MARCH  3,  1972 

Chairman  Joseph  Hutchinson  called  the  regular  meeting  of  AFSC  to  order  at 
12:20  p.m.  in  the  Student  Government  Conference  Room.   Those  present  were:   Chairman 
Joseph  Hutchinson,  Corinne  Sawyer,  John  Marshall,  Vernon  Hodges,  Fred  Keller,  M.N. 
Lomax  and  Secretary  George  Moore.   Absent  were:   General  A.W.  Rigsby,  Angle  Prince 
and  E.H.  McCarter. 

The  principal  topic  of  discussion  was  the  class  attendance  regulations.  The 
Faculty  Senate  is  soon  to  consider  a  bill  presented  them  by  the  Student  Senate 
suggesting  some  liberalization  of  the  regulations. 

ACTION ;  Mr.  Marshall's  motion  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  February  18, 
be  approved  as  distributed  was  seconded  and  passed.

POLICY  CHANGE  BY  STATE  EMPLOYEES'  CREDIT  UNION 

Prior  to  January  1972,  participation  in  the  State  Employees'  Cooperative  Credit 
Union  was  limited  to  meinbers  of  the  S.C.  State  Employees'  Association,  but 
Association  membership  is  no  longer  required  for  enrollment  in  the  Credit  Union. 

Loans  for  the  purchase  of  new  automobiles  are  currently  being  made  by  the  Credit 
Union  to  established  Clemson  employees  at  an  interest  rate  of  3/4  of  1  per  cent  per 
month  of  the  unpaid  balance.   Loans  may  cover  as  much  as  75  per  cent  of  the  delivered 
list  price  of  the  car  and  may  be  extended  over  36  months.   Closing  costs  are 
nominal,  and  the  borrower  may  purchase  the  required  insurance  from  aity  company 
licensed  by  the  S.C.  Insurance  Commission. 

Earnings  of  the  Credit  Union  are  never  guaranteed,  but  six  per  cent  (6%) 

interest  was  paid  in  January  on  deposits  for  the  year  1971.   Deposits  made  before 

a  member  attains  age  55  also  provide  group  life  insurance  without  cost  equal  to  the 

total  on  deposit,  up  to  $2,000.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  MARCH  21,   1972 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Sawyer  at  4:17  p.m.    The 
minutes  of  the  February  meeting  were  approved  as  circulated  by  mail. 

President  Sawyer  announced  that,  at  present,  no  action  has  been  taken  on 
the  Senate  request  for  establishment  of  a  faculty  committee  to  support  political 
action  on  a  new  retirement  plan  for  State  employees.    She  further  announced  that 
the  report  of  the  Southern  Association's  Visitation  Committee  has  been  sent  to 
Clemson,  and  that  copies  of  the  report  will  be  sent  to  every  dean  and  department 
head  this  week.    Faculty  members  may  read  the  report,  but  are  reminded  that 
until  it  has  been    approved  by  the  Southern  Association,  its  comments  are 
considered  confidential.    The  administration  will  be  seeking  solutions  to  some 
of  the  problems  on  which  the  Visiting  Committee  recommended  action  in  that 
report . 

The  first  item  of  old  business  was  confirmation  of  the  results  of  a  mail-vote 
on  rewording  the  description  of  the  Computer  Advisory  Committee  which  is  to  go 
in  the  faculty  manual: 

Computer  Advisory  Committee.    This  committee  consists  of  the  Director  of 
the  Computer  Center,  ex  officio;  one  member  from  each  college,  nominated 
by  the  dean  of  the  college  and  appointed  by  the  Dean  of  the  University  for 
a  term  of  three  years;  and  two  students,  one  undergraduate  and  one  graduate, 
appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year  by  the  Dean  of  the  University  after  consulta- 
tion respectively  with  the  Dean  of  Undergraduate  Studies  and  the  Dean  of 
Graduate  Studies  and  University  Research. 

In  addition,  one  representative  from  each  of  the  following  areas  is  invited 
to  serve  on  this  committee:  Business  and  Finance,  Development,  and 
Student  Affairs.    The  committee  elects  its  chairman  annually. 

Standing  subcommittees  may  be  created  by  the  chairman  in  consultation  with 
the  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  and  University  Research  and  may  include 
individuals  who  are  not  members  of  the  Computer  Advisory  Committee.    Two 
of  these  standing  committees  shall  be:    (1)  a  technical  advisory  committee 
to  assist  in  long  range  planning  concerning  computer  hardware  and  staff 
requirements  in  the  Computer  Center;  and  (2)  an  operations  committee  to 
make  recommendations  regarding  operational  procedures  and  the  acquisition 
of  software  packages. 

The  committee  advises  the  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  and  University  Research 
on  needs  of  the  Computer  Center,  Computer  Center  policies,  and  on  such 
other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  faculty,  administration,  or 
students . 
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The  Senate  approved  the  description  by  a  mail-vote  of  26  to  1 .     Confir- 
mation was  indicated  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Two  proposed  amendments  to  the  faculty  manual  were  unanimously  approved 
as  follows:    Inclusion  of  the  Dean* of  Liberal  Arts  in  the  membership  of  the  Fine 
Arts  Committee;  and  substitution  of  the  phrase  "the  appropriate  administrative 
officer"  for  "the  dean"  in  citing  the  authority  who  can  give  permission  for  any 
staff  member  at  Clemson,  faculty  or  otherwise,  to  enroll  in  graduate  courses. 

The  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Faculty 
and  Faculty  Senate,  which  were  introduced  at  the  February  8    meeting,  were 
reintroduced  for  action.    The  amendment  calling  for  replacement  of  the  phrase 
"the  teaching  and  research  faculty"  with  "the    teaching,  research,  and  extension 
faculty"  was  unanimously  approved.    The    latter  amendment  will  be  brought  before 
the  entire  faculty  for  consideration  in  May.    The  amendment  calling  for  addition 
of  a  sixth  committee,  to  be  designated  the  Extension  Committee,  to  the  standing 
committees  of  the  Faculty  Senate  was  rejected  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Professor  V.  S.  Hodges,  who  has  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Student 
Relations  Committee  for  its  one-year  trial  period  of  operation,  reported  to  the 
Senate  the  activities  of  that  committee.    Professor  Hodges  stated  that  the 
Committee  had  served  a  worthwhile  purpose  in  hearing  appeals  from  students. 
On  the  basis  of  the  report  and  recommendations  of  Professor  Hodges,  the  Senate 
unanimously  approved  a  motion  to  continue  operation  of  the  Committee  for  another 
one-year  trial  period ,  and  further  to  allow  each  member  of  the  Committee  to 
designate  an  alternate  to  attend  the  meetings  if  it  became  necessary. 

Professor  Hodges  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  W.  F.  Steirer,  adoption 
of  the  following  suggested  wording  of  the  "Forgiveable  Grade": 

First-time  college  students  who  reschedule  courses  that  were  passed  or 
failed  in  their  first  semester  and  contiguous  summer  sessions  will  have  their 
grade-point  ratio  re-calculated  to  reflect  only  the  grade  obtained  on  the  first 
re-attempt  in  courses  which  have  been  repeated.    Should  a  course  be  discontinued, 
the  department  which  taught  the  original  course  may  permit  a  student  to  take  a 
similar  course  for  the  purpose  of  raising  his  grade-point  ratio  in  this  fashion. 

To  qualify  for  re-calculation  as  provided  in  this  regulation,  a  student  must 
repeat  the  course  previously  passed  or  failed  no  later  than  the  next  semester 
(following  his  first  semester)  in  which  the  student  is  enrolled  and  the  course  is 
taught.    It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  a  student,  who  thus  elects  to  repeat  a 
course,  to  notify  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Registration  during  the  semester 
or  summer  session  in  which  the  course  is  repeated. 
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A  substitute  motion  to  eliminate  the  "Forgiveable  Grade"  was  presented 
by  Professor  J.  C.  MuUins,  seconded,  and  defeated.    The  original  motion  passed 
unanimously.    Professor  MuUins  then  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  Hodges,  that 
the  regulation  be  implemented  at  the  earliest  possible  date.    This  motion  also 
passed  unanimously. 

There  were  no  reports  from  the  Policy  Committee  or  Research  Committee. 
Professor  F.  J.  Keller,  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee, 
reported  on  committee  activities  for  the  year.    The  committee  has  looked  into  the 
matters  of  the  four  week  period  allowed  for  dropping  a  course,  current  use  of 
"Withdraw-Pass"  and  "Withdraw-Fail"  designations,  maximum  recommended  credit 
loads  as  determined  by  the  Grade-Point  Ratio,  and  current  regulations  concerning 
optional  final  examinations;  the  committee  agrees  with  present  regulations  governing 
these  items  and  therefore  recommended  no  change.    The  committee    has  also 
addressed  itself  to  current  policy  dealing  with  changing  rules  pertaining  to 
admission,  instruction,  and  graduation,  as  specified  on  page  22  of  the  Graduate 
School  Announcements.    Since  a  subcommittee  of  the  Graduate  Council  is  also 
looking  into  the  matter,  the  committee  recommended  delay    of  further  consideration 
pending  a  report  from  that  subcommittee.    Professor  Keller  reported  that  his 
committee  had  been  asked  to  make  a  recommendation  concerning  a  Student  Senate 
resolution  requesting  more  unexcused  class  absences  than  currently  allowed. 
While  the  committee  realized  that  the  resolution  has  merit  in  that  it  points  out 
certain  inconsistencies  in  the  manner  in  which  unexcused  absences  are  currently 
handled,  they  expressed  disapproval  of  the  principle  of  increasing  the  number  of 
unexcused  absences  and  thus,  disapprove  of  the  resolution  as  it  is  currently 
written.    However,  the  matter  is  to  be  passed  on  to  the    Admissions  and  Scholar- 
ship Committee  of  the  1972-73  Senate,  who  are  requested  to  propose  an  alternate 
wording. 

Professor  W.  E.  Castro,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  reported  that 
Professor  C.  O.  Shuler  of  the  Industrial  Management  Department    was  given  a 
vote  of  confidence  by  the  committee  in  his  effort  to  obtain  justification  for  a 
Health  Maintenance  Organization  at  Clemson  University.      Such  a  program  would 
allow  total  medical  care  (with  the  exception  of  dental  and  psychiatric  care)  for 
a  family  of  four  for  the  sum  of  $600  annually.    A  major  advantage  pointed  out  was 
that  of  making  available  a  local  emergency  out-patient  facility.    The  committee  has 
also  addressed  itself  to  the  matter  of  restricting  some  university  tennis  courts  for 
faculty  use  only,  but  has  taken  no  action.    Professor  Castro  suggested  that  if  the 
Senate  were  still  interested,  the  item  could  be  passed  on  to  the  Welfare  Committee 
of  the  1972-73  Senate. 

Professor  J.  D.  Fulton,  Chairman  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  on  the  faculty  club 
facility,  answered  questions  concerning  a  final  report  which  was  mailed  to  Senators 
earlier.    With  that  report  came  the  recommendation  that  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  be 
retained  as  part  of  the  Faculty  Senate  for  1972-73.    A  motion,  and  second,  to 
recommend  the  committee  to  the  1972-73  Senate  carried. 
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Professor  M.  D.  Sherrill  presented  the  final  report  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B 
on  the  book  ordering  system  of  the  University  Book  Store.    The  report  contained 
ten  recommendations  which,  if  implemented,  would  improve  book  ordering 
procedures.    In  addition  to  the  report.  Professor  Sherrill  informed  the  Senate  that: 
1)  the  space  occupied  by  the  book  store  is  to  be  expanded  this  year;    2)  three 
additional  persons  are  to  be  added  to  the  staff  operating  the  book  store;  3)  a  stock 
clerk  is  to  be  employed  full  time;    4)  and  renovations  in  record  keeping  are  to  be 
made.    There  was  a  motion  and  second  to  accept  the  recommendations  in  the 
report,  to  request  their  implementation  and  to  request  that  the  entire  report  be 
printed  as  a  separate  item  in  the  Clemson  Newsletter.    The  motion  passed  unan- 
imously. 

Professor  E.  A.  Freeman,  Chairman  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  C  on  planning  and 
development,  answered  questions  pertaining  to  an  extensive  informational  report 
previously  distributed  to  senators  by  mail.    No  action  was  necessary  on  the  report. 

Professor  W.  F.  Steirer,  Chairman  of  the  interim  committee  on  off-campus 
faculty,  reported  that  the  committee  had  met  and  had  established  its  procedures 
for  operation. 

Appreciation  and  commendation  was  expressed  by  President  Sawyer  to  the 
committees  and  committee  chairmen  for  their  good  work. 

The  first  item  of  new  business  was  the  presentation,  by  the    Admissions  and 
Scholarship  Committee,  of  a  resolution  to  replace  the  existing  paragraph  (labeled 
(4),  on  page  120)  of  the  Clemson  University  Announcements  concerning  earning 
course  credit  by  special  examination.    The  feeling  expressed  was  that  the  present 
regulation  presents  certain  problems;  there  is  much  difficulty  in  determining  a 
letter  grade  on  the  basis  of  a  single  examination,  and  a  student  is  presently 
allowed  to  stand  a  special  examination  for  the  same  course  more  than  once.    The 
resolution  reads  as  follows: 

RESOLVED,  That  the  paragraph  labeled  (4)  on  page  120  of  the  1971-72 
Clemson  University  Announcements  be  replaced  by  the  following: 
(4)  A  grade  of  either  pass  or  fail  will  be  determined  by  the  instructor 
concerned  on  the  basis  of  the  examination.    A  grade  of  pass  means  that 
the  student  will  receive  credit  for  having  taken  and  passed  the  course 
and  that  the  appropriate  number  of  "hours  taken"  and  "hours  earned" 
will  be  entered  on  his  transcript.    A  grade  of  fail  means  that  the  student 
must  take  and  pass  the  course  in  the  ordinary  fashion  in  order  to  receive 
credit  for  it.    In  either  case  the  examination  will  have  no  effect  on  the 
student's  GPR.    A  student  may  take  a  special  examination  for  a  given 
course  only  once . 

A  motion  to  accept  the  resolution  was  seconded  and  passed  unanimously. 
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Professor  F.  J.  Keller  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED,  That  graduating  seniors  who  are  passing  a  given  course  on 
the  last  day  of  classes  be  given  a  grade  on  the  basis  of  work  to  that 
time  and  not  be  required  to  stand  a  final  exam.    If  the  student  is  failing 
the  course,  or  has  an  insufficient  GPR  based  on  work  to  that  time,  or 
requests  the  privilege  of  taking  the    final  exam,  then  he  will  not  receive 
his  diploma  at  the  graduation  exercises.    Grades  for  graduating  seniors 
should  be  turned  in  to  the  Registrar  by  10:00  A.M.  on  the  Monday  follow- 
ing the  last  day  of  classes  (Friday)  and  commencement  should  be  held  on 
the  following  Friday. 

The  motion  was  seconded.    Professor  W.  E.  Johnson  moved,   seconded  by 
Professor  R.  A.  Godbout,  to  amend  the  original  resolution  to  call  for  setting  the 
day  for  graduation  as  the  Saturday  following  the  last  day  of  classes.    The  motion 
was  defeated  by  voice  vote.    Professor  W.  E.  Castro  moved  to  table  the  motion. 
That  motion  was  seconded  and  defeated  by  a  vote  of  13  to  15.    Professor  J.  C. 
MuUins  called  for  the  question  and  the  original  motion  was  defeated. 

Professor  N.  D.  Camper  presented  a  proposed  resolution  from  the  Research 
Committee  concerning  operational  policies  being  established    by  service  organi- 
zations on  campus  without  consultation  with  faculty  and  staff  affected  by  these 
policies.    Specific  examples  were  cited  wherein  the  efficiency  of  teaching, 
research,  and  extension  activities  had  been  adversely  affected  by  such  lack  of 
communication.    Professor  Camper  stressed  the  point  that  the  faculty  desires  only 
to  be  consulted,  and  not  to  set  policies.    Professor  Camper  moved  adoption  of  the 
resolution  which  reads  as  follows: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Faculty  Senate:    (a)  disagrees  stronaly  with  the 
establishment  of  operating  procedures  and  policies  by  the  various  University 
service  organizations  such  as  Accounting,  Purchasing,  Physical  Plant 
Division,  Central  Office  Services,  Central  Stores,  Computer  Center,  and 
the  Personnel  Division,  without  prior  consultation  with  faculty  members 
and  departments  affected,  and  without  proper  communications  concerning 
such  policies;    (b)  recommends  that  in  the  future  when  operating  procedures 
and  policies  are  to  be  revised  or  new  ones  established  that  the  faculty 
and  departments  or  their  representatives  be  consulted  for  comments  and 
suggestions  and  that  communications  concerning  policy  changes  or  estab- 
lishment be  improved. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and,  following,  discussion,  passed  unanimously. 
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Professor  F.  J.  Keller  moved  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  concerning  transfer 
credit  for  students  from  Technical  Education  Centers.    The  spirit  in  which  the 
resolution  was  presented  was  that  the  same  degree  of  scrutiny,  at  least,  be 
applied  to  acceptance  of  transfer  credit  from  technical  schools  as  is  applied  to 
that  from  other  universities.    The  motion  was  seconded.    Professor  D.  R.  LaTorre 
then  moved  the  adoption  of  a  substitute  wording  which  reads  as  follows: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Faculty  Senate  endorses  the  principle  of  allowing 
transfer  students  from  TEC  and  similar  institutions  full  credit  for  university- 
level  work  that  they  have  completed. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  however,  that  the  Faculty  Senate  strongly  dis- 
approves blanket  approval  of  large  numbers  of  transfer  courses  from  any 
institutions  to  replace  courses  at  Clemson  University  without  some  mech- 
anism for  evaluation  of  course  equivalency.    The  Faculty  Senate,  therefore, 
urges  the  University  Curriculum  Committee  to  take  great  care  in  maintaining 
Clemson  University's  academic  standards  while  determining  the  mechanism 
by  which  such  transfers  from  TEC  institutions  can  best  be  accomplished. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  unanimously. 

President  Sawyer  called  attention  to  an  informational  sheet  containing 
discount  rates  at  Disneyland  and  Disney  World  for  organizations  with  500  or 
more  personnel.    An  expression  of  interest  was  called  for  and  the  Senate  requested 
that  President  Sawyer  fill  out  the  necessary  application  forms  to  make  the  dis- 
counts available  to  Clemson  faculty  and  staff. 

President  Sawyer  expressed  her  sincere  appreciation  to  the  1971-72 
Faculty  Senate  for  their  work. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:50  p.m.

CIVIL  ENGINEERING 


Rudolf  E.  EUing  (Assoc  Prof)  with  W.  Flugge  (Dept  of  Applied  Mechanics, 
Stanford  University)  published  a  paper  entitled  "Singular  Solutions  for  Shallow

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RECORD  NUMBER  GRADUATES  FROM  UNIVERSITY 

Clemson  University  reached  an  educational  milestone  by  awarding  its  25,000th 
degree  at  76th  Commencement  exercises.   A  total  833  degrees,  also  a  Clemson  record, 
were  presented.   Recipient  of  the  25,000th  diploma,  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  in 
secondary  education,  was  James  M.  Sterling  of  Newberry. 

Clemson  President  Robert  C.  Edwards  conferred  seven  associate  in  arts,  713 
bachelor,  106  master  and  seven  doctoral  degrees.   Clemson  has  awarded  1,579  degrees 
since  graduation  a  year  ago  and  25,673  in  its  history.  (Continued  on  page  2.)

Two  hundred  and  eleven  students  —  about  25  per  cent  of  the  graduating  class  — 
were  cited  for  outstanding  scholastic  achievement.   One  hundred  and  nineteen  cadets 
were  commissioned  second  lieutenants. 

Seventeen  students  were  graduated  with  highest  honor,  which  requires  a  cumulative 
grade  point  average  of  3.8  to  4.0  (4.0  is  all  A's). 

One  of  Clemson's  top  awards,  the  Norris  Medal  for  best  all-around  student,  went 
to  Joseph  F.  Anderson  Jr. ,  political  science  major  from  Edgefield. 

The  faculty  scholarship  award  for  the  graduate  with  the  highest  academic 
achievement  went  to  Annie  Bailes  Brown,  elementary  education  major  from  Walhalla  who 
had  a  perfect  4.0  grade  point  average. 

SIX  PROFESSORS  EARN  EMERITUS  TITLES 

Six  professors  whose  service  to  the  University  totals  almost  two  centuries  were 
awarded  emeritus  titles  May  4  during  special  faculty  recognition  ceremonies. 

Named  associate  professor  emeritus  of  agricultural  education  was  William  C. 
Bowen,  a  Pickens  native  and  Clemson  graduate  ('32)  retiring  after  38  years.   He  is 
the  author  of  several  publications  on  forest  management  and  an  expert  on  tree  planting, 
insects  and  diseases. 

William  J.  Barker,  faculty  member  since  1942,  received  the  title  of  professor 
emeritus  of  forestry.   Born  in  Alamance  County,  N.C.  ,  Barker  has  been  a  regular  con- 
tributor to  "The  Progressive  Farmer"  and  has  authored  numerous  publications  on  forest 
management,  marketing  and  protection. 

A  Mullins  native,  Herman  N.  Felder  Jr.,  was  named  associate  professor  emeritus 
of  English.   He  began  teaching  at  Clemson  in  1946  following  10  years  as  a  junior 
college  instructor.   Felder  was  also  a  South  Carolina  school  principal  from  1930-35. 

Retiring  after  29  years,  Edward  L.  Stanley  was  given  the  title  of  associate 
professor  emeritus  of  mathematical  sciences.   Stanley  is  a  native  of  Oneida,  Tenn. , 
and  former  teacher,  principal,  and  superintendent  in  Tennessee  public  schools. 

Edward  C.  Coker  Jr.  received  the  title  of  associate  professor  emeritus  of 
mathematical  sciences.   Coker,  born  in  Rock  Hill,  taught  five  years  in  Columbia  and 
Greenville  schools  before  coming  to  Clemson  in  1936. 

Kenneth  L.  Wood,  born  in  Albion,  N.Y.  ,  was  named  associate  professor  emeritus  of 
physics.   His  36-year  teaching  career  includes  positions  at  Western  Carolina 
University  and  Carson  Newman  College. 

PHYSICAL  PLANT  DIVISION  PROMOTES  DILLARD 

Sam  A.  Dillard  of  Westminster,  now  in  his  10th  year  with  the  University's  physical 
plant  division,  has  been  promoted  to  resident  construction  engineer.  Since  1965  Dillard 
has  been  supervisor  of  preventive  maintenance  with  the  physical  plant  division.   He 
joined  the  staff  in  April,  1963,  as  maintenance  mechanic.

In  his  new  position,  Dillard's  primary  function  will  be  to  serve  in  a  liaison 
capacity  between  the  University  and  contractors  and  architects  on  new  campus 
construction. 


STEARNS  APPOINTED  HEAD  OF  TEXTILES 

Dr.  Edwin  I.  Stearns  of  New  Jersey,  the  research  scientist  who  pioneered  the 
use  of  computers  in  color  matching,  will  become  the  new  head  of  the  department  of 
textiles  at  Clemson  University  July  1.   Stearns,  considered  among  the  world's 
authorities  in  color  science  and  dyes  tuffs,  is  currently  a  research  associate 
with  American  Cyanamid  Company's  plant  at  Bound  Brook,  N.J.   He  joined  the  company 
as  a  student  trainee  in  1933. 

His  Clemson  appointment  is  announced  by  Dr.  Wallace  D.  Trevillian,  dean  of  the 
College  of  Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science.   "Dr.  Stearns  is  joining  the 
field  of  higher  education  after  a  brilliant  39-year  career  in  industry,"  said  Dean 
Trevillian.   "He  will  be  a  strong  asset  to  our  program." 

Stearns  received  his  Ph.  D.  from  Rutgers  University  ('45),  with  a  major  in 
physical  chemistry  and  minor  in  organic  chemistry.   His  membership  in  scholastic 
fraternities  includes  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Sigma  Xi,  Tau  Beta  Pi,  and  Alpha  Chi  Sigma. 

HURST  RECEIVES  CITATION 

Dean  Victor  Hurst,  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs,  is  recipient  of  a 
special  citation  by  the  Clemson  Chapter  of  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors  (AAUP)  for  his  work  during  the  past  two  years  on  revision  of  the 
University's  Faculty  Manual.   The  award,  first  of  its  kind  in  the  chapter's  history, 
is  for  "his  outstanding  contributions  to  increasing  the  voice  of  Clemson' s  faculty 
in  matters  of  university  governance." 

S.C.  RETIREMENT  LAW  AMENDED  TO  CREDIT  MILITARY  SERVICE 

On  March  16,  1972,  State  Law  was  amended  to  make  it  possible  for  a  member  of  the 
S.C.  Retirement  System  to  establish  credit  for  military  service  completed  prior  to 
enrollment  in  the  System.   Formerly  military  service  could  be  credited  only  (a)  if  it 
had  been  performed  subsequent  to  State  employment  and  (b)  if  the  member  had  returned  to 
covered  State  employment  within  two  years  after  separation  from  active  duty. 

The  following  conditions  must  be  met  for  this  credit  to  be  established: 

(1)  The  member  must  complete  two  years  of  active  employment  as  a  member  of  the 
S.C.  Retirement  System  for  each  year  of  previous  military  service  to  be  credited. 

(2)  The  member  must  have  been  separated  from  military  service  under  conditions 
other  than  dishonorable. 

(3)  The  member  must  apply  directly  to  the  S.C.  Retirement  System  for  credit  for 
such  military  service,  and  furnish  two  documents:   (1)  a  certified  copy  of  the  military 
discharge  showing  the  dates  of  active  military  service,  and  (2)  a  certificate  from 

the  appropriate  employer  showing  the  date  he  (or  she)  first  became  a  member  of  the  S.C. 
Retirement  System  and  the  monthly  rate  of  earnable  compensation  effective  on  that  date. 
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S.C.  RETIREMENT  LAW  AMENDED  TO  CREDIT  MILITARY  SERVICE  Continued 

(4)  The  member  must  make  a  single  lump-sum  payment,  prior  to  death  or  retire- 
ment, of  all  employee  contributions  he  would  have  been  required  to  make  for  the  period 
to  be  so  credited  had  he  been  employed  at  the  rate  of  his  earnable  compensation  when 
he  first  became  a  member  of  the  S.C.  Retirement  System,  plus  regular  interest  from 
the  date  the  contributions  would  have  been  made  to  the  date  the  lump-sum  payment 

is  make. 

(5)  No  contributions  are  required  to  establish  credit  for  service  prior  to 
July  1,  1945,  but  such  prior  service  cannot  be  credited  separately  from  all 
eligible  service  performed  after  June  30,  1945  (for  which  appropriate  payment  must 
be  made) . 

(6)  No  member  may  receive  credit  in  the  S.C.  Retirement  System  for  more  than 
six  years  of  military  service.

2.  Termination  of  Ad  Hoc  Committees: 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  the  Use  of  the  Library 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  Investigate  Library  Orientation 

Mr.  Gourlay  reported  that  a  draft  of  the  Freshman  slide-tape  orientation 
lecture  had  been  given  to  Mr.  Harry     Durham  for  his  criticism  and  suggestions. 
Also,  he  had  obtained  from  Mr.  Durham  a  list  of  the  equipment  items  needed  and 
had  submitted  this  list  in  a  budget  request. 

3.  Placing  of  Books  in  Storage 

Dr.  Jutras  submitted  a  proposal  regarding  this  matter  which,  after  discussion 
and  some  modification,  was  adopted  as  follows: 

Proposal;   That  the  Library  Committee  and  the  appropriate  Library  Staff  institute 
a  review  of  the  holdings  in  the  Science  and  Technology  Division  of  the  Library, 
in  order  to  cull  unnecessary  surplus,  or  out-of-date  (but  not  historically- 
significant)  texts,  books  or  monographs. 

The  Library  Committee  will  contact,  through  the  appropriate  academic  dean, 
the  department  head  of  each  discipline  involved,  requesting  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  members  of  that  discipline  to  work  with  Mrs.  Peggy  Cover  in  advising 
on  which  texts  should  be  retained  and  which  should  be  placed  in  storage.    A 
faculty  or  staff  member  would  be  able  to  have  a  book  retrieved  from  storage  and 
placed  in  the  stacks  at  any  time. 

Opportunities  will  be  provided  to  other  staff  in  the  discipline  involved  or 
in  related  disciplines  to  review  the  committees'  decisions  prior  to  final  action. 
Details  of  these  operations  will  be  coordinated  by  Mrs.   Cover  and  carried  out 
under  Mr.  Gourlay' s  supervision. 

4.  Library  Security

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DR.  SKOVE  APPOINTED  ALUMNI  PROFESSOR 

Dr.  Malcolm  J.  Skove,  a  former  Fulbright  lecturer,  has  been  named  Alumni

"I  have  always  considered  the  Alumni  Professorship  program  as  one  of  the  most 
worthwhile  activities  of  the  Alumni  Association  because  it  helps  the  university 
reward  outstanding  teachers  in  a  way  that  could  not  otherwise  be  done."

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  APRIL  11,   1972 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:17  p.m.  by  President  Sawyer.    The 
minutes  of  the  March  meeting  were  approved  as  circulated.    President  Sawyer 
introduced  newly  elected  Senators  and  announced  that  a  committee,  consisting 
of  one  member  from  each  college,  had  been  appointed  as  requested  by  the  Senate 
to  support  legislative  action  on  an  alternative  retirement  plan  for  university 
teachers.     She  further  announced  that  Vice  President  M.  A.  Wilson  and  his 
staff  had  held  a  series  of  meetings  following  the  Senate's  request  in  the  March 
meeting  for  improved  communications;  Vice  President  Wilson  had  assured  the 
Senate  of  his  concern  for  the  same  goals  and  the  support  which  he  and  all  his 
staff  pledge  to  all  University  programs — academic,  research,  and  extension. 
Vice  President  Wilson  further  assured  the  Senate  that  he  and  his  staff  would 
continue  to  take  every  opportunity  to  improve  communications  concerning  policy 
and  procedural  changes  affecting  faculty  and  their  work. 

The  only  item  of  old  business  was  Senate  approval  of  a  deletion  from  the 
last  paragraph  of  the  section  on  Annual  Leave  (Vacation)  in  the  Faculty  Manual 
to  bring  the  section  into  line  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  recent  action.    A  motion 
and  second  to  delete  the  phrase 

"and  provided,  further,  that  if  payment  to  an  employee  for  the  total 
value  of  terminal  leave  in  one  fiscal  year  would  result  in  total  compen- 
sation in  excess  of  the  amount  budgeted  for  him  for  that  fiscal  year, 
payment  of  the  excess  amount    shall  be  deferred  until  the  next  fiscal 
year." 

was  approved  unanimously. 

As  the  first  item  of  new  business,  the  Senate  considered,  as  requested, 
Student  Government  Bill  No.  B-72-36.      The  Bill  reads  as  follows: 

Add  new  paragraph  4  to  "Scholastic  Regulations,  Minimum  Requirements 
for  Continuing  Enrollment"   (p.   119)  to  read: 

A  student  re-admitted  under  the  above  provision  shall  have  at  the  time  of 
his  re-admission,  the  following  options  concerning  credit  hours  attempted 
at  Clemson.    He  may  choose  to  keep  all  credit  hours  attempted,  or  he  may 
choose  to  count  for  credit  only  those  credit  hours  he  has  passed  with  a 
C  or  better.     In  the  former  case,  the  student  may  keep,  without  repeating, 
any  D's  made,  but  at  the  same  time,  keeping  his  old  grade-point  ratio. 
In  the  latter  case,  a  student  will  be  required  to  repeat  all  courses  in  which 
he  received  either  a  D  or  F,  and  his  new  grade-point  ratio  will  be  determined 
only  on  the  courses  taken  after  his  readmission. 
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Professor  V.  S.  Hodges  moved  to  recommend  to  Vice  President  Walter  Cox 
acceptance  of  the  resolution  with  the  addition  of  a  stipulation  that  students 
selecting  the  second  option  should  have  all  previously  obtained  grades  of  C  or 
higher  recorded  as  C.    The  motion  was  seconded.      A  substitute  motion  was 
introduced  by  Professor  J.  D.  Fulton  to  refer  the  bill  to  the  Admissions  and 
Scholarship  Committee  of  the  1972-73    Senate  for  their  consideration.      The 
substitute  motion  was  seconded,  accepted  and  passed  unanimously. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  expressing  faculty  concern  for  Clemson's  public 
image,  and  calling  attention  to  the  one  sided  picture  of  the  University  presented 
by  the  full-page  ad  and  accompanying  feature  story,  appearing  in  the  "Educational 
Supplement"  of  the  Greenville  News  on  Sunday,  March  26,  both  of  which  dealt 
entirely  with  Clemson's  desire  to  sell  20,000  season  football  tickets.    It  was 
the  prevailing  sentiment  of  the  Senate  that  in  presenting  Clemson  to  the  general 
public,  care  should  be  taken  to  insure  a  balanced  picture  with  emphasis  on 
education,  research,  and  extension  programs,  to  tell  the  whole  story  of  the 
University  and  its  mission. 

Some  Senators  had  consulted  Clemson's  public  relations  staff  and  discovered 
that  additional  news  stories  had  been  submitted  to  the  "Educational  Supplement" 
which  would  have  presented  a  fuller  picture,  but  that  selection  of  material  finally 
printed  and  the  space  given  it  was  a  decision  of  the  newspaper,  and  out  of  the 
control  of  the  University's  staff.     Further,   University  policy  precludes  the  spend- 
ing of  state  controlled  funds  for  advertising;  the  ad  which  appeared  was  bought 
and     paid  for  by  the  Athletic  Department  from  their  independent  funds ,  and  there 
was  no  way  in  which  another,  counter-balancing  ad,  could  have    been  pufchased 
by  the  University. 

Despite  the  Senate's  concern  that  Clemson  be  presented  to  the  public  as 
more  than  just  a  "football  college,"  then,  the  Senate  voted  the  resolution  down, 
since  it  had  no  wish  to  appear  to  condemn  the  honest  and  increasingly  successful 
efforts  of  University  publicity  and  public  relations  staff  to  present  all  of  Clemson's 
many-sided  contributions  to  the  state. 

The  Senate  has  been  asked  for  an  expression  of  opinion  on  a  proposed  Student 
Bill  of  Rights  previously  distributed  to  Senators.    Professor  W.  E.  Castro  moved, 
seconded  by  Professor  W.  F.    Steirer,  to  recommend  approval  of  the  Student  Bill 
of  Rights  exclusive  of  the  following  items:  deletion  of  the  section  under  Bill  of 
Rights  and  Responsibilities  which  reads: 

"Responsibilities  set  forth  certain  privileges  and  obligations  with  which 
students  are  endowed  in  various  phases  of  university  life.    In  the  class- 
room free  discussion  and  expression  are  encouraged.    Information  contained 
in  student  records  shall  be  kept  confidential,  and  no  political,  religious.

or  moral  beliefs  should  be  recorded  in  these  records.    The  University  should 
be  open  to  all  students  regardless  of  race,  sex,  religion,  creed,  or  national 
origin.    Students  should  be  allowed  to  hear  persons  of  their  choosing.    The 
student  press  should  be  free   from  censorship.     This  Bill  of  Rights  and 
Responsibilities  also  provides  for  redress  of  grievance"; 

deletion  of  the  second  sentence  in  item  VII  C  which  reads: 

"Such  advisors  do  not  have  the  authority  to  control  the  policies  of  student 
organizations" ; 

deletion  of  Item  VIII   D  which  reads: 

"Dormitory  students  are  to  have  the  right  to  decide  upon  any    dormitory 
regulations  pending  approval   of  the  Student  Senate  and  consistent 
with  established  University  guidelines.    All  students  must  comply"; 

clarification  of  items  VI  A  and  IX  B  which  read  respectively: 

"A.    Students  have  the  right  to  trial  by  peers  in  matters  which  will  be 

decided  by  the  University,"  and 
"B.   The  student  has  the  right  to  petition  the  government  for  redress  of 

grievance" ; 

and  substitution  of  the  word  "invite"  for  the  word  "choose"  in  item  VII  C.    The 
motion  passed.    The  Senate  expressed  endorsement  of  the  principle  of  a  Student 
Bill  of  Rights  with  the  notation  that  any  right  requires  certain  corresponding 
responsibilities. 

Professor  J.  D.  Fulton  called  attention  to  an  informational  report  containing 
recommendations  of  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  the  Athletic  Council  which    considered 
faculty  seating  and  ticket  priorities  at  athletic  events.     Following  discussion  of 
the  recommendations  in  that  report,  Professor  Fulton  moved,  seconded  by  Professor 
Hodges,  that  the  item  be  passed  to  the  Welfare  Committee  of  the  1972-73  Senate 
for  further  consideration.    The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

The  final  item  of  new  business  was  election  of  officers  of  the  1972-73 
Senate.    The  slate  for  the   office  of  President  as  presented  by  the  Advisory 
Committee  was:    E.  B.  Rogers;  J.  C.  Fanning.    E.  B.  Rogers  was  elected.    The 
slate  for  the  office  of  Vice-President  was:  N.  D.   Camper;  J.  D.  Fulton.    J.  D.

A.  Vaughn  for  Industrial  Management  and 
Textile  Science;  W.  F.   Steirer  for  Liberal.Arts;  S.  Sullivan  for  Library;  R.  A.  God- 
bout  for  Nursing;    and  J.  C.  Fanning  for  Physical,  Mathematical,  and  Biological 
Sciences . 

Professor  V.  S.  Hodges  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  outstanding  work 
done  by  retiring  Senate  President,  Corinne  Sawyer.    The  Senate  expressed  approval 
in  the  form  of  enthusiastic  applause.

Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  April  4  were  approved 


Chairman  concurred  with  remarks  in  letter  sent  by  Dean  Hurst  to  thank  student 
members  of  the  Library  Committee  for  their  participation  during  the   year. 

Chairman  thanked  members  of  the  Library  Committee  for  their  work  and  co- 
operation during  the  year. 

Mr.  Gourlay  reported  that  Miss  Sophia  Sullivan  had  been  named  as  chairman 
of  a  committee  of  librarians  to  compare  status  of  professional  librarians  with 
nationally  recommended  standards  of  the  American  Library  Association. 

Library  Security  -  The  main  topic  of  the  meeting  was  a  point  by  point  dis- 
cussion of  the  recommendations  made  in  the  Report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Library 
Security.    The  full  report  of  this  study  is  available  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of 
the  Library. 

A  summary  of  the  adopted  recommendations  follows: 

1.      That  the  library  select  several  L.  C.  classifications  from  which  there 
is  evidence  that  considerable  losses  have  occurred  and  carry  out  a 
complete  inventory  of  these  classifications  annually  for  three  years. 
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2.  That  complete  records  continue  to  be  kept  of  periodicals  that  need  to 
be  replaced,  and  that  a  list  of  such  periodicals  be  compiled  semi- 
annually and  reported  to  the  library  committee  at  its  October  and  April 
meetings. 

3.  That  complete  records  also  be  compiled  of  all  missing  books  and  that 
these  be  reported  annually  to  the  library  committee. 

4.  That  supplies  of  (preferably  colored)  'books  reported  missing'  cards, 
and  'missing  articles'  cards  be  placed  in  the  counter  recesses  of  all 
card  catalog  tables  so  that  they  are  readily  available  to  users. 

5.  That,  provided  funds  can  be  made  available,  another  copier  with  a  meter 
be  made  available  on  the  second  floor  for  both  staff  and  student  use  when 
copier  on  main  floor  is  receiving  heavy  use. 

6.  That  the  Chairman  appoint  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  work  with  members  of 
the  library  staff  in  drawing  up  Guidelines  for  the  Reserve  Book  Collection. 

7.  That  additional  wage  money  be  requested  to  provide  for  additional  help 
at  the  checkout  desk  when  the  three    checkout  ladies  presently  employed 
are  sick  or  on  annual  leave  so  that  the  checkout  desk  can  be  manned 

as  continuously  as  possible. 

8.  That  checkers  be  supplied  with  library  security  violation  forms  to  be 
filled  out  whenever  a  violation  occurs. 

9.  That  the  presently  easily-mounted  barrier  in  the  foyer  be  replaced  by  one 
that  is  taller  and  more  permanent. 

10.  That  the  library  put  at  the  exit  desk  of  the  building  a  copy  in  large  print, 
and  abbreviated  to  include  only  essentials,  of  the  South  Carolina  law 
relating  to  library  security  (Sections  16-372  to  16-376,  S.   C.  Statutes, 
(962). 

11.  That  the  Library  Committee  recommend  that  the  University  Administration 
investigate  a  checkout  policy  for  persons  leaving  the  University,  this 
policy  to  include  library  clearance. 

1 2 .  That  the  Clemson  University  Student  Handbook  and  Faculty  Manual 
contain  a  summary  section  on  library  policies  with  respect  to  books 
due,  fines,  and  lost  books  calling  attention  to  the  responsibility  of 
each  person  for  making  good  any  book  charged  out  to  him  that  is  not 
returned  in  good  condition. 
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13.  That  the  library  investigate  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a  unique  book- 
due  stamp. 

14.  That  all  persons  using  the  basement  be  required  to  sign    a  check-in  and 
check-out  sheet,   such  as  is  used  in  the    South  Carolina  room  collections, 
and  that  check-out  must  be  made  in  the  presence  of  a  librarian. 

15.  That  the  library  staff  be  instructed  that  in  the  course  of  their  regular 
duties  to  be  on  the  alert  for  illegal  or  unusual  activities  and  to  call  a 
security  officer  when  necessary. 

16.  That  faculty  members  in  their    classes  be  encouraged  to  stress  the 
importance  of  library  resources  and  security. 

17.  That  an  investigation  be  made  of  prominent,  positive,  thought  provoking 
signs  that  would  be  deterrent    to  theft. 

18.  That  the  library  committee  consider  a  permanent  standing  subcommittee  on 
Library  Security,  to  be  composed  of  two  persons  whose  terms  on  the 
library  committee  are  not  concurrent.    The  chairman  of  the  library 
committee  would  make  the  appointments  after  the  September  meeting. 
The  term  of  appointment  would  ordinarily  be  for  the  full  time  that  the 
subcommittee  members  remain  on  the  Library  Committee. 

That  the  duties  of  the  subcommittee  would  be  to  make  continuing  study 
of  the  needs  of  security  at  the  Clemson  Library  to  assess  the  current 
situation  and  make  recommendations  as  the  situation  demands. 

The  committee  voted  its  unanimous  appreciation  for  the  investigation  that 
Dr.  Schoenike  had  made  on  library  security. 

The  Library  Committee  wishes  to  remind  the  faculty  of  the  obligation  to  return 
or  renew  books  as  stated  in  Library  Rules  Governing  Fines  and  Delinquent  Borrowers: 

(b)  Staff  and  faculty  borrowers  are  granted  the  privilege  of  indefinite  loan. 
Indefinite  loan  is  for  the  purpose  of  the  personal  research  to  whom  the 
indefinite  loan  privilege  is  extended.    Once  a  year,  preferably  in  April, 
staff  and  faculty  borrowers  will  return  all  library  books  in  their  possession. 
Rules  3b  and  3e    on  lost  and  damaged  books  apply  to  staff  and    faculty 
as  well  as  students.    The  librarian  will  advise  staff  and  faculty  members 
when  they  are  remiss.    Delinquencies  that  are  unresolved  will  be  reported 
to  respective  department  heads  or  superiors  for  further  action.

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BOSTIC  NAMED  WHITE  HOUSE  FELLOW 

Dr.  James  E.  Bostic  Jr.  ,  24-year-old  South  Carolina  native  who  received  his 
doctoral  degree  from  Clemson  in  May,  has  been  appointed  a  1972-73  White  House  Fellow. 
He  is  one  of  17  young  men  to  be  selected  for  the  prestigious  Fellowship  from  an 
initial  field  of  1,509  applicants  nationwide.   He  is  the  youngest  member  of  the  elite 
group  and  only  the  second  South  Carolinian  to  receive  a  White  House  Fellowship  since 
the  program  was  created  in  1964. 

The  appointments  were  announced  after  the  33  national  finalists  met  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  for  the  final  round  of  interviews  in  the  competition.   The  President's  Commission 
on  White  House  Fellows  conducted  three  separate  individual  interviews  with  each  finalist, 

Bostic  will  move  to  Washington  in  late  August  and  begin  one  year  of  service  with 
the  federal  government  Sept.  1.   The  job  assignment  is  the  heart  of  the  program  because 
it  enables  Fellows  to  come  away  with  a  sense  of  what  participation  in  government  policy- 
making really  means. 

Besides  daily  tasks.  Fellows  participate  in  educational  activities  revolving 
around  the  government's  processes,  personalities,  and  problems.   They  learn,  at  first- 
hand, the  major  issues  faced  by  their  government  and  the  challenges  of  finding  and 
implementing  solutions.

He  is  a  member  of  the  Pickens  County  and  S.C.  Mental  Health  associa- 
tions . 

Dr.  Hardie,  whose  career  as  a  counselor,  educator,  and  administrator  spans 
three  decades,  is  author  of  numerous  professional  publications  including  the  book 
"Women  at  Work." 

During  her  outstanding  career,  Dr.  Hardie  has  held  teaching  positions  at 
universities  and  colleges  in  five  states  and  served  as  special  consultant  to  business, 
industry,  U.S.  government,  and  education.

HOLTZENDORFF  SCHOLARSHIP  IS  ESTABLISHED 

A  scholarship  honoring  the  late  Preston  B.  Holtzendorff  Jr.,  who  served  40  years 
as  general  secretary  of  the  Clemson  YMCA,  has  been  established  at  the  University  by 
friends  of  the  former  university  official. 

The  P.B.  Holtzendorff  Jr.  Scholarship  will  be  awarded  annually  to  one  or  more 
students  "who  have  demonstrated  an  interest  in  YMCA,  church  or  related  activities 
that  promote  the  ideals  and  service  exemplified  by  Holtzendorff 's  life  work." 

About  70  per  cent  of  the  $20,000  goal  for  the  scholarship  fund  has  been  reached. 

Recipients  and  amounts  of  each  award,  renewable  yearly  provided  satisfactory 
academic  progress  is  maintained,  will  be  determined  by  the  University  honors  and 
awards  committee. 

"Holtzy,"  as  he  was  known  to  associates  and  thousands  of  Clemson  students,  was 
cited  in  1971  for  outstanding  service  to  the  Uiiversity  when  the  campus  YMCA  was 
officially  named  for  him. 

An  Atlanta,  Ga.,  native  and  the  fourth  son  in  his  family  to  be  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Georgia  Law  School,  Holtzendorff  first  came  to  Clemson  in  1916, 
the  year  the  YMCA  building  was  completed.   He  was  the  institutions 's  first  assistant 
secretary. 
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HOLTZENDORFF  SCHOLARSHIP  IS  ESTABLISHED  Continued 

In  World  War  I  "Holtzy"  traded  his  "ground  duty"  at  college  for  pilot's  wings 
in  the  Army  Air  Corps.   After  the  war  he  practiced  law  briefly  with  his  brothers 
in  Oklahoma. 

In  June  1919  Holtzendorff  returned  to  Clemson  as  YMCA  general  secretary,  a 
position  he  held  until  his  retirement  in  1959. 

GIFTS  AND  GRANTS 

The  University  will  receive  funds  totaling  $114,500  from  the  J.E.  Sirrine 
Textile  Foundation  of  Greenville  over  the  next  two  academic  years  to  help  support 
its  textile  education  programs. 

The  Foundation's  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  allocations  of  $56,500  for 
the  1972-73  school  year,  and  $58,000  for  the  1973-74  term. 

The  grants  will  be  used  to  fund  various  projects  and  programs  of  the  college 
of  Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science,  including  scholarship  and  fellowship 
assistance  for  superior  students,  and  the  creation  of  a  second  J.E.  Sirrine 
Professorship  which  provides  a  salary  supplement  to  an  outstanding  faculty  member. 

The  J.E.  Sirrine  Textile  Foundation  is  a  non-profit  corporation  established  to 
aid  and  promote  by  financial  assistance  and  other  means,   textile  education,  training, 
and  research  in  South  Carolina.   Its  Board  of  Trustees  comprises  18  of  the  state's 
leading  textile  executives . 

Since  1947,  the  Foundation  has  allocated  over  $1.5-million  to  Clemson  for 
textile  education. 

Through  the  years,  the  funds  have  been  used  for  such  purposes  as  faculty  salary 
supplements,  creation  and  maintenance  of  the  J.E.  Sirrine  Textile  Library  on  the 
Clemson  campus,  a  travel  fund  which  enables  professors  to  attend  technical  and 
trade  association  meetings  to  keep  abreast  of  developmemts  in  the  industry,  and 
undergraduate  and  graduate  scholarship  programs.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  MAY  16,   1972 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:15  p.m.  by  President  Rogers.    The 
minutes    of  the  March  meeting  were  approved  as  circulated.    President  Rogers 
reported  that  he  had  written  a  letter  on  behalf  of  the  faculty  to  President  Edwards 
asking  that  he  express  to  Mrs.  Byrnes  the  faculty's  appreciation  for  Dr.  Byrnes' 
contribution  to  Clemson  University  and  feelings  of  sympathy  for  his  death.    He 
further  announced  that  the  revised  Faculty  Manual  had  been  given  to  the  printer 
on  April  4,  1972,  and  should  be  available  for  general  distribution  no  later  than 
July  1,  1972.    Faculty  Senate  members  are  encouraged  to  become  familiar  with 
the  new  manual. 

President  Rogers  reported  that  he  had  recommended  to  President  Edwards 
that  Prof.  W.  F.  Steirer,  Jr.  ,  be  appointed  as  the  Faculty  Senate  representative 
on  the  Student  Relations  Committee.    Prof.  J.  D.  Fulton  would  automatically 
become  chairman  of  this  committee  because  of  his  election  as  Vice-President 
of  the  Faculty  Senate. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  (Faculty  Club)  was  reappointed  by  President  Rogers. 
Committee  members  are  V.  D.   Carmack,  J.  A.  Hash,  R.  L.   Cross,  K.  E.  Carpenter, 
and  R.  D.  Shannon,  Chairman. 

In  regards  to  the  recommendations  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  on  book  ordering. 
President  Rogers  reported  that  for  the  coming  academic  year,  he  would  serve  as 
an  observer  for  the  Faculty  Senate  in  an  effort  to  determine  if  everyone  was  follow- 
ing the  recommendations . 

President  Rogers  informed  the  Senate  that  he  had  been  asked  about  grievance 
procedures  for  non-tenured  faculty  members,  and  requested  that  all  members  of  the 
Senate  become  familiar  with  these  procedures  in  the  Faculty  Manual.

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DR.  LUTHER  ANDERSON  APPOINTED  TO  DEANSHIP 


Dr.  Luther  P.  Anderson,  South  Carolina  native  and  Clemson  faculty  member, 
has  been  named  dean  of  the  University's  College  of  Agricultural  Sciences. 

In  announcing  the  appointment,  President  Robert  C.  Edwards  emphasized 
that  a  healthy  agricultural  industry  remains  basic  to  the  economic  welfare  of 
the  state,  and  strong  leadership  is  necessary  to  insure  the  industry's  orderly 
future  growth. 

He  pointed  out  that  in  1971,  the  value  of  agricultural  commodities  produced 
in  South  Carolina  at  the  farm  level,  including  government  payments,  totaled  $552 
million  —  a  30  per  cent  increase  over  the  past  decade. 

"The  potential  for  more  dramatic  future  growth  at  an  even  greater  rate  is 
clearly  evident,"  said  Dr.  Edwards.  He  added,  however,  that  continued  expansion 
will  demand  increased  research  efforts  to  deal  with  complex  environmental 
questions  and  other  problems. 

"In  its  role  as  a  land-grant  university,"  said  Dr.  Edwards,  "Clemson  has 
the  responsibility  for  providing  the  type  of  leadership  necessary  to  solve  the 
industry's  problems  and  inspire  the  confidence  of  agricultural  leaders  state-wide 
who  are  engaged  in  crop  production." 

Anderson  has  been  associated  with  Clemson  in  various  regional  and  state- 
wide leadership  positions  in  agriculture  and  related  fields  for  the  past  22  years. 

Since  last  August,  he  has  served  as  professor  and  head  of  Clemson's  depart- 
ment of  agronomy  and  soils. 

The  46-year-old  Horry  County  native  has  been  prominent  in  state-wide 
educational  work  since  1958  when  he  came  from  Bishopville  to  become  assistant 
extension  agronomist.   He  was  promoted  to  leader  of  extension  agronomy  work  in 
1962,  and  to  state  leader  for  all  extension  agricultural  programs  in  1969. 

Prior  service  with  Clemson  includes  eight  years  as  assistant  county  agent 
in  Horry  and  Lee  counties  (1950-58).

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REORGANIZATION  ANNOUNCED  FOR  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

The  University  has  announced  a  major  reorganization  of  the  social  sciences 
to  accommodate  expanding  student  enrollments.   Three  new  academic  divisions 
have  been  formed: 


—  Department  of  History,  headed  by  Dr.  Robert  S.  Lambert,  professor  of 
history  and  head  of  the  old  department  of  social  sciences. 

—  Department  of  Psychology,  headed  by  Dr.  Bernard  Caffrey,  associate 
professor  of  psychology. 

—  Department  of  Political  Science  and  Sociology,  headed  by  Dr.  Charles 

W.  Dunn,  assistant  professor  at  the  Institute  of  Government  of  the  University  of 
Illinois,  who  joins  Clemson  August  1. 

Dean  H.  Morris  Cox  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  reports  that  the  total  number 
of  students  choosing  majors  in  social  sciences  has  increased  from  a  handful  to 
over  400,  and  total  enrollment  in  the  social  sciences  has  passed  3,000. 

Dean  Cox  cites  two  reasons  for  increased  interest  in  social  sciences  at 
Clemson:   science  and  engineering  curricula  requiring  more  background  in  the 
social  sciences,  and  increased  enrollment  of  women  seeking  degrees  in  the  social 
sciences. 

Dunn  comes  to  Clemson  fresh  from  a  stint  as  special  consultant  to  News 
Election  Service  (for  NBC,  CBS,  ABC,  the  Associated  Press  and  United  Press 
International)  for  the  1972  Illinois  Primary  Election.   The  Bloomington,  111., 
native  has  served  as  administrative  aide  to  former  U.S.  Sen.  Charles  Goodell  (N.Y.) 
and  as  a  platform  subcommittee  staff  advisor  to  the  1968  Republican  National 
Convention.   He  is  author  of  the  forthcoming  book  Politics  of  Non-Reform. 

Lambert,  a  23-year  veteran  of  the  Clemson  faculty,  has  been  head  of  the 
social  sciences  department  since  1963.   A  native  of  New  York  City,  he  is  an 
expert  on  19th  Century  American  history. 

Caffrey,  a  Uniontown,  Pa. ,  native  and  Clemson  professor  since  1966,  is  a 
recognized  authority  on  the  psychological  aspects  of  coronary  heart  disease,  and 
decision  making  under  stressful  conditions. 
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ROTC  CHANGES  COMMAND;  TYNDALL  JOINS  UNIVERSITY  STAFF 

Col.  E.N.  Tyndall,  commander  of  Air  Force  ROTC,  has  retired  after  more  than 
30  years  of  active  military  service. 

Leadership  of  the  detachment  passed  into  new  hands  July  31  at  retirement 
and  change-of-command  ceremonies  for  Tyndall  and  his  successor,  Col.  Duncan  W. 
Rabey  Jr.  of  Tullahoma,  Tenn. 

Tyndall  has  now   joined  the  university  staff  as  administrative  assistant 
to  President  Robert  C.  Edwards. 

Col.  Peter  D.  Summer,  commandant  of  Air  Force  ROTC  Area  "C"  which  includes 
Clemson,  presented  a  retirement  certificate  and  meritorious  service  medal  to 
Tyndall. 

Tyndall  came  to  Clemson  as  professor  and  head  of  the  university's  aerospace 
studies  department  and  commander  of  the  Air  Force  ROTC  detachment  in  September 
1967.   Before  the  Clemson  assignment,  he  commanded  a  communications  group  in  the 
Philippines  and  served  in  various  staff  positions  in  the  Pentagon  and  Strategic 
Air  Command.   His  decorations  include  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  and  the  Air 
Medal. 

Rabey,  the  new  Clemson  Air  Force  ROTC  commander,  is  a  1948  Clemson  alumnus 
whose  last  assignment  was  with  the  Arnold  Engineering  Development  Center  at 
Tullahoma  where  he  was  director  of  tests.   He  has  served  in  various  Air  Force 
research  and  development  management  positions  including  a  tour  as  chief  of  range 
missile  safety  at  Cape  Kennedy. 


MASTER  OF  EDUCATION  TO  BE  OFFERED  AT  OFF-CAMPUS  LOCATIONS 

Clemson  has  announced  that  it  is  implementing  a  new  graduate  study 
arrangement  for  teachers  and  other  school  personnel  that  will  enable  them  to 
complete  all  required  courses  of  study  for  the  master  of  education  degree  at 
off-campus  locations.   Previously,  only  12  hours  of  off-campus  courses  could  be 
taken  for  credit  toward  the  degree.   The  remaining  18  had  to  be  completed  on  the 
main  campus. 

The  new  service  will  begin  this  fall  at  Piedmont  TEC  Center  at  Greenwood. 
Clemson  has  offered  graduate  education  courses  there  for  several  years. 

In  making  the  announcement  President- Robert  C.  Edwards  said  the  new 
arrangement  was  made  possible  by  a  change  in  the  requirements  of  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Commission  on 
Higher  Education. 

All  courses  toward  the  master's  degree  will  be  taught  by  Clemson  faculty 
members.   Course  fees  are  the  same  as  on  the  main  campus.   Six  to  eight  graduate 
credit  courses  will  be  offered  the  fall  semester  at  Greenwood. 
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CLEMSON  ANNOUNCES  POLICY  ON  TRANSFER  OF  TEC  STUDENTS 

Academic  credits  received  for  courses  taken  at  South  Carolina's  technical 
education  centers  can  be  transferred  to  Clemson  for  application  toward  a  baccalaureate 
degree.   Dean  of  Undergraduate  Studies  Dr.  Claud  B.  Green  explains  that  transfer 
credit  Is  allowed  for  those  TEC  courses  which  are  determined  to  be  equivalent  In  con- 
tent to  courses  offered  at  Clemson.   The  equivalency  evaluation  Is  made  on  a  course- 
by-course  basis  by  the  Individual  Clemson  departments  which  offer  the  comparable 
course.   Students  can  also  earn  equivalent  course  credit  through  a  special 
written  examination.

Mrs.  Beulah  R.  Cheney  has  joined  the  Public  Relations  staff  as  University 
Publications  Editor.

MINUTES  OF  UNIVERSITY  UNDERGRADUATE  COUNCIL,  JULY  17,   1972 

The  first  meeting  of  the  University  Undergraduate  Council  was  held  in 
Room  32  of  Tillman  Hall  with  the  following  present:    Dean  Claud  B.  Green 
(Chairman),  Luther  Baxter,  Carolyn  Briscoe,  Lamar  H.  Brown,  Sam  F.  Crews  III 
(Student  Representative) ,  Robert  T .  Cross,   C.   C.  Fain,  Lawrence  W.  Gahan, 
Tommy  Lavender  (Student  Representative) ,  J.  V.  Reel,  E.  A.  Vaughn,  K.  N. 
Vickery  and  M  .  L .  WoUa . 

Dean  Green  announced  that  the  Undergraduate  Council  will  perform  many 
of  the  duties  formerly  delegated  to  the  Curriculum  Committee.    One  primary 
function  of  the  committee  will  be  the  consideration  of  proposals  for  change 
within  existing  undergraduate  programs  and  for  the  addition  of  new  programs. 

Dean  Vickery  recommended  that  the  Council  assume  responsibility  for 
acting  on  student  petitions  for  continuing  enrollment  following  the  summer  term. 
His  recommendation  was  approved. 

A  proposal  submitted  by  the  Department  of  Industrial  Management  for  a 
major  in  occupational  safety  and  health  was  explained  by  Dr.  E.  A.  Vaughn. 
As  proposed,  the  program  will  provide  a  new  major  within  the  existing 
curricular  structure  of  the  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  Administrative 
Management. 

Following  discussion  of  the  proposal  Dean  Green  appointed  a  committee 
to  study  the  proposal  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Council  at  the  next 
meeting.     Members  appointed  to  the  committee  were:    J.  V.  Reel,   Chairman; 
C.  C.  Fain;  and  E.  A.  Vaughn. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Council  is  scheduled  for  July  31 . 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  JUNE  13,   1972 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:20  p.m.  by  President  Rogers.    The  minutes 
of  the  May  meeting  were  approved  as  circulated.    President  Rogers  recognized  the 
summer  substitutes  for  senators  and  welcomed  them  to  the  Senate.    President  Rogers 
discussed  the  recent  reorganization  of  the  Clemson  Alumni  Association  and  the 
Clemson  University  Foundation.     In  response  to  questions,  he  also  informed  the 
Senate  that  the  selection  of  Alumni  Professors  was  made  by  the  University  Admin- 
istration, and  not  by  the  Alumni  Association.    The  general  feeling  of  the  Senators 
was  that  there  should  be  faculty  input  into  this  selection. 

In  regards  to  book  ordering.  President  Rogers  reported  that  all  book  orders 
for  the  fall  semester  were  in  on  time.    He  further  stated  that  the  Book  Store  was 
accumulating  paperback  books  at  a  value  rate  of  $4000  per  year,  and  at  present 
the  Book  Store  had  an  inventory  of  paperback  books  in  excess  of  $18,000.    He 
pointed  out  that  in  many  instances  twice  the  number  of  books  were  ordered  by 
instructors  than  were  purchased,  and  that  in  some  instances  books  were  requested 
and  none  were  purchased.    This  leaves  the  Book  Store  with  a  large  investment  in 
books  which  they  can't  sell.    This,  in  turn,  causes  higher  prices  on  other  books. 
Therefore,  he  requested  that  all  instructors  please  be  more  careful  in  their  requests 
for  ordering  books  through  the  Book  Store. 

President  Rogers  informed  the  Senate  that  he  and  Professor  Castro,  Chairman 
of  the  Policy  Committee,  had  met  with  Dean  Hurst  regarding  the  new  faculty  manual. 
Dean  Hurst    requested  that,  even  though  the  manual  would  always  be  subject  to 
interpretation,  there  be  a  two  year  moratorium  on  major  revisions  of  the  manual. 
He  further  suggested  that  the  Policy  Committee  keep  a  file  on  recommendations 
for  revisions  and/or  changes  in  the  manual  and  that  all  these  be  reviewed  at  the 
end  of  this  two  year  period.    The  expected  delivery  date  on  the  printed  manual  is 
still  July  1 ,  1972.    President  Rogers  reported  that  Dean  Hurst  had  informed  him  that 
the  effective  date  for  the  recent  changes  in  the  annual  leave  policy  for  twelve 
month  employees  was  April  1,  1972. 

President  Rogers  reported  that  he  had  written  a  letter  on  behalf  of  the  faculty 
to  President  Edwards  asking  that  he  express  to  the  Smith  family  the  faculty's 
appreciation  for  Mr.  Winchester  Smith's  contribution  to  Clemson  University  and 
feelings  of  sympathy  for  his  death. 

Professor  Fanning,  chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee, 
reported  that  the  committee  had  reviewed  the  new  manual  for  faculty  advisors  and 
that  it  would  be  distributed  before  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester.    The 
committee  was  very  complimentary  of  the  new  manual.    He  further  reported  that 
the  committee  had  discussed  the  recording  of  class  absences  on  grade  reports 
and  decided  against  the  request. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  JUNE  13,   1972     (Continued) 

Professor  West,  chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  reported  that  Banks 
McFadden,  Director  of  Intramural  Sports,  had  met  with  the  committee  and  reported 
on  the  tennis  facilities  available  on  campus.    Director  McFadden  informed  the 
committee  that  ten  new  courts  will  be  completed  in  1973,  and  that  he  is  working 
on  some  type  of  reservation  system  for  the  tennis  courts.    Professor  West  further 
reported  that  he  had  inquired  about  the  sick  leave  policy  for  summer  sessions  for 
nine  months  employees.    He  stated  that  if  an  instructor  became  sick  before 
summer  school  began,  and  could  not  meet  his  classes,  this  would  void  his 
contract. 

The  first  item  of  new  business  was  the  presentation  by  the  Admissions  and 
Scholarship  Committee  of  the  following  resolution: 

"WHEREAS,  the  grade  designation  WF  is  synonymous  with  the  grade  F, 
and  therefore  redundant;  and 

WHEREAS,  numerous  problems  have  arisen  in  the  counseling  and  advising 
of  students  in  the  computations  and  comparison  of  GPR's  due  to  the  wide 
disparity  in  the  application  of  the  WP-WF  system  by  the  Clemson 
University  Faculty;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  replacement  of  WF  with  the  grade  designation  W  would 
remove  undue  pressures  and  uncertanties  from  the  teacher,  encourage 
the  student  to  build  up  his  GPR  in,  and  his  understanding  of,  his  major 
courses,  and  discourage  the  current  practice  of  students  dropping  out 
of  college  because  of  poor  grades;  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  following  paragraph  replace  the  fourth  and  fifth 
paragraphs  on  page  117  of  the  Scholastic  Regulations  in  the  1972  Clemson 
University  Announcements: 

W- Withdrew.    This  grade  indicates  that    the  students  withdrew  from 
the  course .    No  credit  hours  taken  are  recorded  for  the  grade  of  W 
provided  that  course  is  dropped  prior  to  the  last  five  weeks  of  classes 
in  the  semester.    Only  semester  grades  shall  be  given  and  recorded 
for  courses  dropped  during  the  last  five  weeks. 

BE  rr  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  last  sentence  of  the  paragraph  on 
"Grade  Points"  on  page  118  be  amended  to  read: 

Grade  Points. No  grade  points  are  assigned  for  grades  F,  I,  or  W." 

There  was  a  motion  and  second  to  accept  the  resolution. 
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Professor  Fulton  moved  that  the  resolution  be  amended  as  follows: 

"W-Withdrew.    This  grade  indicates  that  the  students  withdrew  from  the 
course.    No  credit  hours  taken  are  recorded  for  the  grade  of  W  provided 
that  course  is  dropped  prior  to  mid-term.    Semester  grades  shall  be  given 
and  recorded  for  courses  dropped  after  mid-term." 

After  a  second,  the  amendment  failed  to  carry  on  a  4  to  17  vote. 

The  resolution  as  originally  presented  passed  on  a  17  to  3  vote. 

As  a  result  of  the  interpretation  of  the  tenure  policy  in  the  new  faculty 
manual.  Professor  Fulton  presented  the  following  resolution: 

"WHEREAS,    in  the  case  of  an  offer  of  employment  made  in  consultation 
with  the  dean  of  his  college  by  a  University  department  chairman  to  a 
former  employee  with  two  years' prior  experience  at  Clemson  University, 
the  Academic  Dean  of  the  University  has  amended  the  Faculty  Manual 
without  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  President  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  the  University  Board  of  Trustees  by  his  insistence  that  a 
minimum  of  4  consecutive  academic  years  of  service  at  the  University 
is  a  prerequisite  for  tenure  in  any  rank,  and 

A/VHEREAS,  in  the  opinion  of  the  University  Counsel  the  application  by 
the  Academic  Dean  of  the  University  to  all  the  University  faculty  the 
added  requirement  that  a  minimum  of  4  consecutive  academic  years  of 
service  at  Clemson  University  is  necessary  before  he  will  approve  tenure 
amounts  to  an  unauthorized  amendment  to  a  legal  document,  the  Faculty 
Manual,  and  conceivably  could  leave  the  University  open  to  an  unfavor- 
able lawsuit,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Academic  Dean  of  the  University  has  said  to  the  President 
of  the  Faculty  Senate  that  the  Faculty  Senate  in  drafting  the  Faculty 
Manual  on  Appointments  for  Which  Tenure  is  Attainable  should  have 
anticipated  the  Dean's  interpretation  of  the  minimum  service  requirement 
for  tenure  and  should  have  disclaimed  that  interpretation,  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED  THAT  the  Academic  Dean  of  the  University  cease  his  insistence 
that  the  department  chairman  write  a  letter  to  the  prospective  faculty 
member  correcting  the  chairman's  early  tenure  eligibility  statement  in 
the  chairman's  original  offer  letter.    Be  it  further 
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RESOLVED  THAT  the  Academic  Dean  of  the  University  cease  his  unauthorized 
practice  of  withholding  tenure  approval  for  a  faculty  member  until  the 
faculty  member  has  served  the  University  a  minimum  of  4  consecutive 
academic  years  .    Be  it  further 

RESOLVED  THAT  the  Academic  Dean  of  the  University  routinely  seek  the 
opinion  of  the  University  Counsel  on  issues  raised  concerning  interpre- 
tation of  a  completed  legal  document,  the  Faculty  Manual,  and  cease 
placing  the  Faculty  Senate  in  the  position  of  having  to  disclaim  his 
unauthorized  amendments  to  that  document."

Professor  Harrison  then  presented  a  motion  that  the  Faculty  Senate  go  on 
record  as  asking  who  has  the  final  authority  for  interpreting  the  faculty  manual. 
After  a  second,  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Professor  Sawyer  then  presented  the  following  motion: 

"WHEREAS,  the  Faculty  Senate  hereby  goes  on  record  that  the  word 
consecutive  was  not  intended  to  be  included  in  the  four  year  require- 
ment for  tenure ,  be  it 

RESOLVED  THAT  the  Faculty  Senate's  interpretation  of  the  four  year 
requirement  for  tenure,  as  being  without  any  necessity  for  consecutive 
service,  be  applied  uniformly,  effective  immediately." 

The  motion,  after  a  second  carried  unanimously. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:25  p.m.
